At transfer station: 
Haulers, residents 


could face fee hike

Proposals to increase user lees al 
the transfer station drew opposition 
from commercial] trash haulers and 
residents. But some sort of fee 
increase is likely in light of the 
town's fiscal crisis. 

Selectmen held a public hearing 
Tuesday night to receive input on the 
possibility of increasing fees at the 
Transfer Station. Options outlined 
by Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer range from relaining the 
current fees, which partially fund 
the operation of the slation, to full 
eosl recovery 

Winchester was hit with a $775,000 
shorlfall due to recent cuts in local 
aid by Governur Michael S. Dukakis. 
Now, it is up to selectinen and Town 


Mecting to decide where additional 
revenue can be found, or if cuts will 
have to be made in the present 
budget. 

“This is a fairly complex issue. 
There are a number of alternatives 
we can consider,” said Selectman 
Chairman Thomas Schmitt. 

‘The reason the transfer station 
becomes a target of opportunity is 
the lurge number of potential fees 
(which can be raised),” said 
Schmitt. “We can spread the fees 
among a larger number of people.” 

Selectmen were generally in favor 
of an increase to some degree in 
transfer slation fees, but are nol 
scheduled to take a formal vote until 
their next meeling on Sept. 11. Only 
Selectman Robert Deering was com- 
pletely opposed to raising fees. 

Deering said he believes ‘‘trans- 
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ferring the fault of our state govern- 
ment onta the backs of the taxpay- 
ers”’ is unfair. 

Selectman Judith Muggia said she 
believes the fees are inequitable. 
Muggia said residents should know 
what services are covered by taxes. 
Once that is defined, the town should 
implement user fees for other ser- 
vices provided. 

Selectman Steve Powers said he 
favors some increase, but asked 
Maurer to look into what surround- 
ing towns are doing. 

According to Maurer, in fiscal 
year 1990, the facility will cost 
approximately $1.187 million to 
operate. The figures are based on 
the sale of 6,000 permits. This year, 
the station is expecled to generate

Train station sale mulled

Selectmen are considering the 
possiblity of eilher selling or raising 
rent at the Waterfield Road train 
Station building. 

“There is an interest in raising 
more revenue from the station,” 
said Chairman Thomas Schmitt. 

Owned by the town, Town Mana- 
ger W. Chadwick Maurer said the 
building has been leased on a tenant- 
at-will basis for the past severa! 
years, Approximately 817 sq. ft. of 
the building is rented by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, while the upstairs 
half, tolalling 1153 sq. [t., was rented 
by Maxwell Design. 

However, since Maxwell Design 


recently vacated the premises, 
selectmen are new looking at options 
for dealing with the property. 

Maurer said the two options for 
the b: ilding are to either lease the 
property at current market prices 
for downtown Winchesler, or sell the 
facility. 


If selectmen decide to sell the 
building, Maurer said the town 
should do so on the basis of proposals 
from developers which are consis- 
tent with the downtown area. How- 
ever, he noted that parking prob- 
lems in the area and certain 
improvements the town would be 
required to make on the property 
relating to the Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority (MBTA) 


and commuters must be taken into 
consideration. 

Chamber of Commerce President 
Tony Albiani said the Chamber has 
three oplions open to it if the town 
decides not to sell the building. 
Hither the Chamber could pay the 
additional costs of renting the facili- 
ly; consider renting a smaller area 
of the building; or move to another 
building. 

“The Chamber plays an active 
role in the town,” noted Albiani. He 
cited Town Day, the annual haunted 
house, and Christmas tree lighting 
ceremony as examples of functions 
the Chamber sponsors. 

“There is no question it was token

Display softens death’s sting

When Winchester lost Ambrose 
Schoo! principal George Flynn and 
schoolgirl! Patricia Swartz in unre- 
lated tragedies last spring, many 
families found their grief deepened 
and complicated as they tried to 
explain the concepts of death and 
dying to their young children. 

For Genevieve Lynch the experi- 
ence of explaining the death of a 
principal and a playmate to her 
three children seemed almost over- 
whelming. She resolved to do whal 
she could te help other parents make 
the Lough decisions aboul what to tell 
their children about death and 
dying, grief and loss, 

Her experiences led lo the crea- 
tion of a new display at Winchester 
Public Library. A collection of 
books, pamphlets and videotapes, 
the display gives insight into the 
discussions thal can take place 
belween parent and child when a 
death occurs, 

As a nurse, Lynch has talked wilh 
children on the topic of death profes- 
sionally. But she stresses thal 
there's noset way to give answers to 
children and the answers are often 
found within each individual family. 

For her own family, particularly 
children John, 6, Christopher, 4, and 
Brendan, 3, the deaths of Flynn and 
Swartz caused considerable dis- 
tress. Lynch felt there must be 
somewhere for families to turn. 


“Our family was affected by both 
of those deaths,” said Lynch, “By 
educalion, I’m a nurse, but it was 
the first lime I dealt with (death) as 
a mother ...I was struggling with 
my own feelings and those of my 
children.” 

And she and her family were not 
alone. Mourning took hold of much 
of the community and was for many 
youngsters a first glimpse at the 
realily of death. 

Lynch decided to pull together 
resources for parents and children 
which could help in these stressful 
times. A bibliography listing a num- 
ber of books as well as two video- 
tapes are now available through the 
library. Also, a pamphlet co- 
authored by Fred Rogers of ‘Mister 
Rogers’ Neighborhood” is on hand 
entitled, ‘Talking with Young Child- 
ren About Death.” 


“| thought it would be a nice and 
posilive way to remember George 
Flynn,” said Lynch of the display, 
“IUs nice to knaw you have a 
resource.” 

‘The books are generally categor- 
ized by different age groups for 
children, Some of the books are for 
children's reading, others are to 
inform parents about how to talk 
with their children on the subject. 
Lyneh and her husband have 
donated several copies of books as 
well. 

Lynch says what these books offer 
are guidelines, and reassurance. 


Answering children’s questions with 
straighlforwardness and honesty is 
often the best approach, says Lynch. 

When Lynch began to put together 
the display, she sought information 
from a number of sources. Rabbi 
Earl Grollman, a resident of Bel- 
mont, has spoken on the subject and 
has written several books, which are 
now available through the display. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos also gave useful 
advice to Lynch. It was Mitsakos 
who suggested the display be set up 
at the public library, where every- 
one could have access to the mater- 
ials. Also, library personnel took a 
great interest in getting the display 
on its feet. 


Lynch says the support of 
Winchester teachers throughout the 
troubling weeks this past spring was 
invaluable. ‘The leachers were just 
wonderful,"" said Lynch, “As a 
parent I felt taken care of because 
the teachers were so sincere and 
supportive with the children.” 


Lynch hopes in the future, the 
collection will grow and possibly 
become a traveling display that 
eould be featured at local schools, 
churches and libraries. She would 
also like to incorporate a speaker to 
give lectures on the Lopic. 

The display will be exhibited 
through Oct. 15 in the Children’s 
Room of the Winchester Public 
Library.

Rabbi David Kudan recently 
joined the ranks of religious lead- 
ers in Winchester, settling into 
his new position as rabbi and 
setting goals for growth and 


change within his congregation. 


Kudan, 31, became the official 
rabbi of the three-year-old Jew- 
ish congregation of Shir Tikvah in 


Winchester Aug, 15. 


The temple holds services in 
the First Congregational] Church 
and serves residents of many 


surrounding communities — a 


large percentage from Arlington 


and Winchester. 

And Kudan says their numbers 
are growing quickly and steadily. 
Presently there are 93 families 
who take part in weekly services 
at the temple. Shir Tivka also 
offers a school program for child- 
ren to Jearn aboul Jewish tradi- 
tions and culture. 


According to Kudan, the prog- 
ram is an excellent way to 
“transmit to the next genera- 
lion ... It's a bridge between lhe 
synagogue and the home."”

Kudan describes himself as a 
Reform Jew, coming from a 
branch of the faith that secks to 
reconcile traditional Jewish 
practices and present-day life. 
Reform Jews, says the rabbi, 
believe their religion, while 


structured, must be fluid and 
able to give people energy. 

“Our belief is that religion 
must change with the times, 
while being anchored in religious 
traditions,’ says Kudan, “We 
must always push forward, to 
re-examine Lhe riches in religion 
that are waiting to be unlocked. 

“Religion should nol be seen as 
the answer, but seen as the ques- 
tion,” says Kudan. 

Kudan likens Judaism to the 
lunar eycle on which the Jewish 
year is based, Now is a period of 
waxing, says Kudan, of growth 
and change, but periods of wan- 
ing, of struggle and strife, still 
linger in the minds of Jews. 

In an effort to bring his congre- 
gation closer to Judaism and its 
sometiines turbulent past, Kudan 
hopes to plan a trip to Israel for 
his congregation ‘tto understand 
the problems and affect change,

Chief seeks semi-automatics

Police Chicf Joseph Perritano 
thinks his officers need more fire- 
power to deal with today’s “bad 
guys,”’ and he hopes that private 
donations will raise the $20,0u0 
needed to equip Winchester’s police 
force with semi-automatic weapons 
lo replace their current revolvers. 

“T realize the town can‘l afford to 
do it right now,” said Perritano. 
However, through privale dona- 
tions, Perritano is hoping to raise 
the funds needed to purchase new 
weapons and train officers. To start 
off the fund, the police department 
received a $1,000 donation from the 
Christopher Columbus Club, and 
Perritano is hoping other groups and 
organizations wil! donate to the 
project. 

Perritano said he wants his offic- 
ers lo carry semi-automalic wea- 
pons rather than the six-shot 
revolvers they presently carry. ‘he 
semi-automatics provide more fire 
power, he said. Both the semi- 
aulomalic weapons and revolvers 
fire each time an officer pulls the 
trigger. However, the type of wea- 
pon Perritano has in mind is a ¢lip- 
fed weapon, which carries 15 rounds 
of ammunition. Officers carry a 
spare loaded clip, and can replace 
their ammunition in one step. rather 
than bullet by bullet as in the 
revolver. 

“As far as I'm concerned, is for 


the safety of the people and the 
officers themselves,” he said in 
reference to his decision to upgrade 
the department's weapons. 

“Us nol a popular subject. | real- 
ize {hat,”’ he said of guns and the 
need for his officers (o carry them. 
“It's more of a necessary evil than 
anything. 

Perritano said in today’s society, 
police departments are facing 
“more and more crimes with more 
weapons being used ... more sophis- 
ticated weapons,”’ 

“Hopefully an officer will never 
have lo use his gun,” he said. “In the 
evenl they do, | want to give them a 
fair chance on the street.” 

While Perritano is anxious for his 
officers to have upgraded equip- 
ment, he said training is extremely 
important. Each officer will be 
required to train far a minimum of 
24 hours, he noted. 

Perritano said he plans to send 
three or four members of the depart- 
ment lo a week-long training prog- 
ram. "They will come back and 
instruct the officers individually,” 
he added. “As much as possible, 
we'd like to utilize our own people. 
It's more cost effective.” 

berritano cited two examples of 
bank robberies in recent years 
where Winchester police were 
required to use their weapons. 

In one, Perritano said shols were 
exchanged. “And if was the bad 
Buys that had the automatic wea- 
pons,” he added) In the second, a 


sawed-off shotgun was used. ‘Our 
weapons are no match for those type 
of weapons,” he said. 

Perritano said many communities 
like Winchester are looking at 
upgrading weapons as well, such as 
Reading and Stoneham. 

The cost of the project, $20,000, is 
based on 40 police officers, and 
includes semi-automatic pistols, hol- 
sters, clips. holders, and “most 
importantly, training,” said 
Perritang.

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WTA donates water project to town

Water conservation is on every- 
one's mind tately and the Winches- 
{er Tennis Association is getting into 
the act, too. 


Don Ellis, a Winchester resident. 


and member of the Winchester Ten- 
nis Association (WTA), recently 
launched a program to use water 
from Wedge Pond to water the clay 
surface of the Packer Tennis Courts 
on Palmer Street — instead of using 
costly water from the Massa- 
chusetts Water and Resources 
Authority (MWRA)., 

Since the courts are made of clay, 
water is essential to their playing 
condition, according to WTA mem- 
ber and spokesman Andy Oxenhorn. 

Without twice-daily watering, the 
topping of the clay courts will dry up 
and blow away with the wind, which 
leaves an uneven playing surface, 
says Oxenhorn. Also, replacement of 
these top materials is costly and 
time-consuming. 

To prevent this natural drying 
and, in turn, lo conserve natural 
resources, WTA members and resi- 
dents joined together to get a waler 
pump project off the ground. 

Because of water restrictions and 
bans during the spring and summer, 
Ellis was well aware the shortage 
could be particurlary damaging to 
the courts. 

Under the guidance of Ellis, a plan 
to gain approval from the town lo 
use the Wedge Pond water was sub- 
mitted. The WTA first discussed the

proposal with the Department of 
Environmental Quality and Engi- 
neering (DEQE) and then asked the 
Winchester Board of Selectmen for 
approval. This process was success- 
ful and design of the pumping sys- 
tem started. 

Winchester residents Gordon 
Nicholson and Gordon Grant drew 
up the plans and supplied informa- 
tion on materials and prices. And 
WTA Secretary Jim McGeehan and 
Ellis put the whole plan into motion. 

With the help of the Department of 
Public Works (DPW) trenches were 
built to lay the pipe and the town 
electrician hooked up the electrical 
components. Volunteers from the 
WTA completed the rest of the work, 
including laying the pipe and tevel- 
ing out and extending the trenches. 

The system is currently operated 
manually with a series of sprinkler 
heads positioned around the courts 
that trigger the pump into action. 

And on July 27 the pumping sys- 
tem was used for the first time. 
Oxenhorn says the savings to the 
town in water conservation and 
actual cost savings is inestimable. 
The final cost of the project, all 
materials included, was $2,500, 
which was money donated by the 
WTA. 

Although it's difficult to accurate- 
ly assess the savings in dollars and 
cents to the town, Oxenhorn esli- 
mates that hundreds of dollars will 
be skimmed off the town's water Dill 
each year, thanks to the WTA water 
project.

Historic Lyceum Hall’s renovation

In the cenler of Winchester’s 
downtown National Register Histori- 
cal District stunds a witness to a 
large part of Winchester’s history. 
Like the lown itself, it is much 
changed from ils beginning. Though 
no longer of the grandeur and digni- 
fied standing of former years, 
through recent work and care it has 
reappeared as a structure of note in 
the community — standing now, 
among other things, as testimony to 
historic restoration. 

The most cursory glance at any 
historic photo of Lyceum Hall raises 
the question whether the recent 
renovalion of the building may be 
termed a restoralion. The missing 
upper stories are still missing. The 
latest renovalion was, in faet, not a 
complete restoralion but rather a 
lacade restoralion. Even so limited, 
the transformalion of Lyceum Hall 
is still remarkable. 

“When the opportunily arises to 
work on a building in the town cen- 
ter." says architect Alan Schoeneg- 
ge who handled the project, “il is 
very important that we de our best 
to knil if back into the fabric of the 
town.” 

Schoenegge had several optiens to 
consider in renovating the facade of 
Lyceum. The origina] building, built 
in 1851 by Summer Richardson, was 
construcled in the Gothic Revival 
style with pvinted arched windows, 
leaded glass, and ornate verge 
boards and finials. About the turn of 
the century, because of fire damage, 
the exterior was restyled. The Goth 
ic decorations and arches were 
remoyed. the facade was covered in 
shingles. An addilion was built on 
the Shore Road elevation. Thus 


altered, it remained an impressive 
building. 

The third extensive change, how- 
ever, occuring afler a catastrophic 
lire in 1950, destroyed any preten- 
lions to eminence the building onee 
had. Lyceum was leveled off above 
the second floor, the facade covered 
wilh stucco, and. with other altera- 


tions, the building hardly resembled 
ils former self in any regard. Once 
imposing, the structure becaine 
unsightly. 

In the Spring, of 1987 the present 
owners approached Schoenegge to 
handle a renovation project. 
Scheoncegge welcomed the project, 
despite the decision not to rebuild

of tts historical significance — lee- 
tures. lown meetings, entertain- 
ments, church services, temperance 
gulherings, and mectings of an 
array of civie and social groups. 

From other perspectives, howev- 
er, reasons for not undertaking a 
complete restoration are under- 
standable. ‘The income from a build- 
ing such as Lyceum cannol, of itself, 
support historic renovation, (And if 
any lesson has been learned from 
Town Uall, iis that renovation is a 
very expensive undertaking.) Fortu- 
nutely, however, when repair 
became necessary, (he owners 
opted, like the architect, for as much 
restoration as possible. “In keeping 
with the historical signiticance of 
the building,” says co-owner Henry 
Quill, ‘we thought historical renova- 
tion was very important.” 

Schoenegge drew his inspiration 
for the project from the old shingle 
building, remnants of which he could 
still see in the back. He studied 
arehival photographs of the building 
and examined the existing 
structure. 

The (wo shop doorways on the 
addition were the only original store 
fronts on the building. Schoenegge 
rebuilt the rotted stock on these two 
storefronts and took the motif of 
wood and glass windows alternating 
with brick piers around the building, 
removing aluminum and stainless 
steel around the windows and the 
aluminum fronts covering two of the 
brick pics. The slucco was removed 
from the knee walls and beaded 
sheathing reslored. The windows 
were transformed into transom win- 
dows (without air conditioners), 
and, above the windows, sings in 
keeping with the period, on a dark 
background with goldleafed V-cul 
lettering, were installed. 

On the second storey, the stucco 
was removed and the old shingles 
replaced with new while cedar shin- 
gles. The flair below the second- 
storey windows was restored. Orna- 
mental head trim was restored to 
the windows. An ornamental cor- 
nice, like that which originally ran 
above the third storey, was installed 
to crown the building. Finials, also 
part of the original building, were 
used to make up the difference in 
elevation belween Lyceum and its 
neighbors, 


Looking al photographs of the 19th 
century building, one may still 
regret that the upper storeys, the 
gable roof, the triangular and oval 
windows of the upper sloreys are 
still gone. Yet those responsible for 
the renovalion (the owners, 
Schoenegge, and Jonathan Kruger 
to whom Schvenegge credits the 
detailing) must be commended for 
the present restoration. The result is 
a rather handsome, harmoniously

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composed exterior, with attractive 
historical details. 

Some other building renovalians 
in Lown have lacked the historical 
perspective and have, consequently, 
lacked the success af Lyceum, Other 
projects may be undertaken in the 
future and, hopefully, will consider 
the fabric of the lawn, Across. the 
street, lor example, the Brown and 
Stanton Building, which houses 
Schoenergze’s own office. awaits 
renovation, Also important to the 


town's social and cultural as well as 
architectural history, it has also suf- 
fered from changes imposed upon its 
exterior. Wilh eare similar to thal 
given Lyceum, it may be restored to 
renewed dignily. 

Appearanees do matter. The 
appearanee of the Lyceum Building 
should stand as an example of the 
difference made hy accompanying 
renovation with an historical 
perspective.

$412,008 — $87,000 from residential 
permits, $325,000 from commercial. 

Residents currently pay $20 per 
year for a transfer station sticker. 
Commercial haulers presently pay 
$90 per ton each for commercial 
refuse, brush and limbs, mixed, and 
white metal: $30 per ton for com- 
post; and $35 per ton for 
commercial/residentia] trash. 

Option A would result in full cost 
recovery of all transfer station costs 
— $1,187 million. Through this 
oplion, all commercial haulers 
would be charged $100 per ton. Resi- 
dential stickers would increase from 
$20 to $88 for the first vehicle in a 
household; the second vehicle stick- 
er would remain $5. Commercial 
hauler permit fees would not 
change. 

Under Option B, residential stick- 
ers would increase from $20 to $65 
for the first automobile. The second 
slicker would remain at $5, and the 
commercial hauler fee would not 
change. This option would raise a 
tota] of $715,000. 

The cost of stickers for residents 
does not change under Option C. All 
commercial haulers will be charged 
$100 per ton, but the fee for permits 
does not change. Option C raises 
$746,168 for the transfer station. 

Under Option D, commercial haul- 
ers are charged $90 per ton for all 
refuse except brush and building 
debris.

This option assumes that commer- 
cial hauler tonnage remains con- 
stant, and that brush and building 
debris is virtually eliminated. Resi- 
dential] stickers would increase from 
$20 to $40. This oplion raises $736,603 
for the operation of the facility. 

Resident Michael Saraco said he 
was troubled that selectmen were 
referring to the increased fees as 
“user fees.” 

“T don’t look al this as a user fee. I 
look at this as another form of taxa- 
tion because I have no choice,” he 
said. “Every single resident, 
regardless of their age, must use the 
transfer station.’ Saraco said he 
believes user fees refer to those 
services a person choses to take 
advantage of, such as the charge to 
use Leonard Beach Jast summer. 

Saraco, who was an active spokes- 
man for the Winchester Taxpayers’ 
Association during its campaign 
against an override of Proposition 
21, said areas other than the trans- 
fer station should be considered to 
raise revenues. He cited the Aberjo- 
na parking lot near the train station 
as one example where the Lown is 
losing money because the parking 
meter does not work. 

Resident and Chairman of the 
Alliance for Winchester’s Future 
Lawrence Smith said, ‘‘] do not think 
it is inappropriate to raise fees to 
deal with this difficult fiscal situa- 
tion.” However, he also agreed that 
it is a “regressive solution, because 
it does require the parlicipation of 
all households,’' and does not take 
into accounl the ability to pay. 

He suggested the town look into 
how relief could be granted to those 
who cannot afford to pay. 

“I guess I’m just getting hit with 
increases a little bit and I'm getting 
a little aggravated,” said resident 
Guy Miranda. Miranda noted that 
with recent increases in both proper-

bills, increased fees at the transfer 
station are troublesome. Miranda 
said he is willing to pay an increased 
fee if other areas are addressed as 
well, such as eliminating “free” 
parking at the Aberjona lot, where 
the parking meter is presently 
broken.

ease shortfall 


Residents, haulers face hike in 
fees at town’s transfer station

A decision by selectmen to raise 
fees at the transfer station is just one 
slep toward addressing the lown's 
$775,000 shortfall, 

In a 3-1 vote Monday night, select- 
men voted to raise residential per- 
mits from $20 to $50 per year, and 
commercial hauler permits from $10 
to $150 per year. 

Selectman Robert Deering voted 
against the motion. Selectman Wil- 
liam O'Leary was not present. The 
fee hike will raise an additional 

.1314, 000 in revenue for the town. 

“This is not an easy process,” said 
selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt. Schmitt said the board gen- 
‘rally agreed commercial haulers 
‘are presently “carrying more than 

‘their fair share’’ of the transfer 
station financial burden. 


Deering. who has heen against the 
fee hike all along, called the mea- 
sure ‘‘regressive.”’ 

“tt has nothing to do with usage,"” 
he added. Deering said he favored 
using funds from’ the stabilization 
fund, anticipated funds from the sale 
of the Woburn Loop and $80,000 in 
reversions from the Town Hall reno- 
vation project to make up the 
$775,000 shortfall. 

“That way we're using available 
funds and aren't sacrificing any cap- 
ital projects,” said Deering. 
Winchester's shortfall 

Winchester was hit with a $775,000 
revenue shortfall when word came 
from Gov. Michael Dukakis that 
cities and towns would not receive as 
much local aid as had been original- 
ly anticipated. In addition lo local 
aid cuts, fewer reversions and less

Board gears up 
for money talks

A majority of selectmen have 
recommended Town Meeting 
approve budget cuts, fee hikes and 
the use of available funds to make up 
for the town’s currenl fiscal 
problems. 

Winchester was hit with a $775,000 
shortfall early this summer when 
Governor Michael Dukakis slapped 
cities and towns with severe local 
aid reductions. Throughout the sum- 
mer, selectmen have met with other 
town officials to develop a solution to 
the problem. 

Faced with mounting budgetary 
problems and the need for quick 
action to solve them, selectmen vot- 
ed in August to call a Special Town 
Meeting on Sept. 18. This particular 
date was set in order to allow time to 
establish the tax rate and issue tax 
bills. A delay in tax bills could result 
in a cash flow problem for the town, 
according to Comptroller Joseph 
Bonner. 


At their Monday night meeting, 
selectmen voted 3-1 on a proposal to 
be made to Town Meeting. Select- 
man Robert Deering voted against. 
Selectman William O’Leary was 
absent. 

Selectmen Thomas Schmitt, 
Judith Muggia and Steve Powers 
voted in favor of a proposal to use 
the $80,000 {o be transferred from 
the Town Hall Building account; 
$40,000 in municipal reductions; 
$60,000 in educational reductions; 
$400,000 from the stabilization fund 
earmarked for capital projects; and 
$195,000 in transfer station fees, fora 
total of $775,000. (See related story 
on education cuts, page 3A.) 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said the municipal reduc- 
tions include cuts to the highway 
department budget for sidewalk 
repair work, reversions from gener- 
al liability insurance that would 
have come back to the town al the 
end of fiscal year 1990, reduction of

Rev. Davis remembers the times of joy 
as he heads to new parish in Attleboro

For Reverend Walter Davis, being 
pastor of the First Congregational 
Church in Winchester over the past 
18 years has been like climbing a 
mountain. 

“At times it’s been hard to get a 
foothold, or even a finger or toehold, 
on the escarpment,” says the 
59-year-old Davis. Other times, 
Davis says, he has felt as though he 
was walking along a thin ridge, 
(trying to keep the fine balance 
between two sides. 

But the best of times, says Davis, 
was when he felt like he'd reached a 
sleadying point — a plateau — from 
which the view is just beautiful. 

Senior pastor for almost two 
decades, Davis has seen many hills 
and valleys during his ministry. 
When he first took the position as 
spiritual leader in 1971, the congre- 
gation admittedly was experiencing 
a rift within its membership. 

“We needed to find a way as a 
congregation of respecting each 
other's differences while moving 
ahead in certain areas,”’ said Davis, 
“We needed to update the way we 
related to the gospel to the world.” 

And Davis said the congregation 
found a way to ease that tension and 
encourage communication and 
direction, ‘‘a way to bring us 
together.” The result of which has 
been a continuing community 
involvement and “energy” within 
Davis’ congregation. 

But now, Davis says he feels he 
has reached the point where it is 
time to move on and next week he 
will become the new pastor of a 
church in Attleboro. Married to his 
second wife Barbara since 1982, the 
Davises felt they both needed a 
change. 

“The time had come to start off in 
a parish where we would both be 
‘new',”' said Davis. 

Davis said he felt too, that cach 
congregation needs a periodic 


designed to help supplement the 
sports department budgel through 
fundraising activities and the estab- 
lishment of an endowment fund.

But as he looks back on his time in 
Winchester, Davis can’t help but 
smile. ‘‘Climbing the mountain in 
Winchester has been filled with 
times of joy and pain alike ... the 
times of joy, those are the times to 
remember,” says Davis. 

Davis’ choice to become a 
reverend was not made withoul 
great deliberation. Ministry was ina 
tight race with medicine and law as 
choices for his career when Davis 
was in high school. Before his enroll- 
ment as a freshman at Cornell Uni- 
versity, Davis opted to study theolo- 
gy, a choice he has not regretted 
since. 

After he completed his undergra- 
duate degree, Davis moved on to 
graduate school at Yale University. 
“Apprentice” posts at congrcga- 
tions in New Jersey and California 
led to his accepting a senior post in 
Winchester. 

“] had a strong bidding to be a 
part of God’s work,” said Davis. An 
“exciting and faithful pastor” of his 
youth in Washington D.C. was also 
instrumental] in helping Davis chose 
the path of religion as a career. 

And it just so happens the daught- 
er of that pastor is his wife Barbara. 
She had six children from a prior 
marriage, and Davis had two child- 
ren by a former marriage, which 
made for a full household. 

Although Davis says the timing is 
right for his move, he admils il is 
hard to leave old friends. “We've 
shared a lot of living — friend to 
friend and pastor to parishoner,” 
says Davis of his congregation. He 
says he's seen members of the youth 
group move on inte marriage and 
starting families. 

“It's a good time to go, but it’s 
hard lo leave," says Davis. 

Communily programs are Davis’ 
strong point, and he lights up when

With soil, waler and vapor testing 
completed, North End Task Foree 
members, the Board of Health and 
Charles Ferrari are now holding 
their breath awaiting the final word 
as Lo the safety of the area. 

Additional lesting began in June 
on the Rock Avenue sile, a properly 
which is owned by Charles Ferrari. 
During the Jast decade neighbors 
have alleged there is hazardous 
wasle buried beneath the surface of 
the soil thal could prove dangerous 
to their health. 

However, during the past three 
years, Ferrari bas commissioned 
the consulting firm Hidell-Eyster 
‘Technical Services lo investigate the 
landfill, But neighbors have stead- 
fastly shook their heads al these 
“not dangerous” findings. 

In response to the steady public 
oulery, the Board of Health hired an 
independent consultant this spring 
to negotiate additional testing wilh 
Ferrari's consultant. 

The scope ol this summer's lesting 
was ullimately agreed upon by Dr. 
Sami Fam, the lown's independent 
consullant from BA) Engineering 
Science and Technology, and chem- 
ist John Hobell of Hidell-leyster. 

The last Jeg of the testing on the 
Kock Avenue sile was performed 
Sept. 5 by Clean Harbors, a company 
under contract by Hidell-Eyster. 

In a now controversial snafa, 
Health Director Joseph Tabbi failed 
to notify the neighbors of (his last 
testing date. ‘the North End ‘Task 
Force officially lodged a complaint 
with the Board of Health on Monday, 
registering their ‘strong objection 
al the failure of the Board to live up 
to its agreed upon notification 
procedures.” 

When inlerviewed last week, Tab 
bi frankly admitted the error in 
notification was his own. He also 
noted however that during the one- 
day (esting a representative from 
the town’s consultant fism was on- 
sile. 

Although the lesting project is run 


ning very close to schedule, lhe task 
force is nol pleased. 

Says neighbor John Morgan, ‘It 
seems it’s a series of little mis- 
takes.”” Morgan says the boring of 
holes to gain soi] samples began a 
week earlier than seheduled and a 
specific boring near the MaeConkey 
barn was 12 fect off the mark. 

And as far as the Board of Health's 
involvement, neighbors are nol 
pleased. 

“They've drawn up a game plan 
and are following it,” said Morgan in 
a recent interview, “but I’m not 
happy with the Winchester Board of 
Health at all." 

Resident Peggy Schleicher 
agrees, citing the Board of Health's 
“foot-dragging’ and “reactionary” 
actions instead of “a take-charge 
attitude.” 

“Nothing has gone according to 
schedule,” says Schleicher, “the 
results so Jar have been late.”

School budget to be 
reduced by $60,000

Asked by town officials to reduce 
the school department budget by 
$60,000, Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Charles Mitsakos did just that. 
The new budget. which now totals 
$15,463,751, was presented to the 
School Cammiltee minus $60,000 for 
materials and supplies or the “other 
expenses” category. 

The Board of Seleclmen see a 
solution to the current fiseal prob- 
lem through hiked fees at the trans- 
fer station, funds transterred from 
the Town Thal Building aecount, 
funds from (he stabilization account 
earmarked for capital projeets and 
culs totalling $100,000 from the 
schoo! department and other munic- 
ipal departinents combined, Howev- 
er, this recommendation must be 
approved by ‘Town Mecting. (See 
related story page 1A}. 

The mid-summer’s nightmare of 
local aid reductions imposed by Gov- 
ernor Dukakis left Winchester with a 
$775,000 shortfall in revenue. As tax 
bill lime approaches, town officials 
have scrambled for financial solu- 
tions to recommend to a Special 
‘Town Meeting called for Sept. 18 

Al the Sept. 12 School Committee 


meeting, Mitsakos reiterated discus- 
sion that took place at a previous 
meeting, thal the binding contractu- 
al agreements entered into by the 
school department with each school 
year restrict cuts from any category 
other than "other expenses."' 

“This is the one place of flexibili- 
ly," said Mitsakos, He also noled 
that, the school department had 
“held back (spending from this 
account) in anticipation (of the 
shortfall.” 

Said School Commitlee Chairman 
Edward O'Connell, ‘What has been 
proposed from the Board of Seleet- 
men's lable ($60,000 cut in the schoo} 
department budget) is very fair. 

“We've been painted into this par- 
ticular corner by the state," added 
O'Connell. 

After Town Meeling has voted on 
the reduced budget, the Schoo! Com- 
mittee will be able to vote again on 
the ratified version of the school 
budget. Tawn Meeting sets a figure 
for the School Committee to spend. 
However, it is the School Committee 
that decides how that money is 
spent. 

The committee's recommenda- 
tions will be the topic of further 
discussion al the Special Town Meel- 
ing Sept. 18.

money generated from investments 
for the town alse contribuled to the 
town’s shortfall. 

The feces implemented by select- 
men go inlo effect Jan. 1, 1990. 
According lo the board's vote, all 
permil holders will be informed of 
an abatement system to provide an 
option for those who cannol afford 
the inereased fee. Seleclmen also 
asked thal the Town Manager pre- 
pare a proposal for a fee-based sys- 
tem at the transfer station to be 
presented to selectmen no later than 
May 1, 199). Selectmen indicated 
they would consider and vote on 
such a proposal by July 1, 1990. Any 
rales set by July 1, 1990 would be 
elfective Jan. 1, 1991. 

Through a fee-based system, resi- 
dents would pay for the amount of 
trash they dumped rather than a set 
fee. In this way, a family of two 
would not be paying as much as a 
family of six sinee a family of six 
penerates more trash. 

In addilion to the increase in per- 
mit fees, dum ping of building debris, 
brush and limbs, mixed debris and 
metals will now cost haulers $150 per 
ton, as opposed to the current $90 per 
ton charge. Seleclmen indicated the

fee hike for these materials is in an 
effort to discourage haulers from 
bringing them io Winchester. 
Instead, the board hopes haulers will 
bring such debris to the Cambridge 
facility, where it costs $110 per ton to 
dump. 

Fees for compost ($30 per ton) and 
commercial and residential trash 
($35 per ton) will remain the same. 
Enforcement 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said enforcement at the 
transfer station will be increased so 
that people without permits will not 
be allowed to use the facility. Many 
of the residents and commercial 
haulers al Jast week's public hearing 
on transfer station fees voiced con- 
cern about out-of-town people using 
Winchester’s transfer stalion to 
dump Lheir trash. 


The new permits will be sold al the 
transfer slation starting Dec. 1, and 
all residents will be mailed applica- 
tion forms. Stickers will be affixed to 
vehicles when the permits are 
bough! to further assist in enforce- 
ment. "We will not allow the current 
process of not requiring (permit hol- 
ders) to affix the stickers to their 
car,” said Maurer. “There will be 
more rigid enforcement.”

Resident's plea 

Prior to the board’s vote, resident 
Michael Saraco, vice-chairman of 
the Winchester Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion, urged selectmen not to raise 
ihe fees. 

Saraco said he had received a 
number of calls from residents who 
were upset aboul the potential fee 
increase. Saraco said raising fees 
such as those al the transfer stalion 
would make Winchester unafford- 
able for some residents. ‘Is that 
what this board wants?” asked 
Saraco. 

“T'm telling you, it’s a furm of tax, 
not a user fee,” said Saraco. 

“While you may hear from people 
who don't want a $30 additional 
transfer fee, | hear from people who 
don’t want additional (budget) 
cuts,"’ said Schmitt. 

Chairman of the Alliance for 
Winchester’s Future Lawrence 
Smith urged selectmen to imple- 
ment the fees only as an emergency 
measure. ‘'These are difficult limes. 
This. is a unique situation we're fac- 
ing,” he said. 


“I agree this is nol an easy solu- 
fion,”’ said Smith, “Bul [ would sin- 
cerely urge you tosel forward a real 
limitation (on the amount of time 


these fees will be in affect), he 
added. 
No choice 

“At this point, I don't think we 
have any other solution,” said 
Selectman Steve Powers, ‘“‘Maybe 
this is something thal should have 
been looked at several years ago.” 
Powers also said if fees were not 
raised and Winchester eventually 
did away with the transfer station, 
the town could bring in a trash 
removal service such as Brown and 
Ferris Industries (BF). 

liowever, he added, “Once BFI 
has a hold of the Town of Winches- 
ter, it can raise the rates at any lime 
and we have no say." 

Selectman Judith Muggia said she 
was in favor of a long-range policy. 

“I'm interested in seeing this sel 
of decisions being the first step tow- 
ard seeing the whole transfer station 
on an enterprise system,’’ said Mug- 
gia. Through an enterprise system, 
fees charged would cover the total 
cost of operating the facility. Mug- 
gia also suggested the town could 
institute a credit system for 
recyclers. 

“While the solution we've come to 
may nol look good, we're in two 
places: between a rock and a hard 
place,”’ she added.

We are writing you and all citizens 
of Winchester because of the special, 
town-wide recycling effort which 
began this past spring with a Town 
Meeting warrant article declaring 
1989-90 as a year “Winchester Recy- 
cles”. Some of you may have visited 
the recycling booth on Town Day 
and learned more about recycling or 
have children who participated in 
the Town Day bicycle, tricycle, bug- 
gy parade which had recycling as its 
theme. Others of you are probably 
members of oganizations who will 
bring recycling programs before the 
town. 

The goals of such a designation as 
“Winchester Recycles’ are two- 
fold: educational and financial. 
First, throughout the year, many 
organizations in town will present 
informational programs concerning 
the recycling of waste products. 
Contact Lisa Cronan of the Winches- 
ter League of Women Voters if your 
organization would like to join this 
program (729-1006). Recycling can 
and should be a lifelong habit. These 
organizations will be encouraging 
all of us to begin, continue and 
expand our recycling efforts. 

Recycling benefits our environ- 
ment by reducing demand for new 
raw materials. It can also benefit 
our budgets by reduction of disposal 
costs. The second goal of ‘‘Winches- 
ter Recycles”’ is a financial one. We 
want to see Winchester spend less 
money trucking our waste to 
NESWC to be incinerated. Every ton 
of material not taken for incinera- 
tion saves spending $67. Recycling 
our newspapers, magazines, junk 
mail (no envelopes with cellophane, 
please), office paper, computer pap- 
er, paperback books, glass, metal, 
clothing and yard waste, by placing 
these items in the appropriate bins 
at the Winchesler Recycling and 
Disposal Facility effects a reduction 
in our town's budget for waste 
disposal. 

The Waste Study Committee urges 
all town citizens, businesses, com- 
mercial waste haulers, churches, 
medical facilities, and town depart- 
ments to place recycling high on 
your agendas. Doing so will leave 
more dollars in our town's budget 
for other purposes. The Waste Study 


Committee hopes the town can real- 
ize a reduction of $100,000 in our 
disposal budget this year because of 
recycling. For the months January 
through July 1989 (for recycling of 
glass and paper) we have avoided 
spending $35,000 (That’s 523 tons not 
trucked to NESWC). For more infor- 
mation on recycling opportunities, 
stay alert during this League of 
Women Voters in cooperation with 
local businesses has published a 
booklet entitled “Winchester Recy- 
cles! A Citizen's Guide to Recy- 
cling.’ Copies are available at the 
Board of Health, Henderson’s and 
Davis Fine Foods. Together our 
town can recycle much of our waste.

Resident responds 
to Star letter 


TO THE EDITOR: 

I am writing to respond to a letter 
by Betsy Abbott-Krist] (The Star, 
Aug, 31) criticizing my comments on 
abortion, published in the letters 
section of The Star on Aug. 24. The 
unintended irony in Ms. Abbott- 
Kristl’s piece is not easy to miss. In 
the same letter in which she 
denounces others who “‘distert and 
misrepresent the facts,” Ms. Abbott- 
Kristi is twice guilty of the most 
glaring of inaccuracies. She objects 
to my presentation of facts, col- 
lected and published by the Mass. 
Department of Health, on the num- 
ber of prior abortions had by those 
obtaining an abortion in Brookline in 
1987. The facts, as I stated, are 
these: 6.1 percent had already had 
three abortions ar more, 10.6 percent 
had already had two abortions, 28.3 
percent had already had one abor- 
tion. That these numbers do not 
overlap or intersect, I thought was 
clear when I noted that 45 percent of 
those obtaining an abortion had been 
there before. 

Ms. Abbott-Krist!’s point, I 
believe, is that I only show the 
negative side, the number who have 
already had an abortion. She goes on 
to show the positive side, those 
obtaining an abortion who have nev- 
er had an abortion before. Her argu- 
ment is puzzling: if abortion is the 
morally neutral surgical procedure 
that ‘“‘pro-choicers" claim, one 
should experience no shame in hav- 
ing had any number of abortions nor 
take any pride in never having had 
one at all. 

This aside, the drubbing math 
takes in this inslance is something 
rare to be seen. In trying to show the 
positive side of the picture, Ms. 
Abbott-Krist] subtracts the Depart- 
ment of Health’s figures from a total 
of one hundred and claims that ‘‘77.7 
percent of women obtaining abor- 
tions in Brookline in 1987 had never 
had an abortion before."’ How Ms. 
Abbott-Krist! subtracted 45 from 100 
and came up with 77.7 is something I 
can’t explain. Even if she only sub- 
tracted the number of those who had 
just had 1 prior abortion (28.3 per- 
cent) she couldn't have come up 
with this figure. As ‘‘distortion” and 
“misrepresentation’ usually cover 
themselves in subtlety, 1 assume we 
can chalk up Ms. Abbolt-Kristl's 
effors to terrible math and not to 
type of deliberate ‘‘distortion’’ she’s 
trying to alert us to. 

Ms. Abbott—Kristi further says 
that ] ‘should have emphasized that 
these figures represent the city of 
Brookline only.’’ Prior to quoting the 
Brookline statistics 1 did mention 
the national figure for repeat abor- 
tions which is 43 percent, consistent 
with the Brookline figure of 45 per- 


cent. I should point out that it is not 
easy to discuss abortion in Massa- 
chusetts and ignore the town of 
Brookline. Brookline if Massa- 
chusetts’ abortion capital, The num- 
ber of children put to death each 
year by abortion in that town (20,234 
in 1987; 21,005 in 1988) is equal to the 
number of residents living in 
Winchester (20,763 in the 1985 cen- 
sus). The routine manner in which 
human life is snuffed out in its ear- 
liest stages there is, I think, appall- 
ing to anyone of average sensibility. 
Finally, Ms. Abbott-Krist] points 
out that one dees not go about 
“attaining” an abortion, which is 
what The Star had me saying; one 
“obtains’’ an abortion. She is cor- 
rect. However, this was a typogra- 
phical error on The Star’s part; my 
letter to The Star used the word 
“obtaining”. As | am certain that 
The Star’s staff was busily working 
under dealine pressure, and as the 
meaning was clear from the context, 
I saw no reason to complain.

adjusted wages of our firemen. Yes, 
the police need more fire power, but, 
putting the priorities in proper 
order, it can wait. As well as the 
expenditure of funds to train the 
policemen in the use of the addition- 
al fire power. Funds which could be, 
for instance, used to pay for part of 
the cost of the transfer station. 

Am I totally wrong? Too naive? 
Too simplistic? Out of touch with 
reality?

At the same time, our Board of 
Selectmen “caused a bandstand to 
be built on the Common, at the 
expense of $182.11, as incentive to 
seek pleasant and wholesome 
amusement at home.” 

By 1910, community pride ulli- 
mately had seen the Common deve- 
loped into a beautiful public garden 
with an elaborate fountain (the 
bandstand has since burned down), 
well-clipped lawns, trees interp- 
flanted between colorful flowerbeds 
— and the huge Lown flagpole. 

Community pride seems to have 
reserved itself since 1910 — and it 
was a jarring note to find all trash 
barrels filled and overflowing onto 
the ground on Labor Day. 

The Common itself, although well 
groomed and green, could use some 
work. There is no central point of 
interest anymore — and judicious 
new plantings of trees and some 
simple beds of color could add so 
much to this basically unloved 
place. 

In 1884, when town appropriations 
for the Common ran short, private 
subscription raised enough to com- 
plete the work of the Committee On 
The Common for that year. 

As Winchester Common was 
meant to gather us in as a communi- 
ty, it would seem appropriate now, 
with all the horticultural skill, the 
architectural talent and civic zeal 
existing here in town, that we 
ourselves might personally give of 
time, talent, labor or funds to help 
restore this lovely civic asset.

TO THE EDITOR: 

We are writing you and all citizens 
of Winchester because of the special, 
town-wide recycling effort which 
began this past spring with a Town 
Meeting warrant article declaring 
1989-90 as a year ‘‘Winchester Recy- 
cles”. Some of you may have visited 
the recycling booth on Town Day 
and learned more about recycling or 
have children who participated in 
the Town Day bicycle, tricycle, bug- 
gy parade which had recycling as its 
theme. Others of you are probably 
members of oganizations who will 
bring recycling programs before the 
town. 

The goals of such a designation as 
“Winchester Recycles’ are two- 
fold: educational and financial. 
First, throughout the year, many 
organizations in town will present 
informational programs concerning 
the recycling of waste products. 
Contact Lisa Cronan of the Winches- 
ter League of Women Voters if your 
organization would like to join this 
program (729-1006). Recycling can 
and should be a lifelong habit. These 
organizations will be encouraging 
all of us to begin, continue and 
expand our recycling efforts. 

Recycling benefits our environ- 
ment by reducing demand for new 
raw materials. It can also benefit 
our budgets by reduction of disposal 
costs. The second goal of ‘‘Winches- 
ter Recycles’ is a financial one. We 
want to see Winchester spend less 
money trucking our waste to 
NESWC to be incinerated. Every ton 
of materia] not taken for incinera- 
tion saves spending $67. Recycling 
our newspapers, magazines, junk 
mail (no envelopes with cellophane, 
please), office paper, compuler pap- 
er, paperback books, glass, metal, 
clothing and yard waste, by placing 
these items in the appropriate bins 
at the Winchester Recycling and 
Disposal Facility effects a reduction 
in our town’s budget for waste 
disposal. 

The Waste Study Committee urges 
all town citizens, businesses, com- 
mercial waste haulers, churches, 
medical facilities, and town depart- 
ments to place recycling high on 
your agendas. Doing so will leave 
more dollars in our town's budget 
for other purposes. The Waste Study 


Committee hopes the town can real- 
ize a reduction of $100,000 in our 
disposal budget this year because of 
recycling. For the months January 
through July 1989 (for recycling of 
glass and paper) we have avoided 
spending $35,000 (That’s 523 tons not 
trucked to NESWC). For more infor- 
mation on recycling opportunities, 
stay alert during this League of 
Women Voters in cooperation with 
local businesses has published a 
booklet entitled ‘‘Winchester Recy- 
cles! A Citizen’s Guide to Recy- 
cling.” Copies are available at the 
Board of Health, Henderson's and 
Davis Fine Foods. Together our 
town can recycle much of our waste.

to Star letter 


TO THE EDITOR: 

I am writing to respond to a letter 
by Betsy Abbott-Kristl (The Star, 
Aug. 31) criticizing my comments on 
abortion, published in the letters 
section of The Star on Aug. 24. The 
unintended irany in Ms. Abbott- 
Kristl's piece is not easy to miss. In 
the same letter in which she 
denounces others who ‘“‘distort and 
misrepresent the facts,” Ms. Abbott- 
Kristl is twice guilty of the most 
glaring of inaccuracies. She objects 
to my presentation of facts, col- 
lected and published by the Mass. 

cpartment of Healih, on the num- 
ber of prior abortions had by those 
obtaining an abortion in Brookline in 
1987. The facts, as I stated, are 
these: 6.1 percent had already had 
three abortions or more, 10.6 percent 
had already had two abortions, 28.3 
percent had already had one abor- 
tion. That these numbers do not 
overlap or intersect, 1 thought was 
clear when I noted that 45 percent of 
those obtaining an abortion had been 
there before. 

Ms. Abbott-Kristl’s point, I 
believe, is that I only show the 
negative side, the number who have 
already had an abortion. She goes on 
to show the positive side, those 
obtaining an abortion who have nev- 
er had an abortion before. Her argu- 
ment is puzzling: if abortion is the 
morally neutral surgica) procedure 
that ‘“‘pro-choicers” claim, one 
should experience no shame in hav- 
ing had any number of abortions nor 
take any pride in never having had 
one at all. 

This aside, the drubbing math 
takes in this instance is something 
rare to be seen. In trying to show the 
positive side of the picture, Ms. 
Abbott-Kristl subtracts the Depart- 
ment of Health's figures from a total 
of one hundred and claims that ‘77.7 
percent of women obtaining abor- 
tions in Brookline in 1987 had never 
had an abortion before.”” How Ms. 
Abbott-Kristl subtracted 45 from 100 
and came up with 77.7 is something I 
can’t explain. Even if she only sub- 
tracted the number of those who had 
just had 1 prior abortion (28.3 per- 
cent) she couldn't have come up 
with this figure. As distortion” and 
‘“‘misrepresentation’’ usually cover 
themse)]ves in subtlety, I assume we 
ean chalk up Ms. Abbott-Kristl's 
effors to terrible math and not to 
type of deliberate ‘‘distortion’’ she's 
trying to alert us tu. 

Ms. Abbott—Kristl further says 
that I ‘should have emphasized that 
these figures represent the city of 
Brookline only,”’ Prior to quoting the 
Brookline slatislics | did mention 
the nationa) figure for repeat abor- 
tions which is 43 percent, consistent 
with the Brookline figure of 45 per- 


cent. I should point out that it is not 
easy to discuss abortion in Massa- 
chusetts and ignore the town of 
Brookline. Brookline if Massa- 
chusetts’ abortion capital. The num- 
ber of children put to death each 
year by abortion in that town (20,234 
in 1987; 21,005 in 1988) is equal to the 
number of residents living in 
Winchester (20,763 in the 1985 cen- 
sus). The routine manner in which 
human life is snuffed out in its ear- 
liest stages there is, I think, appall- 
ing to anyone of average sensibility. 
Finally, Ms. Abbott-Krist] points 
out that one does not go about 
“attaining” an abortion, which is 
what The Star had me saying; one 
“obtains” an abortion. She is cor- 
rect. However, this was a typogra- 
phical error on The Star’s part; my 
letter to The Star used the word 
“obtaining”. As 1 am certain that 
The Star's staff was busily working 
under dealine pressure, and as the 
meaning was clear from the context, 
I saw no reason to complain.

I might be wrong and living in 
another (better or more naive) 
world. But when I read that the 
Winchester Police need ‘more fire 
power,”’ I could not refrain from 
thinking again that Winchester is out 
of control. 

What is out of control: the wave of 
violent criminality that is visible 
pervading the Town (and surround- 
ings) or the skills of the people 
supposedly administering it? 

There is no doubt that one of the 
main duties of a chief of police is to 
be ready and to prevent criminal 
acts from happening. No dispute 
there. But, excuse me for being so 
woefully misinformed, when is the 
last time that one or more of our 
policemen had to fire all the six 
shots of his/her revolver, in a fierce 
gun bettle with the extremely bad 
guys populating the Winchester 
corral? 

I believe that in Winchester (and 
elsewhere) we haye lost the ability 
of deciding on what has priority over 
other (less important) things. With 
all due respect for our friends of the 
C. Columbus club, I would have seen 
more urgent, in the present state of 
fiscal crisis, to donate the $1,000 to, 
for instance, pay for the recently 
adjusted wages of our firemen. Yes, 
the police need more fire power, but, 
putting the priorities in proper 
order, it can wait. As well as the 
expenditure of funds to train the 
policemen in the use of the addition- 
al fire power. Funds which could be, 
for instance, used to pay for part of 
the cost of the transfer station. 

Am I totally wrong? Too naive? 
Too simplistic? Out of touch with 
reality? No, ] do not think so, I have 
learned that in the “real life’ (the 
life the most of us have to live every 
day, which is different from the life 
which our public servants live), if 
we spend more of what we earn and 
of what we can borrow, we will 
eventually lose our house and our 
livelihood. No two ways about it. The 
Town will be one of the first to come 
afler us and seize our land, our 
properties if we owe (axes. So the 
priority of most of us normal indivi- 
duals, is not to spend beyond our 
means. Why is this principle out of 
favor in our administrations? What 
am I missing?

Budget problems have led recen- 
tly to the calling of a Special Town 
Meeting, not the first time fiscal 
difficulties have ted to such a mea- 
sure, Revenue problems have long 
been part of the town’s history, 
whether in raising or spending the 
money, whether in limes when funds: 
are short or even when there is some 
extra, 

One of the bitterest controversies 
that ever raged in this community 
over money concerned the question 
of “Surplus Revenue” (the slory of 
which is condensed as follows fram 
the Woburn Journal of June 1, 1888). 

In 1837, when Winchester was sLill 
part of Woburn, a surplus having 
accumulated in the national treas- 
ury, Congress divided the maney 
among the staies. Massachuselts 
gave its share to the towns, At the

voled to accept the money and use il 
“jn such way as is for the interest of 
the town.” 

Rarely has such bitter strife heset 
2 communily over the question of 
what to do with money, of what was 
in the best inlerest of (he town, Two 
camps arose, one in favor of a divi- 
sion of the money among the inhabit- 
ants and the olher determined to get 
the moncy undivided into the town 
(reasury. ‘The former was scorned 
as the “codfish and cowhide boot 
party” and the other denounced as 
the ‘silk stocking and morocco boot 
party.”” Threats and abusive Jan- 
Buage passed between the camps. 
Plots were laid privately and meet- 
ings held publicly to try to resolve 
the matter. 

The original vote, in (be May 1837 
Town Meeting, was lo divide the 
money equally among the inhabit- 
ants of the town. But soon another 
meeting was held at which this vote 
was rescinded. 

Next year at Town Meeting an 
article was introduced to see if the 
lown would take the money to pay 
the town debt, but it was defeated. 


Then another meeting was called to 
propose a vote {a use money to 
purchase « poor house, also voted 
down. Next year the proposal was to 
build a school, also defeated, 

The voting was anything but calm 
and polite. ‘‘Nearly every vote was 
determined by ‘polling the common’ 
and tellers had to go up and down the 
line to count. the voters, While this 
was going on loud clamoring and 
hooting filled the air, Then a rush 
back to the meeting, shuffling and 
knocking off hats, as they returned.” 
During discussion of the articles 
“shoutings and attempts to drown 
the voices of the speakers"’ arose. 

Once again. the divisionists gained 
the upper hand. In March 1839, a 
vote passed to divide the money 
equally among the people and to 
raise a committee of three to pro- 
cure the money from the slate. The 
vole was not received with 
equanimity. 

“Pandemonium was let loose. 
Fists and canes were flourished in 
the vestry of the Baptist meeting 
house where (the ineeling was 
held ... Charles Carter of North

Fiscal woes are part of Winchester’s history 


Woburn, pale and trembling with 
rage, hostile to Jason (Richardson, 
leader of the division camp and 
member of the new committee) and 
his plans, denounced him as a villain 
and imposter, unfit to be trusted 
with a penny-whistle, and that 
before the Surplus Revenue should 
be divided heaven and hell should be 
turned over. 

“Jason hurled back the charges 
with words that blislered Carter's 
heart as if covered with coals in the 
fire, Ife told him that every man and 
woman in fown spurned his vile 
carcass, Others took part in the 
wrangling, while turmoil and pas- 
sion ruled the hour.” 

The meeting continued with votes 
to divide the money according to the 
1837 census, then to lake a new 
census, then not to take a new census 
until the money had been collected, 
then finally to dissalve the meeting, 
“which took place with such noise 
and canfusion as Lo disgust all sensi- 
ble men.” 

Tn a later Town Meeting discus- 
sion about the collection of the 
tnoney, “Dr. Augustus Plympton 
told Jason he was irresponsible and 
insane, and should be locked up in 
the town pound with wild cattle. 
Jason replied with telling vehe- 
mence and sarcasm, while his 
friends cheered him on. He told the 
Doclor if he wanted to kill him a dose 
of his quack medicine would be sure 
to do it.” 


The money was collected, and the 
new census was taken, but the 
money was not divided - the war 
was nol over. The group thal wanted 
the money put info the treasury 
obtained a Supreme Cour! injunction 
prohibiting the committee from 
dividing the money. Though the 
committee had the money and was 
of a single mind to disperse it among 
the inhabitants, il was powerless to 
do anything. 

The “‘silk-stocking party’ per 
sisted in their endeavors to get the 
maney out of the hands of the com 
mittee. In April 1840 they tried to 
rescind the division vote and pass an 
article to appropriate the funds to 
build school or meeting houses 
Their efforts failed. In a June meet 
ing, they brought up articles to 
spend the money on new engines or A 
new hearse, hoth dismissed. 

At a later June meeting more 
suggestions, including using the 
money for schools or tombs, were 
also dismissed. But it was voted that 
the Treasurer he authorized to take 


_ the money for town expenses, ‘The 


Treasurer demanded the money 
from the committee, and it was paid 
over, It was never divided among 
the inhabilants. “Thus ended a con- 
flict of action and opinion that for 
four years and 17 town meetings had 
kept the town exciled and divided 
with a degree of intensity never 
before or since approached (1888).”’

speaking of the drop-in center for 
youths, the Forum program for kids, 
ministries for the hungry and home- 
less, support groups for parents 
under stress, a family ministry and 
a peace minislry that works with 
Amnesty International. Many of 
these are programs that have been 
developed under Davis’ guidance 
and care. 

The congregation has also given to 
the Church as a whole, nine ordained 
reverends, who apprenticed at the 
Winchester church. Davis describes 
the congregation as ‘‘generative” 
and striving “to move ahead in 
unily.” 

But Davis also expresses great 
concern over the tack of affordable 
housing in Winchester. He said he 
nolices a ‘“‘cocooning” in Winches- 
ler, as the community envelopes 
itself without bridging out to under- 
sland and help other people. The 
elderly and single parents especial- 
ly, “need a safe place lo be.” 

Davis understands and encour- 
ages the various opinions and beliefs 
of his congregation on these tough 


communily issues. ‘People must 
make decisions, not just on the basis 
of their feelings that day, but they 
must act on their faith, not just 
ideology,"’ says Davis. 

Davis takes his own creed to heart 
as well, seeking out ways to help — 
while saliating his love of travel, 
Through the years, he has helped set 
up ecumenical workcamps in Leba- 
non, Mexico and California. 

Davis looks forward to his work in 
Attleboro, and hopes to bring many 
ideas Lhat worked well in Winchester 
to his new congregation. A smaller 
congregation, Davis hopes to instill 
a sense of ministry among all the 
parishoners.

after Matina Horner found that 65 percent of the women she 
interviewed in medical school predicted negative consequ- 
ences if they were to become first in their class, whereas only 
10 percent of the men, did so. 

, This study was misunderstood by many people who then 
thought that women generally fear success. What the sludy 
uncovered was not fear of success per se, but these women 
worried about how their fellow students and colleagues would 
react should a woman become visibly more successful than 
her male colleagues. In other words, il is not success itself 
that is treated, but success in a competitive situation where a 
woman would beat a man in an environment that 20 years 
ago was still hostile to women. 

I had the opportunity to talk with Horner , president of 
Radcliffe College, about this study. She said that al the level 
she had originally studied, first-year medical school, the fear 
of success had now disappeared, but it was appearing at the 
higher levels, where women again were competing with men 
for top slots in corporations and where, again, they were not 


Are women right in expecting negative consequences in the 
climb to the top of the class or the top of the corporation? In 
many instances, yes. Achievement is equated with assertive- 
ness, ambition, risk-taking behaviors, competitive spirit, 
none of which are equated with the traditional views of 
femininity that spell dependence, submissiveness and 


Will men retaliate against a woman who surpasses them? 
Some will. Will she be abandoned by the man she loves if she 
earns more than he does? Sometimes. Will she be seen as 
unattractive and unfeminine by the men she wishes to date? 1 
have heard many women in high-level positions complain 
that when men hear that they are vice presidents or board 
chairs or very successful in their professional lives, they 
drop them and run the other way. These women believe that 
the threat is that successful women make less successful 
men feel inadequate. For many men, success is equated with 
masculinity, for women success is equated with lack of 


As I worked for and received my masler’s degree at age 40 
and my doctoral degree at age 50, my mother kept warning 
me that I would surely Jose a husband in the process, that 
better I stay home and pursue my wifely responsibilities. 
There was indeed very little support, if any, for me to pursue 
a career. Jt was seen as frivolous, a silly whim, and it is only 
now that my hair is gray and that I have written nine books 
that my mother grudgingly acknowledges some pride al my 


Women, more than men, need approval, acceptance and 
meaningful relationships with other women and men. So if 
there is indeed the threat of rejection with the resulting 
isolation and loneliness, women would, of course, experience 
more ambivalence in their pusuits of excellence, since they 
are risking what they value most. 

The yardstick women use to measure their success also is 
different from men's. Many women measure themselves 
against an internal yardstick of what they could be that is 
often unrealistically too high. Most men measure themselves 
against others and therefore can be less perfectionistic and 
salisfied more easily with their achievement. The fear then 
again is not of success, il is of failure to measure up to one’s 
own standards and to those of others whom we falsely believe 


It also is interesting to note that women in general tend to 
attribute their success to luck, their failures to themselves. 
Whereas, with many men, it is the other way around. They 
attribute their successes to their ability and their failures to 
the difficulty of the task, the lack of time or some other 
outside circumstances. Women don't only do this to them- 
selves. Others reinforce these feelings by believing that when 
a woman is successful, it is because the task was easy or she 
tried very hard. It seldom is seen as good because she is 


It is easy to see from all this why so many women tend to 
believe and be depressed about any negative comments 
while discounting and non celebrating any positive ones. It is 
time for both men and women to understand these dynamics 
and consciously set upon a course to change them. It is

The environmentalis{s con- 
stantly warn about ozone holes, 
the green-house effect, global 
warming, solid waste, pesticide 
poisoning, extinctions of plants 
and animals, acid rain, and water 
pollution. Corrective measures 
for the future are requisite to 
preserve our resources. A grow- 
ing reservoir of research grants 
is earmarked for studies pertain- 
ing to the development of geo- 
graphic literacy. Funds should be 
targeted where they can help to 
make a real difference in the 
years that lie ahcad. 


Current literature emphasizes 
repeated warnings through 
maps, photos, and stories that 
warn of environmental apocalyp- 
se, Gilbert M. Grosvernor of the 
Christian Science Monitor says, 
“There is hardly a place in this 
land where the lesson is not writ- 
ten plainly for all to see. Brazil's 
imperiled rain forest, Alaskan 
caribou, whales, and oil drilling 
in the Arclic sound loud and sob- 
ering calls.” 


A new awareness will be 


elected in 1992 will have to be 
conversant with the many prob- 
lems in the environment The 
need to preserve fossil fuels, elec- 
trical conductivity, increased 
plant productivity, resistance to

The American Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence (AAAS) focuses on the 
effects of global warming on 
water supply. The United Nations 
Environment Program (UNEP) 
reviewed all possible effects of 
climate warming including the 
flooding of lowland areas. The 
scientists concluded, “Many of 
the most adverse consequences 
can be avoided if society takes 
timely anticipatory measures.” 

One of the most important 
immediate actions the govern- 
ment should take in dealing with 
climate change is to provide 
funds for interdisciplinary 
research to improve scientific 
understanding. What will be the 
conditions a century hence with- 
out concerted efforts to forestall 
existing dangers? It is not likely 
that many of us will be here in the 
year 2090, but good planning 
nationally and internationally is 
necessary to save fragile Earth 
for the safety and enjoyment of 
future generations.

Two teachers 
work on science 


literacy program 


Winchester High School physics 
teacher Johu A. Limongiello and 
chemistry leacher J.R. Marks were 
two of 52 high school science teach- 
ers selected to take part in an exper- 
imental MIT summer prograin to 
inspire greater interest in science 
and engineering among high school 
students. 

Its first achievement was to prom- 
ote an increase in the number of high 
school science teachers in New Eng- 
land. Penobscot Valley High School 
physics and chemistry teacher Ellen 
P. Simone immediately went back to 
Maine and, along with her teaching 
colleagues, encouraged the school 
board to hire a new math/science 
teacher. 

The long-range goal of the prog 
ram at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology was expressed by Avi 
Ornstein, a chemistry teacher and 
head of the science department at 
the Berlin (Conn.) High School: 
“There was a clear feeling that we 
may he able to start a movement to 
resolve our nation’s problems in 
math and science literacy.” 

The teachers in the intensive, six- 
day program ended the week by 
drafting a statement on the prob- 
lems they believe are contributing to 
scientific illiteracy in the United 
States. Over the Veterans Day 


weekend in November, the group 
will reconvene at the Massachusells 
Instatule of Technology to brain- 
storm solutions to these problems. 

The program, directed by Profes- 
sor Ronald M. Latanision, Director 
of the Malerials Processing Center, 
comprised 62 hours of lectures, 
laboratory tours and hands-on 
demonstrations. MIT professors, 
including six department heads and 
four research center directors, 
talked about their research in che- 
inistry, physics, mathematics, the 
life sciences, the management of 
technology, new materials, and 
advanced engineering systems 
ranging from integrated circuits and 
arlificial intelligence to aircraft 
engines and the nation’s 
infrastructure. 

A major goal of the program, said 
Latanision, was to emphasize the 
continuity between the basic sci- 
ences taught in high schools and 
their applications in engineering. He 
welcomed the science educators by 
saying, ‘‘We are all part of the same 
educational continuum: high school 
students today are our students 
tomorrow and, ultimately, they rep- 
resent the future of the educated 
workforce that is increasingly more 
required by industry “’ 


The program, sponsored by MIT 
and the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York, was tuition-free. Room 
and board on campus were also 
provided free for all teachers,

Rules newcomers need to know 


So you're new in Massachusetts. 
Here are some Jaws and facts about 
the commonwealth that should 
make you stay legal and safe: 

» The drinking age is 21. 

The age for driving permits is 16, 
Anyone who has a driver education 
class certificate may be licensed ai 
age 16 1/2, otherwise at age 17. 

¢The marriage age is 18 and a 
license from a Massachusetts city or 
town in required. 

* Fishing (inland waters) and 
hunting licenses are required for 
anyone 15 and over. 


* Boats with engines must be 
licensed with the Division of Marine 
and Recreational Vehicles. Trail 
bikes and snowmobiles must be 
registered at the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 


¢ Gun owners must receive local 
police department permits for: fire- 
arms identification, license to carry 
and license to purchase. A one-year 
mandatory jail term is the penalty 
for breaking the gun law. 


*Children must be enrolled in 
school in the calendar year in which 
they turn 6. 


° In order to register a vehicle, its 
owner must have an insurance certi- 
ficate. The vehicle must be 
inspected within seven days of 
purchase. 


¢A driver with an out-of-state 
license only has to take an eye test in 
order to get a four-year Massa- 
chusetts license.

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Arts scene may offer more than you think 


By MEREDITH FIFE DAY 

Boston’s love affair with arts is 
no secret Budget cuts and 
gloomy economic forecasts nol 
withstanding, the arts continue to 
flourish with broad participation 
and interest. In the recent Money 
magazine ranking of “best 
cities.” Boston’s Arts’ score 
rated 100 — highest in any categ- 
ory. 

What may be less well known is 
the extension and quality of the 
arts beyond immediate bounda- 
ries of the city into the myriad 
suburbs that comprise the grea- 
ter metropolitan Boston area, as 
well as easily accessible cities 
nearby such as Worcester to the 
west. Lowell to the north and 
Providence, R.1. to the south. 

Ata recent discussion of the 
Boston visual arts scene on the 
idvllic grounds of the DeCordova 
Museum in (very) suburban Lin- 
coln, panelists noted the lack of 
geographical concentration of 
the “scene.” Instead of working 
and showing within the defined 
boundaries of an urban pockel 
such as New York's Soho or 
triBeCa, artists are making 
painlings and sculpture in Bel- 
mols Kendall Center for the 
Arts or Waltham's Moody Street 
und River Street Studios as seri- 
ously and with as much of a sense 
of purpose and community as 
they are in Fort Point Channel or 
South End in Boston. Further- 
more, significant exhibitions of 
Boston area artists are mounted 
in suburban museums as Bran- 
deis University’s Rose Art 
Museum in Waltham, the DeCor- 
dova. and. a little farther out 
Route 2 west, the Fitchburg Art 
Museum. 

If you like to keep abreast of 
the visual arts you will only 
shortchange yourself by limiting 
your travels to the well-known 
Newbury Street galleries or the 
Museum of Fine Arts in Boston. 
Keep an eye out for open studios 
at Kendall. al Roseland Center 
for the Arts in Watertown, al 
Arlington's new arts center in the 
former Gibbs Junior High School.

Arlington offers a variety of delights 


The original name of Arlington 
was Menotomy, which means 
“swiftrunning water.” and was 
named for the brooks and rivers that 
run through it. Much of the town’s 
natural beauly. which altracted 
Arlington's early trades of farming 
and milling still remains, although it 
is mostly residential now. 

Despite being overshadowed in 
some versions of America’s history, 
Arlington played and important part 
in the Revolutionary War (the most 
men lost on the first day of the war 
were lost at the site of the Jason 
Russell House — now a museum — 
in Arlington Center). It is also the 
birth place of Samuel Wilson, better 
known as Uncle Sam. 

Wilson ran a meat-packing opera- 
tion in Troy, N.Y., which supplied 
the meat for the American army. 
But the use of the initials “U.S."" for 
United States was so new at the time 
that one of the packers took them to 
signify “Uncle Sam,” for that was 
Wilson's nickname. The story 
spread until the name Uncle Sam 
came to signify the federal 
government. 

Spy Pond is perhaps the town’s 
most beautiful natural resource. A 
spring-fed pond, it was carved out by 
the great glaciers of the ice age. 
Some people say that in places it 
reaches a depth of more than 250 
feet. The pond offers good sailing 
and windsurfing and along the 
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Arlington town hall 


shoreline, peaceful walking and 
thinking-about-nothing, especially 
on a cloudy, misty day. 

The origin of the pond’s name is 
unclear. Some believe that the name 
came from its role in the Revolution- 
ary War. However, the name was 
recorded long before that war was 
fought. 

In recent years, one section near 
Linwood Street has become an infor- 
mal beach, with a number of swim- 
mers each summer. The area has 
also become a favorite for surfboar- 


ders. [t's not recommended to swim 
there — in fact, it's not allowed in all 
sections of the pond — not because of 
water quality, but because of the 
ugusual nature of the pond. In some 
areas, swimmers can get caught 
among the weeds and drown; in 
others, there are strong tempera- 
ture changes and no measurable 
depth because of the springs. 

In the winter, cross-country skiers 
and ice skaters take over, but cau- 
tion is advised here, too. Uniess one 
knows where the underground 


springs and therefore areas of thin 
ice are, it can be dangerous or even 
fatal. 

A safer idea is to go to Hills Pond 
al Menotomy Rocks Park. Sur- 
rounded by the hills of the park, 
skaters are in a picturesque settling 
encircled by a ring of pine and oak 
trees. The town is currently involved 
in a project to clean up the pond. 

In the gold and russet of autumn, 
the walking paths of Menotomy 
Rocks Park give a gracious respite 
from the outside world. 

Another lovely park is Robbins 
Garden on Mass. Avenue, in the 
middle of town. On spring weekends, 
brides have formal photographs 
taken here among flowering apple 
and cherry trees. Also in this park is 
the statue, Indian Hunter, created 
by Arlington sculptor Cyrus Dallin. 

Some of Dailin’s other, better- 
known works include Appeal to the 
Great Spirit in front of the Museum 
of Fine Arts in Boston, Paul Revere 
in Boston's North End, and the angel 
Moroni atop the Mormon Temple in 
Salt Lake City. A committee, 
appointed by the Board of Select- 
men, is currently raising funds to 
restore Dallin’s works. Their work 
and that of others is being incorpor- 
ated into this year’s Town Day 
celebration. 

Tue streets offer good jogging for 
the enthusiast. Whether running two 
miles or six, one can enjoy flat,

tree-lined streets, run along Mystic 
River near the Medford line, or by 
Spy Pond away from traffic. Arling- 
ton is also one of a few communities 
that will be benefiting from the 
planned construction of a commuter 
bikeway, which will run along the 
old Boston and Maine Railroad line 
and will connect many of Arlington's 
parks from the Alewife area to the 
Reservoir. 

Situated seven miles northwest of 
Boston, Arlington is a special blend 
of city and suburban life. With a 
population of nearly 49,000 people 
living in an area about five square 
miles, Arlington is one of the most 
densely populated municipality in 
Massachusetts. Yet Arlington 
strives to maintain the sense of com- 
munity normally seen in a much 
smaller town. 

There are parades on most major 
holidays, fireworks for Town Day. 
The annual Town Day (this year on 
Sept. 22-24) includes games, food 
crafts, live music, dancing and 
more. It is a general atmosphere of 
fun and celebration with Mass. 
Avenue, from Pleasant Street to Mill 
Street, turned into a fairground of 
booths, entertainment and more. 

But Arlington isn't turned in on 
itself. For about t0 years, Arlington 
has sponsored an international sum- 
mer exchange program with Japan 
and is a sister city to Nagoakakyo.

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Arlington's history: In the early 
1600s, Tahaitawan, the Squaw Sac- 
hem, who was the widow ol the chief 
of the tribe that lived in this area, 
controlled most of what is Middlesex 
County today. In 1638, she sold it to 
the colonial government for about 10 
pounds and a guarantee of a coat 
every winter for the rest of her life. 

Most people are familiar with the 
events of April 19, 1775, but not many 
realize that the heaviest fighting and 
the bloodiest skirmishes were not in 
Lexington and Concord, but here in 
Menotomy.

How to recognize

was noted for market gardening, 
greenhouses and the famous ice 
houses of Spy Pond, whose workers, 
in the days before refrigeration, cut 
blocks of ice for shipment around the 
world.

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A little Arlington history

Arlington is unique in American 
History. Something important hap- 
pens here every 140 years, as regu- 
larly as clockwork. The first time 
was 1635, when white European 
males became bored with Cam- 
bridge and Somerville for the first 
time and headed west in search of 
excitement. They crossed the mod- 
est Memotomy River (now called 
Alewife Brook which in turn flows 
into the Missituk of Great River), 
and discovered our town, saying, “If 
you think Cambridge is dull, this is 
rea] Menotomy.’’ Thal is how 
Arlington got its name of Menotomy, 
which as every native-born child 
now knows, is the Indian word mean- 
ing “Arlington”. 

These were uncivilized times, and 
the Alewife Brook was not yet 
blessed with the luxury of receiving 
raw sewage on a regular basis as it 
now does, thanks to progress and the 
wise policies of white males of Euro- 
pean descent and their servants, But 
in 1635 progress was still ahead. 

Time passed and became 1775. 
Menotomy was ready for its next 
important event. Paul Revere rode 
through, looking for a decent cup of 
coffee, inasmuch as he was up very 
late, and was in need of a hot stimul- 
ant. But then as now Menotomy 
night life was hidden behind shut- 
tered windows, and in any event, 
only cold depressants were avail- 
able. Years later the town fathers 
determined to make amends by 
offering Revere’s impersonator an 
annual slyrofoam cup of coffee when 
he rides through town every April 19, 
Revere nowadays is actually in 
search of a good meal with a bever- 
age of another type, and must con- 
tinue on to Lexington to fulfill his 
destiny. 

This second important event, how- 
ever, really involved the triumph of 
Arlington womanhood in contrast 
with the besotted thrashings of its 
codger menfolk on April 19, 1775, 
thus setting a patten of life that has 
continued down to modern times. 


Arlington's claim to fame on this 
day is based upon the capture of a 
British supply wagon, belatedly 
heading westward to provide 
ammunition to the Redcoats at Lex- 
ington. Arlington’s 4-F exempts, 
excused from active service by their 
dolage, showed youth a thing or two 
by capturing the enemy wagon, kill- 
ing several horses, and scatering the 
soldiers. Their leader was a black 
man (or possibly Indian) called 


Thus Cambridge’s Second Precinct 
(that is to say, Arlington) achieved 
its place in the record books for the 
quantity and brutality of blood shed 
on that one day. 

Nothing more happened for 
another 140 years. Then in 1915 
another important event occurred, 
Historians cannot agree on what it 
was, however. 

But Arlington did not rest on her 
laurels, and many citizens and

All this ocurred right at the fam- 
ous traffic signals marking Arling- 
ton Center's crossroads to Charles- 
town, Watertown, Cambridge and 
Cambridge Farms (or Winchester, 
Belmont, Cambridge and Lexington 
for newcomers), where today the 
brave continually risk their lives by 
crossing on the Walk light. 

But the real heroine of that one 
day was Mother Batherick, quietly 
digging early spring dandelins for 
her ever popular Batherick’s Old 
Medicinal Elixir. Six frightened 
British soldiers, the oldest of them 
19, alone by the shore of Spy Pond 
and lacking membership in any loc- 
al club, threw themselves on her 
mercy and surrendered to the gruff 
but kindly dowager. The British 
opposition press, ever alert for these 
examples of weakness and irony 
known as news, shouted, ‘If one old 
Arlington woman can lake six gre- 
nadiers, how many soldiers will it 
take to conquer America?" This was 
Arlington’s moment of glory. 

But the glorious morning for 
America became an ignominious 
evening in Menotomy as the retreat- 
ing British inflicted and sustained 
substantial injuries along the Mas- 
sachusetis Avenue route from 
Arlington Heights ta the center.

important public officials are now 
agreed that the time is not too early 
for a blue ribbon panel to begin 
planning for the next exciting chap- 
ter in Arlington's continuing saga of 
significant events, This will occur in 
the year 2055, exactly 140 years from 
1915. 

Understanding Arlington Today 

The newcomer to our happy valley 
is aided in understanding the com- 
munity by realizing that Shakespe- 
rean farce and Elizabethan comedy 
are the models for life in the land of 
the Squaw Sachem (our earliest 
woman leader), and not Greek 
tragedy. 

The real estate columns of a daily 
metropolitan newspaper recently 
quoted our highest town official sing- 
ing the praises of his adopted land by 
saying, “We are in great shape phys- 
ically, with a very sound 
infrastructure. 

Our streets, sidewalks, buildings, 
water and sewers are all in very 
good shape and our housing stack is 
excellent, Arlington is a very pretty 
town; you never see any hauses that 
are run down." This appeared in 
print, was not rebutted, and there- 
fore must be true. Newcomers 
should remember this reality, and 
not take too seriously the apocalyp- 
tic predictions of bankruptcy and 
fiscal nightmares made by some 
other high officials.

inadequate municipal finances lies 
in a community's determination to 
pass a Proposition 2'2 override. One 
such attempt narrowly failed in 
Arlington last June, possibly 
because those most eager to claim 
the credit for victory did the least 
work on behalf of the override effort. 

On the other hand, some Arlington 
parents, while remaining residents 
of the town, are already voting 
emphatically with their pocketbooks 
by removing their children from 
Arlington public schools (which rep- 
resent 44 percent of the local tax 
burden) in favor of private school- 
ing. A recent Boston magazine arti- 
cle names a ‘'very highly moti- 
vated” Arlington real estale broker 
who, with her public school admini- 
strator husband in the system of an 
adjacent town, sent their 14-year-old 
to private school in Cambridge 
because “they believed she was get- 
ting a mediocre education’ in the 
Arlington Schools. The system does 
have many defenders, however. 

There is a generous supply of well 
paid town officials, and an addition- 
al layer of unpaid ones who serve on 
various boards and committees. The 
Representative Town Meeting form 
of government is a major sporting 
and social event in which as many as 
252 elected Town Meeting Members 
(12 each from 21 Precincts) annally 
attempt to ferret out the truth of 
town government from their blood 
enemies, the town officials, whose 
main aim in life is to conceal facts, 
throw up smokescreeens, and there 
by maintain their power. Running 
for and serving in Town Meetings is 
by far the best total-immersion 
course available to the newcomer 
interested in understanding the per- 
sonalities and policies of the town. 

The community is relentlessly 
suburban in many of its aspirations, 
but the paradox is that Arlington is 
also one of the most densely popu- 
lated municipalities, with about 
9,000 people per square mile, or 
roughly 12 times the state average. 
There is no big business, and a 
generally anti-business sentiment on 
the part of long-time selectmen, so 
residents bear the brunt of the tax 
bill. Overnight parking is banned on 
public streets. 

As a “moist” town, there are no 
bars for the common throng, and 
only two restaurants with liquor 
licenses. The real drinking (and poli-

ticking) away from home is facili- 
tated by the membership clubs of 


“widely varying reputations; this 


particular quirk of local life often 
comes aS a surprise to newcomers 
entering town from other parts of 
the 20th century. Ils historic roots 
trace to an obscure local politician 
from the 19th century, who achieved 
his ultimate level of incompetence 
by winning state office as a teetotal 
candidate. Arlington today has poli- 
ticians hungering for state office, 
but there (he comparison ends. 

One of the charms of an Arlington, 
which takes only a modicum of ini- 
tiative to discover, lies in its diversi- 
ty of neighborhoods, and in its spe- 
cialty shops. The joys of finding 
quirky and personalized stores like 
Helen's Pastry, Balich’s 5 & 10 and 
Play Time are considerable. 

A feature article recently queried 
whether Arlington’s neighbor to the 
south was possibly the region’s most 
boring town; our neighbor to the 
north is fond of snooty self assess- 
ments such as ‘‘affluent and exclu- 
sive.” Arlington is neither of these. 
Arlington’s treasures and preten- 
sions combine the best and worst 
features of Boston suburban life. 
Good features, in addition to certain 
stores and shops, include interesting 
and diverse neighborhoods within 
the solid middle class range, and 
quite good access to the really 
diverse and worthwhile features of 
the area, namely Cambridge and 
Boston, via buses and the Red Line 
at Alewife. 

Its less fortunate features include 
the dearth of good restaurants 
because of the common consent of 
citizens and politicians alike that 
drinking should be done in clubhouse 
ghettos. Another deficit has to be a 
small and inbred gang of mediocre 
windbags who aid, abet and succeed 
one another in controlling the politi- 
cal life of the communily from gen- 
eration to generation. The names 
and faces change in a vague sort of 
way, but the vacuity of their minds 
and vaucity of their thinking does 
not. But that is true of many towns, 
is it nol? Perhaps one or two of these 
people stare out at you from the very 
pages of this supplement, political 
egos for all seasons, offering inter- 
changeable words of welcome and 
reasons why name of Community is 
special on the face of this earth. 

The truth is that one will get out of 
this community what one puts into

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Chamber represents businesses 


Nearly 50 years old, the Arlington 
Chamber of Commerce represents 
local businesses and acts as a lob- 
byist for the concerns of the business 
person. 

Located at 7 Central St., Suite 204, 
afler 10 years on Medford Street, the 
chamber represents nearly 250 local 
businesses. 

Second Vice President Bill Sovie 
says the business group has two 
sides, ‘reactive’ and “proactive.” 
The reactive side comes inlo force 
when something within the commun- 
ity affects businesses, he said. 

The chamber also meets with Alan 
McClennen Jr., town director of 
planning and community develop- 
ment, once a year to discuss new 
businesses, investments and redeve- 
lopment plans. In turn, chamber 
officials react to the town’s informa- 
tion and bring up their own plans 
and concerns. 

On the active side, the organiza- 
tion does positive things for the town 
and businesses it represents. 

“We provide holiday lighting in 
Arlington,” said Charlie Smith, 
administrative director of the group. 
Kathie Salipante is the secretary. 

One year during the 1970s energy 
crisis, the town did not have the 


funds to pul up Christmas lights, 
Sovie said. Since then, the chamber 
has taken over the $10,000 a year 
lighting program. 

The Chamber of Commerce also 
services as a help to residents, new 
and old, who have questions about 
local businesses. Often residents will 
call looking for a reliable business 
and the chamber will give 
recommendations. 

“We're much like a better busi- 
ness bureau,” said Sovie. 

He said the organization also holds 
an annual awards banquet to honor 
local citizens and businesses. 

There are no qualifications for 
belonging to the chamber other than 
annual dues. Dues begin at $95 for 
new members. 

After the first year, dues are pro- 
rated to the number of employees a 
business has. Business owners inter- 
ested in joining the chamber should 
contact Smith at 643-4600. 

Another feature of the chamber is 
a program offering health and dis- 
count group life insurance from Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield, and several 
health maintenance organizations. 

This feature is especially benefi- 
cial to very small businesses that 
could not otherwise afford insurance 


plans. 

Businesses outside Arlington in 
the metro west area also join the 
chamber, Smith said. Including 
businesses outside Arlington, the 
organization regislers nearly 500 
members. 

The chamber is headed by presi- 
dent Leonard Talkov. It also has two 
vice presidents, a clerk, a treasurer 
and a board of 12 to 14 members. All 
positions are held by local business 
people. 

Incorporated in 1919, the organiza- 
tion was originally called the Arling- 
ton Businessmen's Association. The 
name was changed to the Arlington 
Chamber of Commerce in 1936.

Who’s who in Arlington 
town government 


In Arlington, there are about 28 
boards and committees that oversee 
and govern town affairs. 

The selectmen, assessors, School 
Committee and Housing Authority 
are chosen by the voters in public 
elections. 

The Board of Selectmen chooses 
members for the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, Board of Registrar of Vot- 
ers, Arlington Arts Council/ 
Arlington Alive, Historic District 
Commission, Fair Housing Advisory 
Committee, and the Council on Alco- 
hol Education. 

The town manager, with approval 
of the selectmen, appoints the mem-

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Questions Arlingtonians ask

The following is a list of some of 
the more commonly asked questions 
that newcomers (and longtime resi- 
dents) have regarding how things 
work in Arlington and there 
answers. 


POLICE: 

How do I get a street sign pul up in 
my neighborhood? 

If the sign you would like put up is 
a warning sign for safety purposes, 
such as “children playing,” a phone 
call to Safety Officer David McKen- 
na (646-1000 ext. 5023) should be the 
first step. Officer McKenna can 
check out the request and its appro- 
priateness and usually the sign will 
placed at his recommendation. 

A request for a sign that requires 
some sort of change for traffic or 
bylaws, such as a “Stop” or a speed 
limit sign, should begin with a letter 
to the Board of Selectmen. Upon 
receipt of the letter, selectmen will 
request a study of the situation and a 
recommendation be made by police, 
usually Safety Officer McKenna. 

Where is the police station 
located? 

The Arlington Police are head- 
quartered at 112 Mystic St. in the 
Community Safety building. 


SCHOOLS: 

How do I register my children for 
school? 

Registering your child for school 
is done directly at the school he/she 
will be attending. For elementary 
schools, you should go to the school’s 
principal's office, The principal will 
provide the forms to be filled out, 
give the parent and child a tour of 
the school, and answer any further 
questions. There are seven elemen- 
tary schools in town. 

Arlington High School student 
registration is done at the guidance 
offices.

Are there after-schooi programs and 
activities for my child? 

Except for the Peirce School, 
every elementary school has an 
after school program in the building. 
The programs are all privately run. 
A parent interested in enrolling a 
child in one of these programs 
should call the office of the schco) 
the child is going to be attending, 
and they will be able to provide the 
name and number of the program 
director and the company running it. 

The school system also offers a 
program called “Community Edu- 
cation," which runs classes, for 
children and adults, in a wide varie- 
ty of activities such as computers, 
dancing, singing, knitting and more. 
To sign up for classes and for more 
information call Jim Brown, direc- 
tor of “Community Education,” at 
646-1000 ext. 3125. 


TOWN CLERK'S OFFICE: 

How do I register to vote? 

An Arlington resident wishing to 
register to vote should appear in the 
Town Clerk's Office on the second 
floor of Arlington’s town hall and fill 
out the forms provided to there. You 
do not need to bring any documents 
with you, but you will be required to 
take an oath afler filing the forms. 

The Town Clerk's Office is open 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. from Labor 
Day to May 31, and from 8 a.m, to 4 
p.m. from June 1 to Labor Day. In 
the weeks before deadlines to regis- 
ter for elections, the office offers 
extra hours to register, in the even- 
ings and on weekends.

4050. 


How do I get a marrlage license? 

Acouple wishing to get a marriage 
license should appear in person, 
bride and groom, at the Town 
Clerk's Office within 60 days, but not 
less than three days, of a marriage 
ceremony. The first step to a license 
is to file a notice of intention of 
marriage, for which the clerk’s 
office will need proof of age (valid 
driver's license or a birth certifi- 
eate) and a medical certificate for 
each person (the marriage blood 
tes). 

After three days, clerk's office will 
issue the license. The license should 
be taken lo person who is going to 
perform the ceremony, completed 
by that person and then returned to 
the clerk's office, at which point is 
becomes a permanent record. 

The fee to get a license is $10.25; 
certified copies of the license cost $5 
each; and an abstract (wallet-sized) 
copy is $3. 

A list of justices of the peace 
(“marrying justices”) is available 
at the clerk's office. 


Dear Friends, 


How do [ get a birth certificate? 

The hospital where your child is 
born will send the birth information 
to its Ideal clerk office which will 
then send it to Arlington (or the 
appropriate city or town). Unless 
the delivery is a home birth, a 
parent will not have to do anything 
except fill out the papers in the 
hospital. 

A certified copy of a birth certifi- 
cate is available at the Town Clerk's 
Office, $5 for the full form and $3 for 
abstract form. 


How do I get a dog license? 

All dog licenses expire yearly on 
Dec. 31. To get a license, a dog must 
have a rabies vaccination, which 
expires every three years. The fee to 
license an unspayed (or unneutered) 
male or female dog is $11. The fee to 
license a spayed (or neutered) male 
or female dog is $7, You must pre- 
sent the certificate showing the dog 
is spayed. 

After you bring in the certificates 
and fill out the forms, you will get a 
license and a tag.

If you are a newcomer to Arling- 
ton and enjoy sports and recreation, 
you and your family have moved to 
the right community and will enjoy 
the leisure time activities provided 
by the schools and many organiza- 
tions on a year-round basis in the 
town on the banks of Spy Pond. 


For the newcomer it isn’t a ques- 
tion of where to find recreational 
facilities in the commumnity as it is 
how much time can be spent utiliz- 
ing the numerous outstanding faci- 
lites offered in the town. 

Let’s begin on Summer Street and 
head easterly through an area where 
a newcomer can gain a good view of 
just a few of the more than 30 
recreational facilities offered year- 
round in the community. 

To the south side of the street, 
opposite Ronald and Overlook Roads 
is the Arlington Sports Center. 

At the immediate right is Summer 
Street Field, equipped with lights, 
and the home of several of the base- 
ball and softball teams and the 
Arlington High field hockey squad. 

In the center of the area is the 
Veterans Memorial Skating Rink 
commonly called the Summer Street 
Rink. 

This building is a center of activi- 
tiy throughout the year. 

The Arlington Recreation Depart- 
ment has headquarters in the struc- 
ture, and programs of this organiza- 
tion are centered in the building and 
throughout the town the year round. 

The large part of the structure 
houses an area used for skating 
throughout the fall and into the early 
spring, and by the Recreation 
Department, particularly during the 
summer. 

To the east of this complex is Buck 
Field, also used for a variety of 
activities, including Little League 
Baseball and activities sponsored by 
the Recreation Department. 

The next recreational facility can 
be seen from Summer Street as one 
looks to the south and the back of

Arlington High School. 

The school structure itself fronts 
on Mass. Avenue. 

Centering the area is the football 
field, surrounded by a modern out- 
door track. Unfortunately, the com- 
munity does not have indoor track 
facilities. 

To the east is the field utilized for 
girl's varsity softball, Little League 
and by the Athletic Department for 
in-school programs at Arlington 
High. 

On the western side of the football 
field are two other fields utilized as 
practice fields for football and the 
field competition in track. 

The Arlington High, Arlington 
Catholic and Arlington Pop Warner 
football teams play all their home 
games on the football field, known as 
Peirce Field. 

Continuing easterly, another com- 
plex of fields looms on the south side 
of Summer Street, near the intersec- 
tion of Mystic Street, Mystic Valley 
Parkway and Summer Street. 

Buzzell Field has facilities for soft- 
bali and baseball, utilized by Arling- 
ton High and the Little League, and 
Recreation softball teams. This field 
is also equipped with lights, used 
mostly during the summer months. 

There is also a basketball court in 
the area and a tot-lot section. 

Just before the intersection is the 
Arlington Catholic practice field, 
used mostly by the ACHS football 
team for practice, but also used as a 
practice field for some other Arling- 
ton Catholic sports. 

Another hub of activity is the Spy 
Pond Field area, with access from 
Pleasant Street (Route 60) and 
Mass. Avenue. 

Many years ago the field was used 
for the town's summer fairs and 
other activities. 

Today one can look toward the 
southeast across the field, which is 
used by Arlington High School for 
baseball and soccer, and see the 
impressive Arlington Boys and Girls 
building in the background on the 


shores of Spy Pond. 

To the far right of the field are 
tennis courts used by a number of 
residents of the community and the 
Arlington Catholic tennis team. 

The old grandstand along the first 
base line and into right field has 
been taken down and a new modern 
stone structure erected in its place. 

Heading east along the shores of 
Spy Pond, the newcomer will come 
upon Scannell Field, used for many 
of the Little League activities in the 
community. 

In Arlington center, and visible 
from all directions is the St. Agnes 
Parish complex, adjacent to St. 
Agnes church. 

The church and Arlington Catholic 
High School are located on the north- 
westerly side of Medford Street, 
which runs northerly from Mass. 
Avenue. 

On the easterly side of Medford 
Street are St. Agnes Elementary 
School and Fidelity House. 

The latter houses a recreational 
complex complete with a 
gymnasium. 

Recreational programs are held 
here throughout the year, with 
men’s and women's basketball 
leagues functioning almost 
continually. 


Four other areas 


There are four other large recrea- 
tion areas in the community, includ- 
ing the expanded Thorndike/ 
Magnolia complex in East 
Arlington. 

Entrance into this area is down 
Margaret Street, off of Lake Street 
into the parking lot between the two 
playgrounds. There is also an access 
to the Magnolia area near the 
basketball court end of the field on 
Magnolia Street. 

Thorndike Field is the older of the 
two areas and is used for Arlington 
High and Arlington Soccer Club 
soccer.

It is also expected that the Magno- 
lia area will be utilized for the soccer 
program. 

At the other end of the community, 
off Mass. Avenue, is Hurd Field. 
This double-diamond area is 
equipped with lights and is used by 
baseball and softball teams. 

Access to this field is along Drake 
Road from Mass. Avenue. 

The athletic area with the view, 
Robbins Farm, is located at the 
summit of the Heights, across from 
the Brackett School and near the 
Water Tower. 

Residents and visitors to the com- 
munity can get a tremendous view of 
the Metopolitan Boston area from 
this sector. 

The field is used by baseball 
teams, and recreational programs 
are held there. There is also one of 
the largest tot lots in the community 
in this location. 

In the winter the area is one of the 
most popular in town for skiing and 
sledding. 

Arlington has two areas utilized 
for swimming. 

The Reservoir Beach area, off 
Lowell Street, under the direction of 
the Arlington Recreation Depart- 
ment, is used throughout the sum- 
mer months by residents young and 
old. 

Thousands of residents take 
advantage of the swimming, picnic 
and playground facilities from June 
into late August each year. 

Access to this area can also be 
gained from Hurd Field. 

For those interested in year-round 
swimming, there is the modern pool 
at the Arlington Boys and Girls Club, 
where many youngsters and adults 
can take advantage of a number of 
swim programs throughout the 
year. 

The facility is also used by the 
Arlington High swim team for prac- 
tice sessions and meets. 

Under conditions when there are 
no water bans, a section of the North 
Union Street Playground, located off 
Broadway, in East Arlington, is 
flooded during the hot weather and 
utilized as a wading pool for 
youngsters. 

This playground area also has a 
baseball field that is used by the 
Arlington Catholic soccer team and 
for Arlington Baseball Association 
programs, 

Although, there are no indoor ten- 
nis courts in the community, tennis 
enthusiasts have the opportunity to 
use the courts at the Crosby School 
in East Arlington, also utilized by 
the Arlington High boy’s tennis 
team; the Wellington courts on 
Grove Street, used by the Arlington 
High girl's team; the Spy Pond Field 
courts, where the ACSH girl's team 
plays and practices lennis; and the 
courts at the Poet's Corner athletic 
area, located off Route 2 near the 
Lexington line. Some high school 
sports teams also utilize the latter 
field. 

Another popular area in town is 
Menotomy Rocks Park off of Jason 
Street. Cars are not allowed in the 
Park. 

In addition to Hili’s Pond located 
in the area, there are picnic areas, a 
playground and a cross country 
track, utilized by the Arlington High 
cross country teams. 

In all there are 21 basketball 
courts in the town and 17 Little 
League Fields that are used by 
youngsters at several age levels. 
There are also recreational areas 
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at the elementary and junior high 
level, as well as at non-schual loca- 
tions, 25 playgrounds in all. 

Gymnasiums are located at 
Arlington High, Arlington Catholic, 
the Ottoson Junior High School, the 
Boys and Girls Club, and Fidelity 
House. The skating rink area at the 
Sports Center is utilized for many 
activities in addition to hockey and 
sports. 

Residents of the community are 
presented with a wide range of prog- 
rams for youngsters of all ages at 
Fidelity House, the Boys and Girls 
Club and Arlington Recreation on a 
year-round basis. 

A boating program is also offered 
at the Boys and Girls Club during the 
summer months. 

Basketball is a year-round sport in 
Arlington with participating leagues 
offered by each of the recreational! 
groups, starting at a young age and 
continuing through adult programs 
for men and women. 

There are also programs available 
in the community for those with 
special needs and for senior citizens. 

At the high school level, Arlington 
Catholic and Arlington High have 
three-season sports programs at the 
varsity and sub-varsity level, and 


through the years have produced 
championship teams in several 
sports in each of the three sports 
cycles of the school year. 


Many more programs 


For those who enjoy their base- 
ball, there is plenty of action in 
Arlington. 

In addilion to baseball played at 
the high school level, the town has a 
spring and summer baseball prog- 
ram from the instructional level 
through the Little League and Babe 
Ruth age groups. 

There are also teams al the 16 to 
18-year-old group, and the Holovak/ 
Coughlin Club of the Intercity Base- 
ball League. 


Arlington also has a team in 
American Legion Baseball for those 
above the Babe Ruth League age. 

Soccer has become a popular sport 
in the community in recent years, 
and in addition to the programs at 
Arlington High School and Arlington 
Catholic there are programs for 
youngsters from instructional age 
through the teens in spring and fall 
programs, sponsored by the Arling-

Recreation. 

For those who enjoy softball here 
is a women’s adult softball league 
during the summer months, and 
Arlinglon Recreation sponors a 
32-team league as part of its sum- 
mer program. 

The Pop Warner football program 
has more than 100 players from 9 
through 14-years of age parlicipat- 
ing al four age levels. The Arlington 
C-team went all the way to the 
national finals two years ago. 

The girl's Pop Warner cheerlead- 
ing program has attracted large 
squads at the same age levels. 

And when the word hockey is men- 
lioned, if is mentioned in connection 
with the Town of Arlington. 

Arlington High and Arlington 
Catholic annually skate squads at 
the championship level. and recen- 
tly (here were 14 players from the 
two squads participating in the 
Hockey Night in Boston competition.

Little change expected in Belmont

As a residential community where 
little land is left to develop, Belmont 
is expected to change very little in 
upcoming years, said Town Planner 
Louis Mercuri. 

Mercuri predicts little growth in 
the community within the next 10 
years and cites state figures that 
estimate a mere 1 percent hike in 
population by 1995. 

“Very modest growth is pro- 
jected,’ Mercuri said. 

Beimont is known as a nice, resi- 
dential community, Mercuri said, 
and in comparing a future Belmont 
to today’s community, he said that 
it's hard to imagine anything being 
substantially different in 10 or 15 
years, 

“It’s pretty much on an even 
course," Mercuri said of the town. 

“‘There’s only so much you can do 
in 4.6 square miles," he noted. 

The challenge that remains is 
making the best use of the limited 
resources in the town already, Mer- 
curi explained. With current fiscal 
considerations, that proposition 
grows in importance. 

“When you're scaling back your 
operation you have to make the most 
of what you have,” Mercuri said. 

Making the commercial centers of 
the town stronger, making the best 
use of public buildings and dealing 
with traffic concerns are all priori- 
ties in the area of community deve- 
lopment, he said. 

While groups like the town’s Capi- 
tal Budget Committee try to come 
up with a strategy for tackling long- 
range projects, such as the upkeep 
of the town’s roadways, storm drain 
cleaning and construction and the 
replacement of fire and highway 
department equipment, the dyman- 
ics of the town will require attention 
be given to certain other areas, 
beyond infrastructure needs. 

According to Benjamin Adler, 
director of the Council on Aging, 
Belmont's senior citizen population, 
6,200, is much higher than that of 
most communities. According to fig- 
ures compiled by the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council, based on the 
1980 U.S. census, nearly 19 percent 
of Belmont’s residents are aged 65 or 
over, about 6 percent higher then the 
average found in metropolitan Bos- 
ton communities. 

“People are very committed here 
to the elderly,” Adler said, noting 
that the department is always look- 
ing for volunteers. ‘We're not work- 
ing here in a vacuum.” 

In the future the COA hopes to 
continue to be responsive to the 
needs of this segment of the popula- 
tion, Adler said, and to be able to 
prioritize those needs. 

Although Belmont’s seniors run 
the gamut as far as income goes, the 
vast majority are Belmont natives 
who are eager to stay here in town, 
Adier said. 

Nutrition, transportation, social 
and recreation programs are impor- 
tant services the COA provides, 
Adler said, adding that he would like 
to see more done regarding health- 
related issues. 

A large problem today is seniors 
who think they have adequately 
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planned for their futures, only to find 
that financially they cannot meet 
their needs, Adler said. 

So, not only obtaining services, but 
affording them is a problem, he said. 


Seniors who live in private apart- 
ments and homes are having an 
increasingly harder time maintain- 
ing their residences, Adler said. 

“They have to be served,” Adler 
said of the housing needs of the 
elderly. 

‘Will financial pressures cause an 
exodus of Belmont’s senior 
population? 

“T hope not,” said Adler who 
would like to see the elderly popula- 
tion in town continue to grow and not 
be forced out. "If this is where they 
want to stay they should be able to.” 

The COA is going to have to 
become more creative in housing 
programs and other programs as 
well, Adler said. 

“Unfortunately finances set the 
parameters,” he said. 

“I think the future of the town 
continues to be very bright,” said 
Selectman Anne M. Paulsen, point- 
ing to the positive diversity of towns- 
people, that combines incoming 
families with residents who have 
logged many years in the town. 

Paulsen, who sees a direct link 
between housing opportunities and 
the character of the Belmont com- 
munity, agreed that elderly housing 


is important. 

“T think the town has a good mix of 
people,” she said. “I don’t think we 
should let that change." 


“We have the goal, it's not one 
that’s been met and I’m not sure it 
will, to provide housing for the elder- 
ly and for people who work in town,” 
Paulsen said. “It's a very difficult 
thing to do.” 


“The hope is that accommoda- 
tions are made so that people who 
have lived here and raised kids here 
can stay here," Paulsen said. 


Ten or 16 years ago those who 
worked in town lived in town, Paul- 
sen said, Now that’s no longer finan- 
cially feasible, she said. 

Town government needs to look 
more aggressively at making that a 
reality, Paulsen said, 

“People find it hard to come in,” 
she said. ‘‘The rents are high and the 
houses are terribly expensive. 
That's a regional problem.” 

1980 census figures show the 
median income in Belmont well 
above that in the metropolitan Bos- 
ton area, Mercuri said, and with that 
gap expected to widen in the future it 
is likely that Belmont will remain 
difficult to afford. 

“The town definitely needs to look 
at ways to make housing more 
affordable," Mercuri agreed. 

Mercuri suggested alternative 


zoning strategies could help reduce 
the high cost of home ownership and 
rentals in Belmont. 

But, Paulsen noted, people are 
attracted to Belmont for the stable 
environment. 


“Because Belmont doesn’t change 
that much that makes it such a 
secure place,”’ Paulsen said. 


There has been one notable 
change in the types of families that 
are making homes in Belmont, 
according to Paulsen. Both the 
mothers and fathers are profession- 
als, she said. 

She thinks that to maintain Bel- 
mont's legacy of volunteerism, 
somthing that has defined local gav- 
ernment and other town activities, it 
will take a bit more juggling of 
schedules. 

School Superintendent Peter Hol- 
land has noticed two trends in Bel- 
mont. Among incoming families and 
those who have lived in town for 
years there are very high expecta- 
tions for the schools and for their 
children. 

“{ think that's very healthy,” Hol- 
land said. 

The other important factor Hol- 
land has noted, just as Paulsen men- 
tioned, is the growing number of 
families where both parents are 
working. 

With that has come an increasing 


need for child care and after-school 

care, he said. 

“Public schools need to be able to 
respond {to this and towns need to 
respond to this,’’ Holland said. 

With several elementary schools 
recently renovated and two new 
playgrounds soon to be in place 
around town, the need for improve- 
ments at the Chenery Middle School 
emerges as one of the larger needs 
as far as physical improvements 
within the system. 

“Clearly the middle school reno- 
vation is an issue the School Com- 
mittee and seleclmen are very con- 
cerned wilh," Holland said. 

Continued improvements to the 
quality of air at Belmont High 
School is another concern, he said. 

With recent budgel cuts, Hollaiad 
said he expects the Schoo] Commit- 
tee and administration, as well as 
residents, to become more active 
and mobilize around funding issues. 

Holland said that when he was 
first considering the Belmont posi- 
tion he was impressed with the level 
of cooperation among town depart- 
ments and the involvement of resi- 
dents in the community. 

“We need to maintain and do that 
in the future especially now that 
there are constraints on the resour- 
ces,” Holland said. “Things will 
probably get worse before they get 
better,’’ he said. 

“We have a hope for the future 
that we'll be able to maintain the 
same sense of community that has 
been very high in Belmont,”’ Paul- 
sen agreed. 

Working together in a community 
has made libraries, schools, recrea- 
tion and public safety services that 
continue to attract newcomers, she 
said. 

“People here really enjoyed these 
things, those are the reasons you 
move here’”’ Paulsen said. ‘Life in 
Belmont has become very good." 

“Bul as we continually have to 
contract the budget it makes it very 
difficult to maintain those services 
as they were in the past,’ Paulsen 
said. ‘The question is how much do 
people view that as part of their 
‘good life,’”’ 

“There is a mentality and a philo- 
sophy that if you use it and if you 
like, you pay for it,”’ Paulsen said. 

‘Are we as a community willing to 
do that?” she asked. 

Although no one in her family is in 
the public school system right now 
or uses the town pool, for example, 
Paulsen said she believes as a resi- 
dent she should support those town 
functions through the tax rate. 

“Without that sense of community 
it won't be so vibrant,” she said of 
the town. 

The threat of divisiveness, over 
which services are most important, 
lurks at a time when questions of 
cutting programs need to be 
answered. 

“It's a reality that we're competi- 
tive,"’ Adler said of funding, but 
added, ‘I don’t want to create 
divisions.’ 

The elderly are vulnerable, he 
continued. 

“They have been very silent,” 
Adler said. “They accept these 
things as necessity when they could 
muster up a voice to be heard.” 
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Town offers retreat

Perched on steep hills just beyond 
the Boston-Cambridge metropolis. 
Belmont is a commuler-orienled 
suburb that provides a retreat for its 
residents at the end of a long work 
day in the city. 

Many of Belmont’s 27,000 resi- 
dents take pride in calling their 
hame town a “bedroom communi- 
ty,’ and they wanl to keep it that 
way. 

Hghly residential, 20th-century 
Belmont has virtually no industry, 
although it built its 19th-century eco- 
nomy by retrieving winter ice from 
Little Pond and its neighbor, Spy 
Pond in Arlington. 

Today, a large percentage of Bel- 
mont residents work in Boston or 
Cambridge or in the Route 128 high- 
tech area. There is also a high con- 
centration of elderly residents. 

Belmont's small retail businesses 
are confined to four commercial 
centers, three of which are along 
and near Trapelo Road: Waverley 
Square, Cushing Square and Har- 
vard Lawn. 

The Belmont Center shopping dis- 
trict is ‘tanchored”’ by a department 
store and a gourmet supermarket. 
Although the Leonard Street area 
had many vacant storefronts a cou- 
ple of summers ago, the merchants 
and the town have been working 
together to revitalize the dawntown 
and new specialty stores have been 


springing up. 

Belmont, which has been termed a 
“land-poor’’ town, has very little 
land left on which new housing can 
be built. 

Most of the land in the eastern 
two-thirds of town is almost com- 
pletely developed. Residents in 
recent years have made efforts to 
block garden apartment complexes 
and large commercial buildings. 

Some of the comparatively small 
open spaces lefl in Belmont have 
been developed for environmental 
and recreational purposes, such as 
the Habitat Institute for the Envi- 
ronment on Juniper Road and the 
state-owned Beaver Brook Reserva- 
tion on the Belmont-Waltham line. 

Besides lack of land, the town is 
struggling with traffic problems 
caused by devleopment in neighbor- 
ing Cambridge. 

Opening of the MBTA Alewife Red 
Line station near the Cambridge- 
Belmont-Arlington line has brought 
Belmont improved commuting 
access to Boston, but with it comes 
increased traffic as commuters cut 
through Belmont to avoid congestion 
on Route 2's Alewife Brook Parkway 
section. Ways to alleviate the traffic 
problems have been debated for 
nearly 15 years. 

Belmont residents are very proud 
of their town, which has become 
quite affluent in recent years. Home 
prices have skyrocketed, with many 
single-family houses now being 
advertised for around $300,000.

Piices are even higher in the more 
exclusive Belmont Hill section of 
town. 

Belmont has four elementary 
schools, one middle school and one 
high school. Despite declining 
enrollment, Belmontians generally 
consider their school system very 
good, and take pride that 80 Lo 90 
percent of Belmont High School gra- 
duates go on to higher education. 

The high school building off Con- 
cord Avenue opened in the early 
1970s after a 1967 fire gutted the ald 
high school on Orchard Street. A 
large addition was built onto the 
remains of the high school and the 
resulting facility serves as the 
Roger Wellington Elementary 
School. 

The Winn Brook and Burbank 
elementary schools have just gone 
through a $14 million renovation pro- 
ject to give them new gymnasiums 
and more classroom space. The 
Daniel Butler School, near Waverley 
Square, was rehabilitated in 1980. 

The elementary schools serve kin- 
dergarten through grade five. 
Grades six through eight are housed 
at the Chenery Middle School, an 
aging facility at the corner of Oakley 
Road and Washington Street. 


The way many Belmontians feel 
about their home town can be 
summed up in a banner that was 
flown during the town's 125th 
anniversary parade in 1984: ‘‘Aiter 
Belmont, there is only heaven.” 
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Belmont has been home 
to famous personalities

Belmont has been home to a 
number of both famous and 
influential personalities. Belmon- 
lians have made their mark in 
talents and careers ranging from 
artist lo astronaut. Even before 
the town’s official inception 130 
years ago, area residents forged 
ahead with innovative ideas and 
pioneering efforts, earning them- 
selves recognition often on an 
international scale. 

Abby Diaz, a juvenile writer and 
industrial reformer, was born in 
Plymouth, Mass. in 1821. Accord- 
ing to “Who's Who in Belmont,” 
she was a descendant of one of the 
early Pilgrim settlers at Plymouth 
and “her father and his family 
were earnest in the anti-slavery 
movement.” 

She earned a living in a number 
of jobs, including teaching and 
writing. Diaz was also a lecturer 
on timely topics and her writing 
concentrated largely on Christian 
Science. She was both founder and 
for many years president of the 
Women’s Educalional Union, Bos- 
ton. The union wad established for 
the ‘‘protection of working women 
from the rapacity of dishonest 
employers.”

Diaz came to Belmont in 1884 
and lived at 36 Centre Avenue until 
her death in 1904. 

Before Diaz moved to the area, a 
more renowned former Belmon- 
tian was frequenting the town. The 
artist Winslow Homer, born in 
Boston in 1836, often visited the 
homes of his uncles who lived at 
661 Pleasant St. and on Centre 
Avenue and ‘“‘also visited his 
parents summers after they 
moved to Belmont.” 

Homer was an apprentice to a 
lithographer in Boston and later 
opened a studio on Winter Street. 
He won acclaim as a magazine 
illustrator, especially for his Civil 
War scenes. In 1876 he dropped 
illustration for painting. 

“He is considered by may to be 
one of the greatest American pain- 
ters of any time or genre, and 
perhaps the greatest painter of all 
time of scenes involving the sea,” 
according to ‘“‘Who's Who.” 

During 1868 and 1869 Homer 
painted in various locations 
including Belmont. According to 
Richard Betts’ ‘Footsteps 
Through Belmont,” ‘‘the setting 
for Homer’s famous painting the 
‘Croquet Scene,’ now in the Chica- 
go Art Museum, is said to have

been the front lawn of his Uncle 
William Flagg Homer's proper- 
ty.” Built around 1853, the proper- 
ty is now home to the Belmont 
Women's Club. 

Homer, whose unique style 
holds a distinct place in American 
art, died in 1910 at the age of 74. 

In 1850 another artist moved to 
the area. Anne Whitney, both a 
sculptor and poet, settled with her 
family in that part of Watertown 
which is now Belmont. 

Barnin Cambridge in 1821, Whit- 
ney uchieved fame mainly as a 
sculptor, even though she did not 
begin sculpting until her mid-30s. 

According to “Who's Who,” 
Whitney’s relative anonymity as a 
sculptor is due to her avoidance of 
popular acclaim and the prejudice 
she endured due to her gender. 

Although she accepted the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts’ 
commission to create a marble 
statue of Samuel Adams in 1873 for 
the Capitol in Washington, D.C., 
she chose to avoid public praise 
for this honor. Also, after anonym- 
ously winning an award for a mod- 
e] of Charles Sumner she created, 
the judges found out it was the 
work of a woman and gave the 
commission to someone else. 

Despite these events, she still 
created a number of important 
works, including a statue of Har- 
tiet Martineau at Wellesley Col- 
lege, a seated figure of Charles 
Sumner in front of Harvard Law 
School, and a “Leif Erikson” on 
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Belmont Center

Whitney lived in Belmont in 1850 
for an unrecorded time at 577 
Belmont St. She died at the age of 
93 in 1915. 

According to Betts’ ‘Footsteps 
Through Belmont,” a playground 
and pool complex was constructed 
in Belmont in 1911 which ‘‘Boston 
newspapers called the first public 
outdoor swimming pool in the 
US." 

The complex was the endeavor 
of Henry 0. Underwood, who, 
according to Betts, “is said to 
have felt that area boys and girls 
were not having as many good 
times as he used to have during his 
boyhood.” Acquiring a town lot in 
exchange for some other property, 
the Underwood playground and 
pool complex came into existence, 
fulfilling Henry Underwood's vis- 
ion. In fact, the Underwood Pool 
remains the oldest municipal pool 
in the country. 

The playground wad designed 
by Henry's brother, Loring Under- 
wood, who was a landscape 
architect. Loring, born in 1874, 
was a lifelong resident of Belmont, 
born at 99 Common St. In 1921, 
Loring became president of the 
William Underwood Company for 
one year immediately following 
the death of his brother, Henry. 
Henry Underwood was also the 
one who gave the Underwood 
Library to the town. 

Loring and Henry’s brother, 
William Lyman Underwood, were 
also involved in the family’s com- 
pany. Born in Belmont in 1864, he 
was educated in Belmont schools 
until 1889, when he entered his 
father’s business. The Underwood 
canned food manufacturing com- 
pany was established in 1822. 

One of William’s quests was to 
find out why the canned food his 
family was producing were spoil- 
ing. While he had no formal train- 
ing, William worked alongside 
Professor Samuel Cate Prescott at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology to try to solve this 
problem. According to ‘Who's 
Who,” “it is now generally recog- 
nized that Prescott and Under- 
wood introduced the science of 
bacteriology to food canning.” 

William Underwood remained 
active in many pursuits in Bel- 
mont and resided at 50 Common 
St. until his death in 1929. 

Belmont's proximity to institu- 
tions such as Harvard University 
and Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology has assured the town 
that a number of its residents 
would be associated with the 
academic world, 

Perhaps the town's most well 
known former resident who fits 
into this category is Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger. Born in Germany in 
1923, he was national security 
adviser to both presidents Richard 
Nixon and Gerald Ford from 1969 
to 1975 and U.S. secretary of state 
from 1973 to 1977. 

Kissinger began his infiuential 
role in the formulation of U.S. 
foreign policy while stil] at Har- 
vard. Residing at 104 Fletcher 
Road, Kissinger was director of 
studies at Harvard's Defense 
Research Institute and an advisor 
to the U.S. State and Defense

Departments. 

According to an article appear- 
ing in the June 12, 1959 edition of 
the Belmont Citizen, Kissinger 
was in London at the time urging 
NATO members to build their own 
shields against aggression. He 
believed that the defense of Eur- 
ope ‘could not be conducted solely 
from North America.” He was 
speaking to the Atlantic Congress, 
an unofficial brain trust set up to 
advise NATO policy for the follow- 
ing decade. 

Kissinger’s role in foreign policy 
development continued through 
the 1970s with his arrangement of 
President Nixon's trip to mainland 
China, Kissinger shared the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1973 for negotiating 
a cease-fire with Vietnam and he 
also helped to arrange a cease-fire 
in the Arab-Israeli War that same 
year. 

Another Belmont resident asso- 
ciated with Harvard, except this 
time in the music department, 
also achieved international 
acclaim. Walter H. Piston Jr., 
both composer and professor of 
music, was born in Maine in 1894. 
Completing his undergraduate 
studies at Harvard, he won a fel- 
lowship entitling him to study in 
France at the Ecole Normale de 
Musique for two years. After his 
return to the U.S. in 1926, he began 
his position as a member of Har- 
vard's teaching staff in music 
until his retirement in 1959. 

According to ‘‘Who’s Who,” 
“Walter Piston is regarded as one 
of American’s most important 
teachers of music.” Labeled a neo- 
classicist, he composed primarily 
in traditional forms and passed on 
to his students his concern with 
“craftmanship and form, while at 
the same time encouraging them 
to experiment along new paths.” 
One of his students, Leonard 
Bernstein, has marked his own 
place among American composers 
and conductors. 

Two of Piston’s symphonies, the 
Third and Seventh, earned him the 
Pulitzer Prize. He also wrote four 
books on music. Piston lived in 
Belmont with his wife at various 
addresses on Somerset Street 
after 1926. He died in 1976, 


Paul Dudley White was another 
Belmontian who achieved fame for 


his accomplishments. Associated 
with the Harvard Medical School 


and Massachusetts General Hospi- 
tal, White was an internationally 


recognized cardiologist and an 
authority on heart disease. In the 
early 1900s he was responsible for 
introducing the electrocardiograph, 
used fo measure and record the 
electrical activity of the heart, to the 
Boston area. 

White served as president of the 
American Heart Association 
between 1942 and 1944. In 1954 he 
became president of the Internation- 
al Society of Cardiology. White also 
supported organizations like the 
Medical Committee for Civil Rights 
and Boston’s Museum of Science and 
Hayden Planetarium. 

White was also one of a team of 
doctors who attended to President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower when he suf- 
fered a heart attack while in office 
during the 1950s, White served as the

Our much beloved town is com- 
posed of approximately 26,000 resi- 
dents and is 4.5 square miles in area.

Belmont's total budget for the cur- 
rent year (fiscal 1990) is $42.8 mil- 
lion, up about 5% percent from last 
year's. 

Education takes up the largest 
share of the town’s budget — 
approximately $16.8 million, or 39.4 
percent. 

The public services budget, which 
includes street maintenance, water 
and sewer services, and rubbish col- 
lection, will eat up $8.47 million this 
year, or 19.86 percent of Belmont’s 
lotal expenses.

president Lyndon B. Johnson at the 
White House in 1964. 

Bush moved to 304 Marsh St. in 
Belmont with his wife in 1919. He

died in 1974. 

Also at MIT was physicist Robert 
J. Van de Graaff. He was born in 
Alabama in 1901 and joined the staff 
at MIT in 1934. 


He developed an electrostatic 
generator, better known today as the 
Van de Graaff generator, a key 
device in the advancement of 
nuclear research. 


Like Bush, Van de Graaff applied 
his talents to the war effort. Accord- 
ing to ‘Who's Who,” Van de Graaff 
and his associates applied the gener- 
ator to the production of penetrating 
X-rays for the military. The proper- 
ties of penetrating X-rays have 
proven to be a valuable teol in the 
medical world as well, instrumental 
in the treatment of deep-seated 
malignant tumors. Along with an 
associate, Van de Graaff built an 
X-ray machine for the Huntington 
Memorial Hospital in Boston. The 
first patient was treated in 1997.

State aid to Belmont in fiscal 1990 
was overestimated by about $1.3 
million. While the town had been 
expecting about $6.5 million, the aid 
from the state was cut to $5.2 million 
in August, several months after 
Town Meeting approved the fiscal 
1990 budget. 


Because Belmont also overesti- 
mated the charges it must pay to the 
state for such services as water, 
sewers and transportation, the 
town’s actual fiscal 1990 shortfall is 
about $974,243, Officials may call a 
Special Town Meeting this fall to 
deal with the shortfall.

This very success- 
ful program supports the outstand- 
ing levels of music performance at 
the middle and high schools, Most 
recently, Belmont has participated 
in an Early Childhood Study.

Newcomers to Belmont will find 
the Belmont Recreation Department 
provides plenty of opportunities for 
all of the town’s residents to partici- 
pate in enjoyable activities during 
their leisure time. The department- 
sponsored programs are selected, 
organized and staffed with the objec- 
tive of providing appealing prog- 
rams to satisfy the diverse interests 
of Belmont residents. . 

The department provides a com- 
prehensive and balanced recreation 
program by offering public prog- 
rams for all ages; maintaining publ- 
ic playground and recreation areas 
and facilities; sponsoring special 
event and special interest prog- 
rams; assisting community groups 
in recreation oriented activities. 

The Recreation Department spon- 
sors three indoor facilities for public 
use. The Higginbottom Pool, which 
is located inside of Belmont High 
School, the Mel Wenner Fieldhouse, 
which is also located inside the high 
school, and the putic skating facility 
on Concord Avenue — a Jesse Bar- 
field stone’s throw from the high 
school, 

The Higginbottom Poo! offers kids 
a chance to frolic about and to learn 
how te swim while it gives adult 
residents a chance to relax or do 
laps after a hard day on the job. 
Special times are set aside Monday 
through Thursday evenings and on 
weekends for family and adult only 
swim sessions. 

In addition, the department spon- 
sors swim lessons for children, 
adults and special needs residents. 
The children’s swim lessons range 
from beginner to advanced lifesay- 
ing while there are beginner and 
advanced levels for adults. Those 
kids who have reached the interme- 
diate level can participate on the 
children’s swim team which fea- 
lures two teams; one for 10-year- 
olds and under and one for 11-year- 
olds and older, 

The Higginbottom Pool is sche- 
duled to be re-opened to the public 
sometime in mid-October and will 
remain open until late June. 
Registration for swim lessons will 
take place early in October. Consult 
the Belmont Citizen-Herald for 
registration and pool schedule 
updates. 

During the summer, the outdoor 
Underwood Pool provides the same 
Services. 

The Wenner Fieldhouse opens to 
the public in late October and 
remains open until late April. The 
facilities may be used for individual 
activity or department sponsored 
programs. The program schedule 
includes fitness and aerobics classes 
as well as volleyball and a men’s 
basketball league. Family nights 
are held on the first Thursday of 
every month. Children are nat allow- 
ed to use the fieldhouse on any other 
night. Special fieldhouse events 
include; handball, paddleball, vol- 
leyball, badminton, track, a basket- 
ball league and use of the weight 
room. 

_ The adult programs offered at the 
fieldhouse include a men's basket- 
ball league on Tuesday nights and 
co-ed volleyball on Thursday nights. 
The weight room is open Monday 
through Thursday and offers a Uni- 
versal weight machine. Fitness and 
acrobic classes are held in the upper 


gym on Monday and Wednesday 
evenings and is taught by a certified 
aerobics and fitness specialist. 

The department also sponsors 
women's jazzerobics on Tuesday 
and Thursday mornings and senior 
aerobic dancing on Mondays and 
Fridays. Both of these activities are 
held at the Our Lady of Mercy Par- 
ish Center, There is also the Belmont 
Ladies’ Bowling League, which 
meets on Wednesday mornings at 
the Turnpike Bowladrome in Cam- 
bridge and at Lanes & Games, Con- 
cord Turnpike, Cambridge. The 
senior aerobic dancing and the 
ladies’ bowling league run from Sep- 
tember to May. 

Golf lessons are also available at 
the fieldhouse from March to April. 
Practice golf balls and mats are 
utilized to create conditions similar 
to those of a real golf course indoors 
at the upper gym. 

Children’s programs at the field- 
house include the highly successful 
Belmont Youth Basketball Associa- 
tion (BYBA) and gymnastics. The 
BYBA is a league for both boys and 
girls which is co-sponsored by the 
Belmont Youth Basketball Associa- 
tion and the Belmont Recreation 
Department. A comprehensive prog- 
ram of instruction and competition 
featuring many different leagues for 
grades three through eight high- 
lights this program. The BYBA gra- 
duates have gone on to make the 
Belmont High basketball programs 
one of the most successful in the 
Middlesex League. 

Basic instruction is given in all 
types of gymnastics for children 
ages 6 and up. This program is held 
on Saturdays in the upper gym at the 
fieldhouse. 

Other children’s activities include 
the spring Pee-Wee T-Ball and Con- 
ley League baseball and softball 
programs. Pee-Wee T-Ball is an 
instructional program for boys and 
Birls, ages 6 and 7, held in the early 
evening hours twice a week. Batting 
special balls from tees is utilized to 
teach the basic fundamentals of hit- 
ting.

The state committee elects the 
national commilteemen and women 
and the delegates to the national 
convention, In addition to the formal 
structure of state and national com- 
mittees, there is an active informa- 
tion network that keeps the Town 
Committee aware of the national 
issues and the positions of the party 
on congressional matters. 

Members of the state Legislature 
also visit to discuss political deve- 
lopments, and the Town Committee 
provides a forum for candidates in 
their quest for office. 

The local Town Committee is the 
first rung in the political ladder, and 
the business of recruiting candidates 
for representative and state senator, 
participating in the state conven- 
tion, and in organizing the local 
participation in the state and nation- 
al elections campaigns are impor- 
tant functions of this group. 

We have just completed the pres- 
idential election and are about to 
start the mid-term gubernatorial 
cycle. The Republicans have several 
attractive candidates for governor, 
and these, along with candidates for 
the other offices, will soon be mak- 
ing appearances before the commit- 
tee to solicit support in the primary 
campaign. 

This is a year of excitement in 
Republican circles. We sense that

The Belmont Democratic Town 
Committee is the grass-roots compo- 
nent of the Massachusetts Democra- 
tic Party in Belmont.

Republican governor, and that all of 
the Democratic incumbents are vul- 
nerable because of the extraordinar- 
ily poor performance of the execu- 
tive and the legislature. 

Taxes amid fees have been raised, 
aid to the cities and towns have been 
slashed, and there is a perception 
that the state government is out of 
control. 

The Republican party in Massa- 
chusetis has been considered to be 
more liberal than the national party, 
but this is changing. We are encour- 
aged by the number of new regi- 
strants and by the number of inquir- 
ies on how to become active in party 
politics. 

Discussions with these new Repu- 
blicans indicate a desire to return to 
more conservative political values, 
and the Republicans are seen as the 
vehible for such a restructuring. 

The political pendulum will cer- 
tainly not swing to the far right, but 
will probably settle closer to the 
center, in keeping with the consen- 
sus in the national party. 

Town politics are non-partisan. 
This is certainly evident on attend- 
ing a Town Meeting, or the meetings 
of any of the town committees. With 
the new cuts in state aid, however, 
some difficult choices will have to be 
made, The way in which these 
choices will be made will, of necessi- 
ty, reflect the changes in political 
posture of the town, 

There are strong feelings against 
raising taxes and fees, and the posi- 
tions taken may well mirror the 
positions taken by the two parties on 
similar state issues. There will thus 
be an unspoken partisan viewpoint 
in these local debates, but we are all 
determined lo avoid even the 
appearance of partisan politics in 
town affairs. 

1 urge all belmont citizens to 
become involved in political life, and 
since I am partisan, I hope that you 
will contact me, and I will make 
certain that you will be called to 
work with us.

Commuter Rail 

The commuter rail's Belmont and 
Waverley stops are part of the 
Fitchburg-Gardner Line. 

The Belmont Center station is 
located at the intersection of Com- 
mon Street and Concord Avenue, 
behind the Lions Club building, The 
Waverley Station is below street 
level at the corner of Trapelo Road 
and Lexington Street. 

In the morning (Mondays through 
Friday) the first train to Boston’s 
North Station leaves Waverley 
Square at 6:58 a.m. and Belmont 
Center at 7 a.m. 

Departures after 7 a.m. from Bel- 
mont Center are at 7:45, 8:31, 9:04, 
9:59 and 11:35 a.m, The trains stop 
two minutes earlier at the Waverley 
station, 

In the afternoon, trains for Boston 
leave Belmont at 2:20, 4:18, 4:45, 
5:49, 7:12 and 9:14 p.m. 

Belmont-bound trains leaving Bos- 
ton in the morning depart from 
North Station at 7:25, 8:20, 9:20, and 
in the afternoon and evening, trains 
depart at 1:20, 3, 4, 4:50, 5:30, 6:15, 
7:35 and 10:05 p.m, and 12:10 a.m. 

Estimated time of travel from 
Belmont to Boston is 15 to 20 
minutes, 

There is no service to Belmont on 
weekends and holidays.

The trolleys leave regularly in the 


afternoon and evenings, with tne last 
trolley leaving Waverley al 1:17 
a.m. 

Coming from Harvard Square, the 
first trolley leaves Cambridge at 
4:43 a.m. The outbound schedule 
operates with the same frequency as 
the inbound schedule. 

A separate schedule is in effect on 
weekends and holidays.

Buses 

The bus between Harvard Square 
and Belmont Center (Route 74) 
makes stops at Belmont Memorial 
Library and Belmont High School an 
Concord Avenue, Sancta Maria Hos- 
pital in Cambridge, the Cambridge 
Infirmary, the Cambridge Armory, 
and the Harvard College Observat- 
ory before its final destination of 
Harvard Station.

The first bus leaves Belmont Cen- 
ter at 5:25 a.m. Buses after that

In the afternoon buses leave about 
every 30 minutes.

The Route 78 bus, which runs 
between Arlington Heights and Har- 
vard Station in Cambridge, cuts 
through part of eastern Belmont.

Watertown oldest in the county 


Incorporated in 1630, Water- 
town is the oldest community in 
Middlesex County. It is home for 
a diverse population of some 
35,000 people. 


Waterlown experienced the 
Industrial Revolution early, 
aided by natural waler power 
from the Charles River falls. In 
1816, the U.S. Arsenal was 
located along the Charles. Con- 
siderable manufacturing activity 
conlinues today alongside a sub- 
stantial retail! base. 


Watertown consists of four 
square miles of land. It enjoys

For the convenience of Winches- 
(er’s neweomers, representalives 
from the Town Clerk's and Mana- 
ger’s Offices, the Board of Health, 
Department of Public Works (DPW? 
and Recreation Department have 
answered their most commonly 
asked questions. 

The Recreation Department 
receives the most calls from new- 
comers wanting to know where to 
swim in town. Right now, the answer 
is nowhere. Wedge Pond. and more 
recenlly Leonard Beach and Sandy 
Beach in Medford, have closed. 


Activities apart from swimming, 
however, are most likely organized 
by the Reereation Department. In 
addition to offering programs for 
children such as gymnastics, dance, 
arl, music, winter ski lessons, sum- 
mer day camp and tennis lessons for 
all ages, the Recreation Department 
registers all community education 
programs and sponsors free Mill 
Pond concerts. A quarterly brochure 
from the Recreation Department is 
mailed to Winchester residents out- 
lining programs, fees and all neces- 
sary information.

The sta- 
tion is located on Cross Street and 
open Tuesday and Wednesday from 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m., Thursday 12 noon to 
8 p.m. and Friday and Saturday 
from § a.m. lo 4 p.m. 

Dumping permits are issued from 
the Board of Health, which is open 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. daily and 
located on Lhe first floor of the Town 
ljall. Residents must presenl proof 
of residence, licence plate number of 
the dumping vehicle and $20 to 
obtain a permit. 

All household rubbish can be 
dumped by residents, bul a contrac- 
tor must be hired to excavate com- 
mercia} building debris.

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In Winchester, politics is a people skill 


By DAN CHANE 

As brilliance flashes from flint 
upon steel, so too the shimmering 
gold weathervane, high above 
Winchester Town Hall, strikes pride 
in the hearts of townspeople. 

Truly a building of the people, 
‘Town Hall for 100 years has been the 
gracious center of the public busi- 
ness and its political affairs. 

Beyond the building, however, is 
our venerable yankee town meeting 
form of government — which 
includes the elected five member 
Bourd of Selectmen, the executive 
body of the town — and Town Mana- 
ger who is responsible for the admi- 
nistrative aspect of town affairs. 

Same say this form of local gov- 
ernment is not the most efficient 
way of doing the public business 
anymore, Still, after over 350 years, 
il is the only political structure thal 
thrives on individual participation, 
and fosters personal contact 
between citizen and “the system”. 

The corporate body of Winchester 

town meeting — consists of 192 
members elected from the eight pre- 
cincts lo serve three years, 

Basically, town meeting pays lhe 
bills, borrows when necessary, cre- 
ates special committees, and 
reviews zoning and the town. 

It is the lively, twice a year, loca} 
forum thal gives all — even those nat 
elected as voling members — the 
chance lo be heard on all matters of 
local import. 

Equally important to Winchester 
are the nine various boards and 
committees directly elected by the 
voters and the five or more sub- 
commitlees elected by these boards. 

Simple arithmetic tells us that 
there are nearly 300 opportunities 
{or the Winchester citizens to get 
vitally involved in local affairs 
\hrough town elections or varied 
appointments by the elected boards, 

Further, there are well over thirly 
ways to get involved in most aspects 
of town government administration 
(hrough application to, and appoint- 
ment by, our Board of Selectmen to 
the committees and boards directly 
under its charge, 

‘Yo cap it off, Town Manager has 
power of appointment for about thir- 
teen department heads, Citizens 
with the required skills are cordially 
welcomed to apply whenever a posi- 
tion opens. 

A fina} and perhaps most vilal way 
ta become involved -- and there are 
21,450 positions open al present — is 
to go oul and vole at each local 
election. 

In our town meeting form of gov- 
ernment, where each of us can count 
if we make an effort, the critical 
observation is often better left sub- 
ordinale lo constructive personal 
action. 

Il is surprising how easily ‘‘they” 
becomes “us” as one begins contri- 
buling to the well-being of Winches- 
ter — or anyplace! 

Winchester has been blessed too, 
over long years, with a caliber of 
Citizen where personal convenience 
Is far outweighed by civic spirit. 

This one fact has had the long 
range result that as Winchester has 
srown into one of many large subur- 
ban communities, but a few miles 
from Boston, almost alone it has 
been able toretaina lovely tradition- 
al llavor so characteristic of the old 
New England town,

Winchester combines easy 
access lo Boston with a suburban 
lifestyle. It is one of the most 
affluent towns in Massachusetts. 


The area known as Winchester 
was created in 1850 from parts of 
Medford, Woburn and West Cam- 
bridge (now Arlington), It was 
named after Col. William E. 
Winchester, a Watertown resi- 
dent. The Winchester area was 
originally settled in 1640 and was 
successively called Waterfield, 
Woburngates, South Woburn and 
Blackhorse Village. 


Today Winchester is a tree- 
lined bedroom community just a 
13-minute train ride from down- 
town Boston. It encompasses 
21,000 people and 6 square miles 
of land. 


Winchester’s population is 
white-collar and highly educated, 
Of those who work, almost half 
are managers or professionals 
Many work in Boston because of 
the convenient access provided 
by the Boston-to-Lowell train. 
The train has passed through 
Winchester since the inception of 
the Boston-to-Lowell route in 
LB35. 


Winchesler is conservative by 
Massachusetts standards, 
Roughly 40 percent of the lown's 
registered voters are Democrats, 
while 26 percent are regislered 
Republicans.

On the retail 
side, Winchester has undergone 
considerable revitaliztion in 
recent years.

T'M approves spending shuffle

Town Meeting gave its stamp 
of approval to selectmen’s 
recommendations for dealing 
with the town's currenl $775,000 
shortfall 

Town Meeting took favorable 
action on the four motions with 
minimal discussion Monday 
night during a Special Town 
Meeting. 


Winchester was hit with a 
$775,000 shortfall! after Governor 
Michael Dukakis announced dur- 
ing the summer months that a 
reduction in loca) aid was neces- 
sary. In addition to reduced local 
aid, fewer reversions and less 
interest generated by invest- 
ments contributed to the town’s 
fiscal dilemma. 

However, actions taken by 
Town Meeting Monday night take 
care of $580,000 of that shortfall, 


while the remaining $195,000 is 
expected to be generated from 
increases in fees at the {ransfer 
slation approved by selectmen 
last week. 

“We're here to solve a (§.75 
million) problem," said Select- 
man Chairman Thomas Schmitt 
in addressing Town Meeting. 
Schmitt likened the town's dilem- 
ma loa story about Justice Wen- 
dell Holmes. As the story goes, 
Holmes could not find his ticket 


on board a train one time. The 
conductor told him not 10 worry 
aboul it. Holmes responded that 
il was not the ticket he was wor- 
ried about, he was just nol sure of 
where he was going, 

“Finding the money is only 
part of the problem," Schmitt 
said of Winchestler’s fiscal dilem- 
ma.

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ning Long-range Solutions.’’ 

Spear-headed by former select- 
man and Alliance Chairman 
Lawrence Smith, the event is 
intended to open up discussion of 
ideas for multi-year solutions to the 
town's current fiscal problems.

Principal Ritchie settling in at WHS

When high school principal Dr. 
John Ritchie stops a student in 
(he hall and asks to see that 
sludent in his office later — it 
doesn’t always mean trouble. 

In fact, Ritchie is usually just 
hoping for a nice sit-down chat, a 
get-to-know-you kind of conversa- 
tion. For the last few months, 
that’s exactly what newly- 
appointed principal Ritchie has 
been slriving to do — get to know 
the students, teachers and staff 
at the high school. 

Ritchie replaces retiring prin- 
cipal Vincent Larocco, and offi- 
cially set up his space in the 
corner office this fatl Although 


being ‘the new principal on the 
block" can carry an inordinate 
amount of responsibility as well 
as a prelty spacious proving 
ground, the 39-year-old Ritchie 
appears relaxed and ready. The 
new post seems to suil him just 
fine. 

From his beginning years al 
Dartmouth, where Rilchie 
earned his bachelor’s degree in 
English, he said he was always 
interested in the field of educa- 
tion and “always wanted lo 
become a teacher." 

He later carned his master’s 
degree at Harvard University 
and just recently received his 
doctorate from Harvard as well. 

Atler graduation, Ritchie made 
the change from student lo leach- 


er. An English teacher for seven 
years in the Brookline school sys- 
(em, Ritchie then moved on to the 
position of “housemastler,” or the 
equivalent of an assistant princi- 
pal, a position he held for six 
years before coming to 
Winchester. 

The switch from leacher to 
principal was in essence a move 
closer lo the students for Ritchie. 
ilis interest in school-wide issues 
that affect students and the abili- 
ty to deal with the student on a 
broader range could be achieved 
in a more adminstrative role, 
Ritchie said, 

What's a regular day for a high 
school principal? That's just the

Commercial and residential prop- 
erty taxation will remain equal, 
selectmen decided Tuesday night. 

In a brief public hearing, select- 
men discussed the possibility of 
accepting tax classification. Howev- 
er, the board unanimously voted to 
retain level taxation, 

Director of Assessments Dan 
McGurl noted that any change in 
classification would simply shift the 
burden of taxation to the business 
community, and would not raise 
additional revenues for the town, 

Winchester is approximately 92 
percent residential property, with 
the remaining eight percent 
commerical. 

Chamber of Commerce President 
Anthony Albiani noted that the busi- 
ness community is in favor of level 
taxation. 

“Po shift nearly $1 million on 
approximately 7 percent of the popu- 
lation seems unfair,” said Albiani. 

Albiani noted that Winchester’s 
commercial/industrial base is 
small. “It's a very small percen- 
tage. Almost the smallest in the 
area," said Albiani, 

In a letter to selectmen prior to 
their meeting, Albiani noted that 
with the small number of businesses 
in town, the impact of a tax change 
on residential property owners in 
terms of savings would be minimal. 
Conversely, he said, “... it would 
have a very negative impact on our 
business or commercial base or 
future development. Towns that 
have adopted the tax classification 
have at least three times the com- 
mercial property we have in 
Winchester,” said Albiani. 


“We feel it would be an unfair 
burden on the business community, 
and would send out a negative mes- 
sage we feel would have a serious 
impact on future growth in our 
town,"’ Albiani said in his letter to 
selectmen. 

Selectman Robert Deering said 
tax classification was initiated for 
towns whose residents were carry- 
ing a heavier tax burden than busi- 
ness and commercial property 
owners, 

“Classification has its place in a 
community of heavy commercial or 
industria] (use), said Deering. 
“The intent of tax classification docs 
not fall onto towns like Winchester.” 

Selectman Steve Powers said he 
does not believe businesses are 
using ‘‘an inordinate amount of the 
town’s services compared with resi- 
dents.” Instead, Powers com- 
mended business owners for their 
prudence. 

Selectmen voted 4-0 for level taxa- 
tion. Selectman Judith Muggia was 
absent. 

Borrowing money 

Winchester will need to borrow 
approximately $1.1 million to cover 
bills for a month. According to Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer, 
“This is to get us through a cash flow 
problem we're currently having.” 

Maurer said the state's decision to 
provide local aid payments semi- 
annually rather than quarterly as 
was done prior to this past summer 
has caused problems for the town. 

The loan will reportedly cost the 
town approximately $7,000 to $7,800 
for the 30-day period. The loan will 
be repaid as tax bills are collected. 

“This is the first time in about six 
years the town has had Lo borrow in 
anticipation of taxes,”’ said Maurer. 


Parents implored 
to join drug battle

Lt, James Pierce agrees drugs are 
present in Winchester, but says 
addressing the problem has to be a 
joint educational effort. 

And included in that educational 
process are parents. Al the local 
level, thal means parents in 
Winchester, he said. 

Pierce was invited lo speak before 
the Rotary Club last week in con- 
junction with President George 
Bush’s recent war on drugs 
campaign. 

“The national picture is nol good,” 
said Pierce. “Until the money is 
appropriated, all we're doing at the 
local level is pulting our finger in the 
dike,” 

Pierce said one factor which trou- 
bles him locally has been the lack of 
response by parents to an offer by 
Pierce and the Winchester police to 
speuk to parent groups about adoles- 
cents and drugs. 

“Nobody's ever called, We want to 
talk to the parents,” said Pierce. 
“Unfortunately, 1 think the parents 
don't want lo hear it.’ 

According to Pierce, Winchester is 
part of Northeast Metropolitan Law 
Enforcement Council. Through 
NEMLEC, Winchester and sur- 


rounding towns have targeted und 
seized drugs and dealers. 

“Drug usage affects everyone — 
the public, private, police, teacher- 
s... There's no area that is 
immune," he said. 

The problem, said Pierce, is that 
drug dealers and users ‘‘don't care 
what they do to the people further 
down the line.” 

Pierce said one of the major drugs 
available and used today is cocaine, 
referring to it as “the drug of 
choice.’ While many people may 
believe marijuana was “a drug of 
the 60s," Pierce assured Rotary 
members thal it is ‘alive and well 
and living in Winchester.” 

In his discussion, Pierce outlined a 
number of drugs available in today’s 
society, The problem, he said, com- 
es wilh the inconsisleney in drugs. 
“Some are made in the home, some 
ina lab. They could be cutting it with 
manitol or they could be cutting it 
with ral poison,” he said. 

Valium, said Pierce, is “one of the 
most commonly abused drugs we 
deal with."’ However, by and large, 
Pierce said he sees the greatest 
problems with alcohol. 

“Alcohol is one of the most devas- 
tating drugs we have,” said Pierce.

the local aid problem is “only the 
lip of the iceburg. There is a 
larger problem below the 
surface.” 

Schmitt noted that if the town 
chose to make personnel culs lo 
make up for the shortfall, it 
would have cost the town an addi- 
tional 30 employees — approxi- 
mately the same number cut dur- 
ing last Spring Town Meeting. 

Town Meeting approved the 
four steps recommended by 
selectmen and supported by the 
Finance and School Committees. 
Short-term solutions 

Town Meeting unanimously 
approved a motion to transfer 
$40,000 from the Town Hall Reno- 
valion account left over from that 
project. According 10 Schmitt. 
the funds would normally revert 
inlo the general fund for next 
year. Town Meeting’s approval 
would simply take that step a 


litle earlier than usual, noted 
Schmitt. 

The second motion proposed 
transferring $255,700 from the 
stabilization account to the capi- 
tal improvement account. The 
funds will pay for previously vot- 
ed capital projects including the 
purchase of police and Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) 
vehicles as well as asbestos 
removal at the DPW park garage 
and in some schoo) buildings. The 
motion easily gained the two- 
thirds vole necessary to pass. 

The third motion also transfers 
funds from the stabilization 
account, drawing that fund down 
to zero. A total of $144,300 will be 
used to fund water systems 
improvements previously 
approved by Town Meeting in 
1987 and 1988. These projects will 
take place on Swan Road and 
Main Street. 

The fourth motion, cutting 
$100,000 from the current budget, 


passed by a majority voice vote 
without discussion. A total of 
$40,000 was cut from the munici- 
pal budget, while $60,000 was 
reduced froin the school budget. 

These reductions include funds 
for overtime, totalling $1.500 
from the assessors budget; $1,000 
from the Town Clerk's office; 
$1.000 from the Engineering 
department; and $20,000 from the 
recreation department. In addi- 
tion, other expenses budgets 


were reduced in the library 
account ($2,500), highway 
account, ($9,000) and insurance 
($5,000), 


The school department's cut 
comes to $60,000 from the sup- 
plies and materials account. 
According to School Committee 
Member Donna Brandt Landry, 
(he committee had ‘no interest” 
in further personnel reductions. 
“Supplies and materials is exact- 
ly thal: textbooks, paper, work- 
sbooks, art supplies.” she said. 


Landry said the cut was made 
“with regret. but with a coopera- 
tive spirit”. 

Atlempts to amend 

Former Selectman and Chairman 
of the Alliance for Winchester's 
Future Lawrence Smith proposed an 
amendment to the second motion.

Bailey supports chief’s 
push to improve weapons

I am writing in response to Fior- 
vante A. Bares’ thoughtful and well- 
reasoned letter to the editor entitled 
“Bares questions need for weapons” 
(Winchester Star, Sept. 14, 1989). 
While I agree with the writer's per- 
spective that Winchester must care- 
fully prioritize among the many 
urgent needs occasioned by our pre- 
sent financial crisis, I strongly dis- 
agree that the need for our police 
department to upgrade the capacity 
and quality of their service-issued 
firearms is not a seriously compell- 
ing matter. 

Before discussing the substance of 
this issue, however, it is important 
to stress that the police depart- 
ment’s fundraising initiative is a 
purely private endeavor. From this 
Standpoint, 1 was somewhat sur- 
prised by the implicit crilicism of 
the department's attempt to fund the 
upgrading project. As I see it, Chief 
Perritano should be praised, not 
chastised, for seeking to support this 
initiative solely through private 
contributions. 

Clearly, the Chief had the option to 
include a weapons-oriented, line- 
item request in the public safety 
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annual budget submitted to the town 
last Spring. Therefore, his decision 
to select an alternative approach, in 
my opinion, does not show a lack of 
control on the part of someone 
“administering” to the town of 
Winchester. Rather, it reveals a 
keen understanding, sensitivity and 
prescience to our financial predica- 
ment by our Police Chief which 
should be acknowledged and 
applauded. 

As to the central issue involved in 
the discussion, the matter can be 
reduced to questioning whether the 
Winchester Police force faces true 
danger in its daily rounds and 
whether a need to upgrade their 
firearms truly exists. Sadly, the 
answer to both questions is yes. 

Mr. Bares asks the question, 
“When was the last time (Winches- 
ter Police had to exchange fire) with 
the extremely bad guys populating 
the Winchester Corral?’' While it 
wasn’t exactly yeslerday, Iam sure 
many readers still recall the running 
gun-battle between Winchester 
Police and three fleeing bank rob- 
bers that occurred on Washington 
Street in 1980. To Lt. James Pierce 
and members of the department

Clock is 
ticking on 
dump site 


TO THE EDITOR: 

Very early on a peaceful winter 
morning, John Morgan saw a dozen 
mallard ducks bobbing atop Library 
Pond in Winchester Center, where 
the Aberjona River pauses in its flow 
into Upper Mystic Lake. He asked a 
town official, ‘Why don’t you do an 
autopsy on them?” 

“They've been dead toa long,”’ he 
was told. 

Morgan is not sure why state offi- 
cials recently closed Sandy Beach on 
the Upper Mystic, but if the ducks 
are resting there, he knows it wasn’t 
the fault of the lake. 

Morgan is a former local police 
officer who is about to mark the (0th 
anniversary of his war against the 
town of Winchester. 

You may remember him as the 
frustraled property owner whose 
front porch overlooks 25,000 cubic 
yards of dawntown Boston. The 
lounges, shops and theaters starled 
arriving al the Winchester sand pit 
in January, 1980, when the state was 
making space in Boston’s Park 
Square for ifs new Transportation 
Building. 

In addition lo all those buildings 
that fell off the trucks on their way to 
the hazardous waste landfill in 
Amesbury, Morgan also has identi- 
fied about 2000 cubic yards of ‘oxic 
Surprise that arrived from the W.R. 
Grace properties near Alewife 
Brook in Cambridge. 

Since our tast report in April, 1986, 
Morgan has bludgeoned the town 
into spending $10,000 to find out 
whal's inside the Toxie Surprise. 

Mie is no happier about his view 
from the front porch now than he 
wus a decade ago. It’s as sad 

s... well...a flock of dead ducks 
floating through Winchester Square. 

Morgan has just served notice on 
Winchester that he intends to sue the 
town and property owner Charles

Ferrari for violation of the Toxic 
Dumping Act. 

The town pretends to be his new- 
found pal, ever since he started 
piling up victories at Town Meeting. 
But Morgan did not fall off the truck 
that delivered the Hillbilly Ranch to 
his front lawn. He remembers, after 
seven years of war and front-page 
notoriety over the dump, the chair- 
man of the board of selectmen won- 
dering at a televised meeting, 
what's all this talk about a dump? It 
was news to him. ‘That one slipped 
by me,” said the fellow who is now 
the Winchester Town Counsel. 

There are piles of reports all over 
Town Hall. The lawsuit is Morgan's 
way of guarding them against any 
further spead of Alzheimer’s. 

He is in no hurry to bring the civil 
suit, but the Toxic Dumping Act is a 
criminal statute and the clock on the 
six-year statute of limitations is 
running. 

The Supreme Court says the clock 
starts ticking from the moment of 
‘public awareness’’ — in Lhis case, a 
1984 study by Hidell-Eyster & Asso- 
ciates, Inc. that found traces of 
arsenic, cyanide and stuff like that. 

The study commissioned by the 
town was presented by EA Engi- 
neering, Science, and Technology, 
Inc. on May 30, but the town isn’t 
exactly working overtime to get the 
news out. 

“If 1 were a suspicious man, I 
might think they're treading water 
until lhe statute of limitations pas- 
ses, so this is just my way of pre- 
serving our new friendship,’’ says 
Morgan. 

The new report found something 
the first report didn’! — water, at 
belween 50 and 60 feet at all four test 
wells. 

That is terribly bad news for the 
mallard ducks. 

The state has put the dumpsite on 
its investigations list. Based on the 
earlier analysis, the state was will- 
ing to allow the Park Square grave 
to be covered and sealed. But finding 
it floating on a water table is some- 
thing else. It may order the stuff 
removed. In 1985, the state said that 
if the town wanted to remove it, it 
eould only have hauled by “a 
licensed hazardous waste transper- 
ter” to ‘‘an approved sanitary land- 
fill authorized to receive such 
materials,” 

Massachusetts doesn’t have one! 

It had one in Amesbury, bul closed 
it in 1984. That was where the state 
was sending Park Square in 1980 
when it slipped off those trucks in 
Winchester. 

The sand pit dump is located 
between Morgan’s property near the 
Woburn border and the old Woburn 
Loop line of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. 

New test wells along the Loop, 
which the state has refused to con- 
vey to the town for a planned deve- 
lopment of the area, discovered the 
same water table at 32 feet. 

What runs under the Loop and Ye 
Old Park Square is a stream once 
known as Russell Brook. Where does 
it go? It goes into the Aberjona 
River, about midway between the 
Woburn wells thal are at issue in the 
cancer deaths liability case against 
tamong others) W.R. Grace, and the 
mallard ducks floating into Upper 
Mystic Lake. 

This could put the state in a ridi- 
culous pickle. It is fond of imposing 
$50,000 and $100,000 fines against 


little folks who spill a can of motor 
oil on a coastal pigeon retreat, and 
its own contractor mixes a section of 
downtown Boston in a sand pit with 
dangerous chemicals that are now 
leaching into a mallard ducks habi- 
tat en route Lo Sandy Beach. 

Only a hypocrile would leave it 
there. 

And only the idiot state bureaucra- 
cy would prohibit itself from relocat- 
ing it. 

Since the town cannot escape a 
criminal liability suit by letting the 
clock run, there is no reason to delay 
the test announcements any longer. 

It is going to be mighty interesting 
lo read the list of ingredients in 
Winchester’s recipe for Toxie Sur- 
prise. Plus, we gourmets want to 
know how the ducks are being 
basted, and why they glow in the 
dark.

“We're not addressing the problem 
of alcohol. 

“Nothing compares to the people 
that die on the roads due to alcohol 
It is, as far as I'm concerned, our 
worsl problem in this country,” he 
added. 

Pierce addressed a number of fac- 
tors which contribule to drug and/or 
alcohol abuse, including peer pres- 
sure, experimentation, mimicking, 
and addiction. 

“Most of it is a learned experi- 
ence. ‘Dad's doing a joint and it 
doesn't bother him; Mom's doing a 
line in the kitchen and it doesn’t 
bother her... 1 think PH try il,” 
said Pierce of the beginning of drug 
use for many youngsters. “It’s 
depressing, but that's how it can 
happen.” 

Pierce said signs to look for if a 
person suspects drug abuse are: 
sleeping disorders, cating habits 


chenging, changes in grades, new 
friends that haven't been around 
before, more irritability, things out 
of place or missing in the home, 
mood swings, and significant weight 
gain or loss. 

in addressing a problem, Pierce 
said there are a number of steps 
which can be laken. 

“The first thing you have to do is 
to Jearn (o communicate with your 
kid,” said Pierce. “And that doesn't 
mean stand there and yell al them. 
Listen to them. 

Educate yourself. Know the facts 
aboul drugs and what they can do. 

“Set an example. Most of the kids 
who take their first drink, their first 
(marijuana) joint, their first line (of 
cocaine) have seen it in the home. 
That's where it starts. That's where 
the education has to start,"’ he said. 

Pierce advised parents not to pan- 
ic, and not lo skirt around an issue. 
“If you find it, confront it,"’ he said.

Once again, on account of fee 
raises, the town dump is in the 
news, Part of the town for 45 
years, the dump is one of the 
most familiar parts of town. 
Before 1944, however, there was 
no dump on the site, and the area 
was put to quite different use. 

Until late in the 19th century 
the land north of Swanton Street 
between the railroad and the riv- 
er, had not been built upon. In 
1876 the Chapin Schoo] was 
erected in the area (just south of 
the present dump) and stood 
alone for many years. In 1891 a 
“Plan of House Lots Belonging to 
the Suburban Land Improvement 
Company” proposed that the 
entire area surrounding the 
school, just north of Swanton 
Street between the two branches 
of the railroad, be broken up into 
house lots. This plan did not go 
into effect. Rather, the area 
became an industrial site. 

Industry came first to Swanton 
Street in the 1870s when the Mose- 
ley Tannery (later owned by Lor- 
ing & Avery, then Beggs & Cobb) 
was built by the Woburn branch 
of the railroad, on the south side 
of Swanton. In 1893 the McKay 
Metallic Fastener Company built 
a large factory, along the main 
line of the Boston & Maine, 
behind the school — where the 
dump is now located. After sever- 
al years, the company being

searching for an area to put its 
dump, several sites were prop- 
osed -- and protested. At the 
April 1944 Town Meeting the site 
of the former Puffer Company 
was chosen. 

The site might have changed 
again during the mid-1950s when 
the prospect of creating a new 
dump arose. In the 10 years that 
had passed, the saturation point 
of the dump, which had begun as 
a sanitary landfill, was almost 
reached, New dump siles were 
suggested, principally one on 
Cross Street; however, following 
several years of commiltee 
reports, town meeting discus- 
sions, and a variety of propusals 
and arguments, an incinerator 
contract was awarded in 1960 and 
the town dump remained where it 
still is. The incineralor was in 
operation until 1976, when the 
dump — as it will always popular- 
ly be called — was developed into 
a transfer station. 

The route to the dump has 
become increasingly tamiiar 
during the present decade aiter 
trash collection disappeared 
completely in 1981, a victim of 
budget constraints. Following 
upon recent decisions, wherein 
permit fees, which increased 
eight-fold just this year, have 
been subjected to new increases 
(20 times higher than last year), 
the route will become no less 
familiar but increasingly more 
expensive and burdensome to 
travel.

point, there is no such thing as 
“regular,” says Ritchie 

“It's always being on the go, 
making decisions — and hoping 
they're the right ones — gelling 
back to the person you were sup- 
posed to speak with, meetings, 
BZroup conferences ... and going 
to pep rallies,” grins Ritchie. 

Ritchie admits any type of 
change is tough but he has been 
pleased with the “welcoming and 
friendly” reception he’s gotten in 
Winchester thus far. 

And Ritchie realizes too, that 
being a teacher in 1989 isn'l an 
easy lask. “In general, there's an 
increased demand and expecta- 
tions on teachers ... many new 
responsibilities fall on the 
school.” says Ritchie.

Comedian Rich Little 
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Some of the best 
herbs for growing 
in pots

The pleasant picture of attractive, 
fragrant herb plants churning out 
their culinary treasures at a sunny 
kitchen window or under plant lights 
carries great appeal for anyone who 
loves cooking and plants. 

Here are some of the best herbs 
for growing in pots. 

CRESS 

Absurdly easy to grow, garden 
cress is the speediest of all herbs to 
produce its foliage, which is pungent 
and peppery and an ideal spicing 
ingredient for soups, salads and 
sandwiches. 

Cress is one exception to the rule 
that herbs need good drainage, and 
it requires only a shallow soil depth. 
I’ve grown cress in little foil pie tins 
and, when the children were young, 
even in egg cups with a happy face 
drawn on the cup to await its fast- 
growing green “hair.” 

And the wait isn't long, as germi- 
nation is rapid and the cress is often 
ready to cut within a week to 10 days 
of seeding. Each plant wil] take two 
or three ‘crew cuts’’ before it tires. 
A seeding every few weeks will give 
a continuous fresh supply of this 
delicious herb. 

DILL 

This feathery herb is a pleasure to 
look at and an indispensable ingre- 
dient in fish and vegetable sauces. 
The snipped greens add a fresh spicy 
flavor to salads and cooked 
vegetables. 

Dill germinates quickly and new 
seedings can be made every month 
or s0 to replace plants grown too tall. 

For pot culture, a compact variety 
such as Bouquet is ideal. Keeping 
the foliage trimmed with frequent 
use will help hold dill plants within 
bounds. 

Maintain a moist soil for this herb. 
PARSLEY 

For indoor culture the more com- 
pact curly-leaved parsley is pre- 
ferred over plain-leaved Italian 
parsley. Notoriously slow to germi- 
nate, parsley will sprout successful- 
ly within two weeks, provided the 
seed is fresh. 

To facilitate germination, place 
the seeds to be planted in the 
refrigerator or freezer for a week 
prior to planting. Then soak them 
overnight in warm water the night 
before seeding. Barely cover the 
seeds and keep the soil moist during 
and after germination. 

Parsley will produce its flavorful 
and decorative foliage most abun- 
dantly given full sun and rich, moist 
soil. Pop an extra dab of sterilized, 
processed manure into the soil mix 
for this herb, 

BASIL 

A few leaves of fresh basil will 
heighten the flavor of any tomato 
dish. Basi] fans may wish to grow 
both a purple and a green basil for 
an added decorative flair in salads 
and garnishes. 

Pinch back the growing tips of this 
highly fragrant herb to keep it bushy 
and productive. Basil germinates

Jackie 
Robinson 

exhibit comes 
to Boston 


Jackie Robinson: An American 
Journey, an in-depth, muti-media 
depiction of the life of baseball 
superstar and civil rights spokes- 
man, Jackie Robinson, opens 
Sept. 22 at International Place 
located at High, Purchase and 
Oliver streets in Boston. 

This sixth stop on a national 
tour of the 3,900-square-foot 
traveling exhibit, commemo- 
rates Robinson's historic entry 
into major league baseball as its 
only black player. 

National sponsor of the exhibit 
is Coca-Cola USA. Local sponsors 
include BML Associates, Interna- 
tional Place and Boston’s four 
professional sports teams — The 
Boston Red Sox, The Boston Cel- 
tics, The Boston Bruins and the 
New England Patriots. This is the 
first time the four sports franch- 
ises have participated in a joint- 
sponsorship. 

The exhibition contains more 
than 175 photographs and 200 arti- 
facts, including trophies, letters, 
uniforms and other memorabilia, 
along with films and interactive 
videos highlighting Jackie Robin- 
son — the athlete and the citizen. 
Robinson’s career with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, his off-field 
activities and impact in business, 
politics and the civil rights move- 
ment are examined. 

William P. Casey, executive 
vice president, Coca-Cola, USA 
said the exhibit is part of three- 
year commemoration of Robin- 
son’s courage and achievement 
in breaking baseball's color bar- 
rier and accelerating the struggle 
for racial equality in this country. 

“Jackie Robinson's baseball 
feats are legend, and the record 
of his successful personal battle 
against prejudice and hostility 
throughout his career as a Dod- 
ger is widespread,” Mr, Casey 
said, ‘But this exhibit also tells 
the rest of the Jackie Robinson 
story — chapters perhaps over- 
shadowed by his baseball record, 
but inspiring episodes which 

often had more impact when put 
in proper perspective,’’ Casey 
said. 

Robinson, who died Oct. 24, 
1972, became the first black play- 
er in the major leagues in 1947, 
with the Brooklyn Dodgers, and 
paved the road to the majors for 
hundreds of other minority ath- 
letes. He was named Rookie of 
the Year as the Dodgers won the 
1947 National league pennant. 


The exhibition began its tour in 
1987 at The New York Historical 
Society in New York City and the 
California Afro-American 
Museum in Los Angeles. In 1988 
the tour visited the Robert W. 
Woodruff Library at the Atlanta 
University Center and the Char- 
les Sumner School in Washington, 
D.C. The 1989 tour began in Chi- 
cago, where it was featured at the 
Museum of Science and Industry, 
and later travelled to Miami at 
the Historical Museum of South- 
ern Florida.

Some final musings 
on 1989 tourney

The 60th Annual Fal] Town Tennis 
Championships deserves some addi- 
tional comments and for what they 
are worth, here goes.

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It’s time for back 
to school 


physicals 

Back-to-school rituals. Parents 
know them well, Unlike shopping for 
new clothes and notebooks, howev- 
er, getting the children’s physical 
exams is a duty nobody eagerly 
anticipates. 

Nevertheless, there are ways to 
make the process rewarding for both 
child and parents, says Dennis 
Markovitz, M.D. a family practition- 
er on the staff of Winchester 
Hospilal. 

Preparation is the key. During the 
year, parents should observe certain 
developmental areas such as school 
progress, making friends, and self- 
confidence. 

“Others have stated that this is a 
child's work,” says Markovitz. 
“Just as a parent's job is his or her 
work, developing confidence and 
making friends is a child's work. A 
doctor will want to know how a child 
is doing in these areas.”” 

As the date for the exam 
approaches, make a list of your 
questions und concerns. That way, 


you re certain of getting them 
answered. Also, talk to your children 
about the exam so they know what to 
expect. Depending on their ages, you 
may need to allay their fears. 

“Children who are five to seven 
have active imaginations, and their 
fears are very real," says Marko- 
vitz. “Inevitably, children worry 
about shots. In most cases, they 
should have had all of them by the 
age of five, so parents can be 
reassuring.” 

Due lo outbreaks of measles in 
various parts of the country, howev- 
er, many major medical authorities 
are now recommending a secondary 
measles booster shot. Check with 
your doctor, both for your child and 
yourself. 

At the exam, be sensitive to the 
fact that your children may want lo 
see the doctor or nurse alone. They'll 
usually tell you when that time com- 
es, Also, be aware that many doctors 
like to see the child for a few minutes 
without the parent, to help establish 
a relationship. 

During the exam the doctor may 
ask questions and Jet them know 
what to expect, especially if any- 
thing is likely to hurt. The child will 
be weighed and measured and his 
vision and hearing will be checked. 


The doctor also wil) check heart, 
lungs, stomach and other organs as 
well as breasts (boys and girls) and 
external genilalia. Then, the doctor 
will recommend appropriate tests 
(such as blood, TB etc.) check the 
child's inoculation record and ask if 
there are questions. 

“As children get older, they may 
have questions they want to ask 
confidentially. Hopefully, the 
parents will respect their wishes and 
give them the privacy they need,” 
says Markovitz. 

The exam is an ideal time to help 
children learn to deal with peer 
pressure. ‘Kids and parents need to 
see that no child is perfect. Kids 
tease each other about being too 
short or too fat. An exam can help 
clarify what normal ranges really 
are and also determine and reinfor- 
ce a child's self-confidence,”’ says 
Markovitz. 


A back-to-school exam also pro- 
vides the opportunity to cover safety 
issues, says Markovitz. ‘'Safety on 
buses, in cars (especially drinking 
and driving with adolescents), and 
injury avoidance in sports can be 
discussed." 

Lastly, an exam can reassure 
children they're normal and healthy 


and the parents that they're doing a 
good job of nurturing their child.

SUBURBAN SAMPLER 
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Exactly what is 
Proposition 212? 


(Editor's Note: Many of the stories in the 
subsequent Suburban Sampler’ pages 
deal with tight town budgets. To put 
those stories in context, we provide a brief 
explanation of the state's property-tax 
cap, which has played a major role in the 
suburbs’ fiscal picture.)

If you’re new to Massachusetts, 
and heard your local officials mum- 
bling this and that about “‘two and a 
half," you may be wondering what 
the fuss is all about. Does it have 
something to do with your new house 
costing two and a half times what 
your old house was worth? 

No, it’s only Proposition 21%, the 
colloquial term for the most famous 
— or infamous — law to be enacted 
in the Bay State in the past decade. 
It’s been blamed and credited for 
everything from mass teacher lay- 
offs to the booming state economy in 
the mid-1980s. 

The legislation now known as 
Proposition 24% appeared as Ques- 
tion 2 on a statewide referendum 
ballot in 1980, where it won approval 
after a heated campaign. 

The Jaw got the nickname of 
“Prop. 2i2" because of its main 
proviso: cities and towns must limit 
their property taxes to 2'2 percent of 
the ‘‘full market value”’ of all prop- 
erties in the community. If commun- 
ities had been taxing their homeow- 
ners more than that, the law 
mandated tax decreases of 15 per- 
cent annually until the 2% percent 
cap was reached. Once there, prop- 
erly taxes can go up by only 2%

percent per year. 

Around the time that Proposition 
2% was implemented, a lawsuit 
against one Massachusetts town 
resulted in the state requiring com- 
munities to revalue all properties 
every three years. Previously, ithad 
been the custom in Massachusetts to 
conduct property revaluations only 
about every 10 years or so, and in 
some towns they were even more 
infrequent. 

With Proposition 2% came the 
expectation that cities and towns 
would cut back on governmental 
waste and fat, and, if necessary, 
could charge new or increased fees 
for municipal services, But for com- 
munities that wanted a lot more 
money, such as for school construc- 
tion, the tax-cap law provided two 
avenues; the debt exclusion and the 
general override. 

In the debt exclusion, the cost of a 
given capital project is excluded 
from the limits of Proposition 2%. 
The cost of the project is added to 
the base tax rate determined by 
Proposition 24%, When the project is 
all paid for, the tax rate goes back 
down to the normal Proposition 21% 
limit. 

A general override permanently 
allows a city or town to levy more 
than 2% percent of the tax base in 
property taxes. 

But municipal officials cannot 
raise money through either a debt 
exclusion or a general override 
unless a majority of their voters give 
their blessing in a referendum. 

The Proposition 2% law also con- 
tains several, perhaps lesser-known 


provisions. 

Under ‘‘2'%,"’ Massachusetts ren- 
ters get a state income tax deduction 
of half of the rent they have paid on 
their residence for the past year. 

If you moved to Massachusetts 
from another state, you may be 
eligible for a partial rental deduc- 
tion for the rent you paid during the 
part of the year you lived in the Bay 
State. See the Massachusetts income 
tax form instructions for details. 

The auto excise tax, levied by 
cities and towns on all motor vehi- 
cles registered in their jurisdictions, 
was limited to $25 per $1,000 of 
valuation (or 2% percent, just like 
real estate taxes), If you move to 
Massachusetts and register you car 
in this state, you soon will get an 
excise tax bill from your assessors, 
and you will get one each Jan, 1 
thereafter. 

Proposition 24 took effect on July 
1, 1981, the start of the next fiscal 
year after its passage. (The Massa- 
chusetts fiscal year runs from July 1 
to June 30.) 


The first few years following the 
implementation of Proposition 21% 
saw a lot of layoffs and belt- 
tightening in area towns, which had 
already been suffering from the high 
inflation of the 1970s and a less strict 
tax cap imposed several years 
earlier. 


The steady increase, however, 
ended this summer, when a large 
budget shortfall ushered in the start 
of the 1990 fiscal year, and the state 
cut back on its aid to the 
municipalities.

feel squeeze

As Arlington Schools open, 
parents and students wil] begin feel- 
ing — some say for the first time — 
the sting of the heavy cuts the sys- 
tem has had to take over the last few 
years. 

“This will be the first significant 
year people will begin to feel the 
effects of the cuts — more than other 
years,’ said School Committee 
member David McKenna, “but how 
much they feel it will also depend on 
individual needs.” 

If the individual need is to partici- 
pate in sports or take music lessons, 
the first stings will come when 
parents will be asked to open their 
checkbooks and wallets and pay for 
their children to participate those 
activilies.

faced with imposing user fees, which 
mos! consider “distasteful,” or cul- 
ting certain extra-curricular 
activities. 

“Though they may not like paying, 
most parents [ know would rather 
pay the user fees than lose the prog- 
rams,’ said Carolyn Simmons, a 
parent with four children in the 
Arlington school sysiem and a Town 
Meeting member from Precinct 12. 
“When a program is cut, out there 
isn’t much of a chance of having it 
back.” 

Extra-curricular programs had to 
be cut e1yway, and parents were 
rudely awakened when their child- 
ren came home suddenly unable to 
sing in their favorite chorus. 

“All of a sudden this culting stuff 
is a reality,” said Simmons. “It 
becomes a reality when your child is 
interested in something that no lon- 


ger exists.” 

But extra-curricular activities are 
not the only options that no longer 
exist. 

To avoid cutting academic prog- 
rams altogether, schoo! officials cut 
back on various subjects, such as 
foreign languages, or scheduled 
them to be alternated year to year. 

Though a student may still get the 
two years of a foreign language 
required by colleges, the choice of 
languages and of the years in which 
they will be studied are more 
limited. 

“Students will get the minimum 
requirements of college only — the 
extras ... that’s just not going to be 
there," said Virginia Fuller, presi- 
dent of the Arlington Teachers Asso- 
ciation, a teacher at the Brackett 
School.

As programs and budgets are cut 
because of a steady decline in secon- 
dary school enrollment, the elemen- 
tary grades are beginning to feel an 
uncomfortable tightness — the mini- 
baby-boomers of the 80s are just now 
reaching kindergarten and first- 
grade, swelling the ranks, 

Two first-grade classrooms at the 
Brackett School were expecting 26 
and 27 students to show up for the 
first day of school, Fuller said. 

Elementary schools were hit 
pretty hard with the latest rounds of 
budget cuts, including the threat of 
losing the Academically Talented 
Program, science programs, and 
music. 

Additionally, the $12,000 stipend 
for Bishop faculty members attend- 
ing fifth grade outdoor education 
was eliminated, which means that, if 
the program continues, it will cost 
the students more, according to 
Jeanne Lefevre, co-president of the 
PTO at Bishop. 

Teachers have been feeling the 
budget crunch for some time, and 
Fuller betieves it is up to them to tell 
parents what it really means. 

“Teachers need to communicate: 
‘I don't have enough of something to 


teach properly,’ '’ she said. 

While some of the changes are 
subtle or felt by only a few students 
at a time, one of the most dramatic 
signs that the town's budget was 
getting tighter faster and enroll- 
ments were declining was the deci- 
sion to close the Gibbs Junior High 
School. 

The move saved the school depart- 
ment $534,000, but also precipitated 
long, heated, and emotional debates. 
Some said the students would be 
traumatized; they would never get 
over the disruption in their lives. 

Tronicaily, as the new re-arranged 
junior high school opens, it is the 
parents, not the students them- 
selves, wha seem ti have had the 
most problems with the move. 

According to Simmons, her 
daughter, who attended the Gibbs 
and will be entering the 8th grade at 
Ottoson, can't wait to get back to 
school. 

“She’s looking forward to going to 
the Ottoson. She knows 90 percent of 
the kids coming from the Gibbs, and 
that's what matters most," said 
Simmons. 

Though some believe this year will 
be the first time those in the greater 
community will start to get an 
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inkling of what the long discussions 
of budget cuts, huge dollar figures, 
and mega-teacher lay-offs really 
mean, most still claim Arlington 
offers quality education. 

“T still have faith in the school 
system or I wouldn't be up there at 
every School Committee meeting,” 
said Simmons. ‘‘I still believe the 
school system is good, but if some- 
thing isn’t going right, go up and 
fight for it, don’t just sit around and 
wait for it to disintegrate."

face tough choices

An override of Proposition 2!2, 
closing the Chenery Middle Schoo} 
or a fire station, cutting recreation 
programs or laying off town employ- 
ees were just a few of the ideas 
Warrant Committee Chairman Ter- 
Ty Milligan tossed out for discussion 
when members of the Warrant Com- 
mittee met recently to begin the 
process of hashing out a new set of 
recommendations for a budget they 
thought they had concluded discus- 
sions on months ago. 

The budget thal Town Meeting 
appropriated funds for and passed in 
April anticipated level funding at the 
state level, Milligan explained. The 
recent events concerning local aid 
have made that budget ‘‘inopera- 
tive,” he said. 

The cut in state aid has left Bel- 
mont with a $1,075,459 budget deficit 
to contend with. 

Belmont now has until Dec. 1 to 
come up with a balanced budget, 
Milligan said, adding that a Special

Town Meeting would have to be held 
later this fal] and the Warrant Com- 
mittee will have to make proposals 
for revised appropriations. 

Milligan presented commiltee 
members with several ideas for 
generating revenues and achieving 
operaling and structural savings. 

Milligan outlined four ways in 
which revenue could be raised to 
cover the shortfail. 

He suggested that $430,000 could 
be raised in water and sewer 
charges and that money could be 
used as general revenues instead of 
for sewer repairs. In the spring of 
1996, sewer repairs could be 
included in a package of capital 
items of about $15 million that would

Milligan’s second idea was lo 
impose a user fee for solid waste 
collection, which would cost each 
household $220 for a townwide total 
of about $1,800,000. An alternative 
would be to seek an override of 
Propostion 2'% to maintain funding 
for trash collection through taxes, he 
suggested. 

“The question is not whether we 
want it or need it, but how we're 
going to pay for it,” Milligan said. 

Town Accountant Harry North- 
way noted that when this item comes 
before voters for an override it often 
passes. Selectmen Chairman Wil- 
Jiam Monahan said that setting up a 
user fee program is difficult.

The town could collect revenues 
from the sale of the old Kendall 
School or the town could retain the 
land and collect rent on it, Milligan 
suggested. 

A final idea was a general over- 
ride of Proposition 2% to raise 
$1,075,00 in taxes. This would repre- 
sent about a 3.75 percent tax 
increase, Milligan stated. 

Ideas for operational savings 
would be to not fill any vacant jobs, 
delay the payment of bills and set up 
a biweekly payroll, impose a general 
cut of about 3 percent in all budgets 
or to offer early retirement incen- 
tives to reduce staff, Milligan 
suggested. 

Ideas for structural savings that 
Milligan listed were closing Chenery 
Middle School, closing a fire station, 
consolidating deaprtments or func- 
tions or cutting recreation programs 
and services. 

“It seems to me we're being 
forced into a variety of bad 
choices,” said committee member 
Bruce Davidson. 

“Don’t take this list as the end,” 
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study 


Milligan said. “It's only the 
beginning.” 

A public opinion poll might be a 
way of getting a sense of how resi- 
dents feel about financial decisions 
the town might make, Milligan said. 
Asurvey would also begin the educa- 
tion process, he said. 

“We as a Warrant Committee 
could begin to gather some informa- 
tion from the citizenry,” Milligan 
said. 

“People just don’t believe it,” 
Monahan said of resident's percep- 
tion of the town’s fiscal situation. 

He called for a series of public 
forums to better inform residents on 
the choices that need to be made. 

Members should be careful not to 
think of the solution as a choice 
between making short-term cuts or 
long-term changes, Milligan said. 

We have to do both," he said. 

Belmont's three selectmen 
attended the recent session and 
agreed that immediate action must 
be taken to remedy the current 
shortfall, but they all pointed to the 
need for a long-range fiscal 
Strategy.

A decision by selectmen to raise 
fees at the transfer station is just one 
step toward addressing the town’s 
$775,000 shortfall. 

In a 3-1 vote Sept. 11, selectmen 
voted to raise residential permits 
from $20 to $50 per year, and com- 
mercial hauler permits from $10 to 
$150 per year. 

Selectman Robert Deering voted 
against the motion. Selectman Wil- 
liam O'Leary was not present. The 
fee hike will raise an additional 
$195,000 in revenue for the town. 

“This is not an easy process,” said 
Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt. Schmitt said the board gen- 
erally agreed commercial haulers 
are presently “‘carrying more than 
their fair share" of the transfer 
station financial burden. 

Deering, who has been against the 
fee hike all along, called the mea- 
sure “regressive.” 

“Tt has nothing to do with usage,” 
he added. Deering said he favored 
using funds from the stabilization 
fund, anticipated funds from the sale 
of the town-owned Woburn Loop land 


“I’m telling you, it’s a form of tax, not a user 
fee. It’s almost political suicide wnen people 
come up with those kinds of fees. There are 
people who can’t afford it.”’

to private parties and $80,000 in 
reversions from the Town Hall reno- 
vation project to make up the 
$775,000 shortfall.

Winchester was hit with a $775,000 
revenue shortfall when word came 
from Gov. Michael Dukakis that 
cities and towns would not receive as 
much local aid as had been original- 
ly anticipated. In addition to local 
aid cuts, fewer reversions and less 
money generated from investments 
for the town also contributed to the 
town’s shortfall. 

The fees implemented by select- 
men go into effect Jan. 1, 1990.

According to the board's vote, all 
permit holders will be informed of 
an abatement system to provide an 
option for those who cannot afford 
the increased fee. Selectmen also 
asked that Town Manager W. Chad- 
wick Maurer prepare a proposal for 
a fee-based system at the transfer 
station to be presented to selectmen 
no later than May 1, 1990. Selectmen 
indicated they would consider and 
vote on such a proposal by July 1, 
1990. Any rates set by July 1, 1990 
would be effective Jan. 1, 1991. 
Through a fee-based system, resi- 
dents would pay for the amount of 
trash they dumped rather than a set 
fee.

family of six since a family of six 
generates more trash. 

In addition to the increase in per- 
mit fees, dumping of building debris, 
brush and limbs, mixed debris and 
metals will now cost haulers $150 per 
ton, as opposed to the current $90 per 
ton charge. Selectmen indicated the 
fee hike for these materials is in an 
effort to discourage haulers from 
bringing them to Winchester. 
Instead, the board hopes haulers will 
bring such debris to the Cambridge 
facility, where it costs $110 per ton to 
dump. 

Fees for compost ($30 per ton) and 
commercial and residential trash 
($35 per ton) will remain the same. 
Enforcement 

Town Manager Maurer said enfor- 
cement at the transfer station will be 
increased so that people without per- 
mits will not be allowed to use the 
facility. Many of the residents and 
commercial haulers al a recent 
public hearing on transfer station 
fees voiced concern about out-of- 
town people using Winchester's 
transfer station to dump their trash. 

The new permits will be sold at the 
transfer station starting Dec. 1, and 
all residents will be mailed applica- 
tion forms. Stickers will be affixed ta 
vehicles when the permits are 
bought to further assist in enforce- 
ment. ‘‘We will not allow the current 
process of not requiring (permit hol- 
ders) to affix the stickers to their 
car,” said Maurer. “There will be 
more rigid enforcement.” 
Resident's plea 

Prior to the board's vote, resident 
Michael Saraco, vice-chairman of 
the Winchester Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion, urged selectmen not to raise 
the fees. 

Saraco said he had received a 
number ef calls from residents who 
were upset about the potential fee 
increase. Saraco said raising fees 
such as those at the transfer station 
would make Winchester unafford- 
able for some residents. “Is that 
what this board wants?’ asked 
Saraco. 

“T'm telling you, it's a form of tax, 
not a user fee,"’ said Saraco. “It's 
almost political suicide when people 
come up with those kinds of fees. 
There are people who can't afford 
it.’ 

“While you may hear from people 
who don't want a $30 additional 
transfer fee, I hear from people who 
don't want additional (budget) 
cuts,” said Schmitt. 

Chairman of the Alliance for 
Winchester’s Future Lawrence 
Smith urged selectmen to imple- 
ment the fees only as an emergency 
measure. “These are difficult times. 
This is a unique situation we're fac- 
ing,”’ he said. 

“T agree this is not an easy solu- 
tion,” said Smith. ‘But I would sin- 
cerely urge you to set forward a real 
limitation (on the amount of time 
these fees will be in affect),” he 
added. 

No choice 

“AL this point, I don't think we 

have any other solution,” said 


Selectman Steve Powers. ‘‘Maybe 
this is something that should have 
been looked at several years ago.” 
Powers also said if fees were not 
raised and Winchester eventually 
did away with the transfer station, 
the town could bring in a trash 
removal service such as Brown and 
Ferris Industries (BFI). 


However, he added, ‘Once BFI 
has a hold of the Town of Winches- 
ter, it can raise the rates at any time

and we have no say.” 

Selectman Judith Muggia said she 
was in favor of a long-range policy. 

“I’m interested in seeing this set 
of decisions being the first step tow- 
ard seeing the whole transfer station 
onan enterprise system,’’ said Mug- 
gia. Through an enterprise system, 
fees charged would cover the total 
cost of operating the facility. Mug- 
gia also suggested the town could 
institute a credit system for 
recyclers.

A Boston accounting firm has 
determined there was no evidence of 
fraud involved in the Schoo! Depart- 
ment's Fiscal '89 budget surpius and 
that a full audit of the budget is not 
needed, An audit of the School 
Department budget was requested 
by the School Committee when a 
surprise surplus of $700,00 was dis- 
covered just before the close of the 
fiscal year. 

At the independent accounting 
firm’s preliminary presentation to 
the Schoo] Committee recently, Bar- 
bara Breen of KPMG Peat Marwick 
said the Committee “wouldn't finc 
any information from a full audit 
that wouldn't be available from the 
business office.” 

The preliminary findings indicate 
that although internal budget con- 
trols are in place and the system is 
functioning properly, there is no 
accurate documentation of these 
controls, according to Peat Marwick 
representatives. 

It is the conclusion of the auditors 
that there was no way for the School 
Committee or the School Depart- 
ment to track the status of the 
budget during the year. 

Middle School PTO Co-President 
Richard Balzer questioned the com- 
petency of the present staff in light 
of this conclusion. Auditor Patrick 
Hyla responded ‘‘the management 
review did not evaluate staff or 
personnel.” He said “it examined 
the procedures and policies being 
utilized by the School Department 
and pointed out the deficiencies in 
the utilization of the computing 
process.”” 

The review included examinina- 
tion of the school department's 
accounting and reporting practices, 
the preparation of the budget docu- 
ment, and resource utilization (wha 
does what and how often). 

Peat Marwick recommended 
budget information about prior year 
expenditures be made available lo 
the School Committee; the commit- 
tee be provided with budget infor- 
mation regarding capital improve- 
ments and building maintenance; 
and the committee know what 
monies are “going inta and coming 
out of these funds.”’ 

Tt was the opinion of the account- 
ing firm that the School Departmen! 
does not have enough staff to carry 
out these recommendations as well 
as run the business office. Peat Mar- 
wick's recommendation was to cre- 
ate a new position or enlist outside 
help. 

The review also pointed oul the 
“failure of the communication 
between the town and the School 
Department regarding the capabili- 
ties of the town’s compuling 
system.” 

Town Auditor Joseph O’Reilly said 
one of the criteria used in the on-site 
inspection of new systems was “how 
the systems affects the school struc- 
ture.” He said one of his primary 
goals is the combination of the

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Aid guarantee sought

A plan by Town Manager Donald 
R. Marquis to alleviate some of the 
crunch felt by the state’s cities and 
towns got a boost earlier this month. 
State Attorney Genera! James Shan- 
non approved the measure for inclu- 
sion on the 1990 ballot. 

Supporters of instating the guar- 
antee for 40 percent of growth taxes 
to be returned to the municipalities 
will now have to go about the task of 
collecting the necessary 70,000 sig- 
natures for the question to actually 
be placed before the voters. 

The question could mean as much 
as an additional $6 million in aid for 
Arlington. The increased loca] aid 
would come from the growth of cor- 
porate, sales and income taxes. 

Called the MMA/Arlington prop- 
osal — after the Massachusetts Mun- 
icipal Association — the plan to be 
brought to the voters is modified 
from an idea Marquis had originally 
proposed six years ago. 

If the signatures are collected, 
voters will determine whether 40 
percent of the growth taxes should 
be mandated to the 351 communities 
in the state. The money would be 
allocated according to the popula- 
tion and need of the municipality. 

The second criterion was added to 
the Marquis plan by the Massa- 
chusetts Municipal Association — a 
private organization of municipal 
officials that works lobbying and 
watchdog group for local concerns. 

If the question passes, it would 
take effect for fiscal 1992. 

Marquis’ plan gained momentum 
after Governor Michael Dukakis 
conditionally vetoed more than $250

town’s genera] ledger and the School 
Department ledger. 

The final report will be made publ- 
ic on Sept. 15, after the School Com- 
mittee has had time to check the 
factual basis for the report. 

School Committee Chairperson

It 
is important to “build a better sys- 
tem of reporting and accounting” in 
order to “proceed to build a better 
school system,” Dias said.

Four charged in 
salon drug raid

A Winchester hair salon was the 
site of a combined drug raid by 
local, regional and state law enfor- 
cement officials on Sept. 22 which 
resulted in the arrest of two 
Winchester residents, a Lexington 
resident and a Woburn resident on 
various drug charges. 

The raid was conducted by 
Winchester Police, NEMLEC 
(Northeast Metropolitan Law Itnfor- 
eement Council) forces and DEA 
(Drug Enforcement Adminstration) 
agents, who stormed the Swanton 
Street site following a lengthy 
investigation. 

The four were arraigned Sept. 26 
in Woburn District Court on charges 
of illegal drug activities, after the 
raid allegedly turned up cocaine, 
heroin and drug paraphernalia and 
confirmed the suspicions of local 
police thal the 102 Swanton St. busi- 
ness was a center for drug 
distribution. 

Charged in the case are: Joseph 
Forester, 44, of Spruce Street, John 
P. Griffin, 30, of Orange Street in 
Woburn, Anthony Bellino, Jr., 24, of 
Lincoln Street in Lexington and a 
17-year-old Winchester woman. 

A three-week surveillance period 
gave Winchester detectives enough 
evidence to secure a search warrant 
on the morning of Sept. 22 and pro-

Al 3 p.m. police arrested one 
occupant of the house as well as the 
three other individuals on charges of 
legal drug activilies including dis- 
tribution and conspiracy. 

Police confiscated undisclosed 
amounts of substances alleged to be 
cocaine and heroin, syringes and 
other drug paraphernalia, according 
fo Detective Lt, James Pierce.

Board seeks 
proposals for 
train station

Seleclmen are seeking proposals 
for the sale or lease of the Winches- 
ter train station. 

The property, localed on Water- 
field Road, contains a building of 
1.970 square feet. The building is 
currently occupied in part by the 
Chamber of Commerce while the 
rest remains unoccupied, 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the proposal is 
set forth in an effort to increase 
revenue for the town and improve 
the area by adding to the business 
communily. 

At present, the cost to the town to 
maintain the building per year is 
$7,900 — $2,400 in property laxes and 
$5,500 in heat and electricity. 

In seeking proposals, selectmen 
were unagreed as to whether park- 
ing spaces should be included in the 
town's offer, 

“IT don't think you're going to find 
someone willing to own or Jease he 
building) wilhaut some parking 
spaces,” said Selectman Steve 
Powers. 

However, Selectman Raberl Deer- 
ing disagreed. “We may own the 
property and we may be leasing il 
oul, but we're no different from any 
other landlord. T wouldn't suggest 
we guarantee a number of (parking) 
spots," he said Deering said it 
would not be fair to offer guaranteed 
parking at that building when most 
o(her Jandlords cannot do so in the 
downlown area. 

Powers requested that Town 
Counsel Wade Welch and former 
Slate Representative Sherman 
“Whip” Saltmarsh, who was instru- 
mental in the town's acquisition of 
the building, be called in to provide 
some history of the project. 

Proposals must be submitted to 
the Town Manager's office by Oct. 27 
at4d p.m, al which time they will be 
opened and reviewed. According to 
Maurer, the following factors will be 
considered: purchase and/or lease 
price, proposed use, compatibility of 
use to downtown area, use in rela- 
tionship to the railroad facility, off- 
streel parking requirements

Although Winchester residents 
have a fairly good record tor paying 
their bills an time. selectmen are 
looking to speed that process up, 
particularly as far as water bills are 
concerned. 

Town ‘Treasurer Carol ‘Thomas 
met with selectinen Monday night to 
discuss the collection of tax and 
water bills. 

According to Thomas, the town 
collects 97 lo. 98 percent of real estate 
taxes on the due date and approxi- 
mately 90 percent of water bills. 

As a result of that) discussion, 
‘selectmen have asked Town Mana- 
ger W. Chadwick Maurer to look into 
the possibility of placing a tien on the 
second hall of the tax bill for unpaid 
water bills. According to ‘Thomas, 
all tiens and bellerments are cur: 
rently added lo the first half of the 
tax bill. 

Selectnen suggested other ways 
to speed up the collection process, 
including adding a summons 
charge, increasing the interest rates 
on unpaid water bills, and more 
aggressive nalification prior lo pay- 
ment, as well as requiring bills be 
paid before an abatement can be 
requested. 

According to Thomas, water and 
sewer bills are now sent to Winches- 
ter residents quarterly, Tax bills are 
sent oul by Oct. 1. The first half of 
the tax bill is due Nov. 1. Residents 
receive a second notice sometime 
around February, and the second 
half of "he tax bill is due May 1, said 
Thomas. 

Water bills are prepared and mail- 
ed through the water department, 
and are due 30 days afler they are 
issued. If the bills reinain unpaid, 
they are pul as a lien on the follow- 
ing year’s lax bill, For example, tax 
bills sent out on Oct. 1, 1989 include 
liens against, property for water bills 
thal were sent out but not paid in 
calendar year 1948. 

Maurer said this is the first oppor- 
tunity the town has to place liens an 
the properly due to the tax billing 
cycle.

Consultants at odds over site closing 


Landfill tests get mixed reviews from different firms

Results from soil, vapor and water 
testing al the Rock Avenue landfill 
site drew contrasting recommenda- 
tions from the lwo consulting firms 
hired to evaluate the data. 

In draft reports submitted lo the 
Board of Health, the two consulting 
firms, EA Engineering, Science and 
Technology (BA,) the firm hired by 
the Winchester Board of Health, and 
Hidell-Eyster Technical Services, 
Inc, (HE'S,) the firm retained by 
owner of the properly Charles Fer- 
rari, have analyzed the data from 
the borings and testings conducted 
since June, 1989.

If you were to walk into Ed 
Govostes' kitchen one evening, 
you might well witness an tnusu- 
al scene. Although it looks no 
different from any typical kitch- 
en in Winchester, it can be trans- 
formed by an activity rarely seen 
in the average home.

His career has been 
good to him, providing for his 
family (which includes three 
grown-up children) and serving 
the needs of the community.

Party draws top GOP candidates

One-hundred-and-twenty-five peo- 
ple swelled the Everett Street home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert King last 
Friday night. 

“What's going on? Do you think 
il's a wedding?"' a passerby was 
heard to say.

The fundraising event, co- 
sponsored by the Winchester Repu- 
blican Town Committee, chaired by 
Jchn Cannon, and by the Women's 
Republican Club of Winchester, 
headed by Joanne Galvin, provided 
a forum for potential gubernatorial 
and other candidates to make brief 
remarks and get better acquainted 
with local party members and poten- 
tial supporters. 

The enthusiasm of the group was 
notable. 

“This breaks all records thal I’ve 
seen in Winchester,” said House 
Minority Leader Steve Pierce, 
speaking of the large number of

“I'd been to a number of places 
where cooking shows were filmed,” 
he says, “and always thought that I 
could do it too.

His initial fear of nervousness 
stopped as soon as the filming 

" started. 

“T thought it was a cup of tea,"' he 
says. ‘It flowed very, very well. So 
then I knew I had to take a shot al 
it.” 

When Govostes approached Chan- 
nel 19 with his idea of doing a cook- 
ing show, the response was enthu- 
siastic. Seven tapes were broadcast 
last year, and it's possible that the 
shows being taped now may reach 
an even wider area than Winchester 
through Continental Cablevision. 


people who turned out. 

“The crowd here is fantastic,” 
said Rep. Peter Torkildsen, who 
announces his candidacy for lieuten- 
ant governor in a couple of weeks. 

“You'd think that the election was 
next month and not 14 months 
away.”

“It's good to be back in Winches- 
ter,’ said Joe Malone, who plans lo 
run for the state treasurer's seat. 

“This kind of gathering brings 
back memories of the grassroots of 
politics days when John Volpe (who 
lived down the street) would come to 
my house. My parents would bring 
together a group of people and he’d 
get up there and give a good stem- 
winding speech.” 


Along with the other candidates, 
Malone expressed appreciation for 
the loyally of supporters in Winches- 
ter in the recent past. 

“I got into the Senate race late 
when no one else emerged, so | had 
only one month (o collect signatures. 
No one worked harder than the peo- 
ple of Winchester to get me on that 
ballot.” 

Malone is now working on ‘‘a diffe- 
rent sort of crusade," he said — to 
limit the terms of elected Massa- 
chuselts officials to two four-year 
terms. And he asked for help in 
collecting 51.000 signatures to get it 
started. 

Another speaker was Dr. Mildred 
Jefferson, who is interested in a 
place in the U.S. Senate. 

“Tam a surgeon, and I'm accus- 
tomed to meeting teams for difficult 
aclivities,"’ she said. ‘‘I'll be asking 
for your nomination to the Senate in 
order to help lead this team. There 
aren't that many medical doctors 
represented in civic politics. 1 don’t 
have to have a committee Lo tell me 
about the homeless, the helpless, 
and the disadvantaged. As a physi- 
cian, | am acquainted with the trou- 
bles of people's lives.” 

After Dr. Jefferson's remarks,

There will be changes, though 
Ed's kitchen is cosy, but il's a bit too 
cosy for the most successful lelevi- 
sion work.

Govostes has advice for those who 
would like to meet some of the more 
famous chefs. 

“You've gol lo be a groupie, like 
these kids thal follow rock stars 
around. When I found out one night 
about a reception for Julia Child in 
Cambridge, I made a point to get a 
ticket and go, And when I go to a 
reslaurant in Boston, I’m not bash- 
ful at all. ll ask for the chef, I'}] ask 
if 1 can go in the kitchen. And [ll 
express my views. This is a hobby 
with me,” says Govostes. 

For young people who might be 
interested in culinary arts, he offers 
plenty of encouragement. 

‘Whenever I get in company, I tell 


the young kids: It’s a beautiful 
career — a beautiful way to make a 
living. Especially the way things are 
today.” 


Did he ever imagine, while raising 
a family, that one day he would have 
his own television show? 

“Even three years ago, doing TV 
was the farthest thing from my 
mind,” he says. ‘I always thought I 
could do it, but I never thought that I 
would be doing it. When you get a 
little older, you know, it’s easier. 
Because you become less timid, less 
intimidated. When you get to be a 
certain age then all of a sudden you 
say, if I'm going to doit I'd better do 
it now. At least that’s the way it was 
‘with me,"’ Govostes says 


Govostes says he sometimes 
thinks about retiring from the 
plumbing business in three of four 
years. With approximately 30 of his 
own original recipes which he con- 
tinues to add to, he says he might 
like to write his own cookbook some 
day. But he still is most enthusiastic 
about television. 

“I hope that this thing expands 
and goes into something more than 
just Channel 19,’’ he says. ‘‘We’re 
hoping for a much bigger audience. 
But, if not, we gave it a shot.”

to comments 
TO THE EDITOR: 

I would like to take this opportuni- 
ty to respond to several articles and 
comments lhat appeared in both The 
Times and The Slar. 

First of all, no officer of the 
Winchester Taxpayers Association 
was invited lo be a member of the 
panel assembled by the Alliances to 
discuss the long range fiscal prob- 
lems contronting our town, Mr. 
Smith’s assertions are nol only false, 
they are cleverly misleading. 
Moreover, il would be ludicrous to 
expect the WTA to adhere to the 
fiscal policy guidelines espoused by 
some of the very same people who 
advocated the spending policies that 
helped create the financial night- 
mare confronting Winchester. 

Secondly, Mr. Chane’s comments 
concerning the inevitable override 
of Proposition 2', are premature 
and ill advised. He bemoans the 
dissolution of the Town Hall Com- 
mittee “prematurely” while 
neglecting to inform the public that 
the Town Hall Committee spent 
$22,000 on a gold plated weather 
vane while (he original is locked up 
in a vault for historical purposes! 


The WTA not only approves of the 
dissolution of the Town Hal] Com- 
mittee but we hope they will consid- 
er donating the restoration plans to 
the Chamber of Commerce flea 
market — specifically lo the white 
elephant table! 

Finally, neither The Times nor 
The Star chose to report the fact that 
the WTA supported a wage freeze on 
administrative salaries not covered 
by the collective bargaining process. 
The Board of Selectmen indicated 
their approval of this concept while 
the reaction of the School Committee 
spokesperson was unclear. We feel 
that a wage freeze is the first of 
many steps that must be taken Lo put 
our fiscal house in order. 

In conclusion, I would like to 
remind the public that the read to 
economic recovery for Winchester is 
going to be a long and difficult 
process. Since last Spring’s election, 
the WTA advocated a reduction in 
the school budget that was defeated 
by the Spring Town Meeting and at 
last week’s Special Town Meeting 
we advocated an administrative 
wage freeze that just might be 
approved by the Selectmen and the 
School Committee. To assert that 
the WTA has not been actively 
involved in the ongoing fiscal pro- 
cess is false and misleading. 
Winchester deserves better caver- 
age from the press and for that 
matler, so do we!

Things are only 


smooth on surface 


TO THE EDITOR: 

The school year has begun once 
again relatively smoothly. At the 
Muraco school, as parents, we are 
looking forward to a great year 
ahead with interesting and well- 
integrated curricula al every grade 
level. We have mercifully been able 
to avoid a grade splil due to an 
unexpected increase in enrollment; 
the building and grounds are looking 
greal and provide an excellent envi- 
ronment for learning. While every- 
thing appears to be functioning 
smoothly on the surface, however, 
there are underlying problems 
which must be addressed. 

Problems are present throughout 
the system, Funding for basic sup- 
plies is frozen. Overcrowding con- 
tinues at Lincoln School. Conflicting 
classes in advanced courses force 
undesirable choices among college 
bound high school students. Teach- 
ers are forced to teach more than 
one level of a subject at one time to 
the detriment of students and teach- 
ers alike, There are insufficient 
funds for aides making supervision 
of studenls immediately before and 
after school difficult. Several early 
childhood and kindergtarten classes 
which have had aides in the past, do 
not this year. 

Athletics are being forced to 
charge fees and to resort to private 
funding to maintain programs. Even 
the position of science director has 
been eliminated at a time when 
science education is critica] for our 
future. The 5th/6th grade camping 
trip which is a key part of the 
elementary science curriculum is 
not possible without the payment of 
sizable fees by parents. linportant 
supplements to the curriculum such 
as science kits, outside speakers and 
even Colonial Day would not exist 


without lhe funding of private sour- 
ces such as parents’ associations 
and C.S.A, 

In fact, for severa] years all 
enrichment activities and field trips 
as well as significant upgrades of 
school grounds at Muraco School as 
well as at other elementary schools 
have been made possible only 
through the funding of parents 
associations. 

It is not that the parents of stu- 
dents mind making the sacrifice of 
time and effort involved in fundrais- 
ing for these activities. Most, bul not 
all. parents can afford the individual 
fees. However, al] members of the 
community should be aware that 
many of the parts of the Winchester 
School system which make it one of 
the “top ten school systems" in the 
Greater Boston area ( Boston Globe, 
Real Estate, 9/16/89) are not in fact 
funded by the schoo) department's 
budget currently. 

As it is now, the responsibility for 
providing a quality education for the 
young people of Winchester falls 
increasingly on parents as individu- 
als. With the lack of room in the town 
budget which has operated with 
increases of less than the rate of 
inflation ever since the enactment of 
Proposition 2'z, the residents of the 
town must realize thal the smooth 
operation of the schools masks a 
multitude of problems which will not 
go away given current and antici- 
pated funding levels.

Duffy comments 
on town’s future 


The following letter from Winches- 
ter Firefighter Ken Duffy, Local 
1564 President to Alliance for 
Winchester's Future Chairman 
Lawrence Smith was received for 
publication in the Star. Duffy 
responds te an invitation from Smith 
to the Alliance's forum on fiscal 
planning tonight (Thursday) at 7:30 
p.m. in the Town Hall. 

DEAR MR. SMITH: 

First, 1 would like to thank you for 
your invitation to attend your forum. 
I must apologize that I will be unable 
to attend your meeting due to the 
fact that I will be out of state attend- 
ing a ‘Symposium on the Occupa- 
tional Health and Hazards of the 
Fire Service.” 

Mr. Smith, I believe it is important 
that your group and the people of 
Winchester be kept informed as to 
what Proposition 2'2 has done to 
their public safety. 

1, The fire service (department 
size) has been reduced from a level 
of 52 firefighters to a present level of 
44 firefighlers. This is the lowest 
level for the Town of Winchester 
since the 1960s. 

2. Reduction of firefighters ‘on 
duty” per shift from the minimum of 
12 firefighters 1o a level of 9 firefigh- 
ters “or lower as budget problems 
persist."’ This level of on-duty fire- 
fighters puts the fire fighter at 
extreme risk and puts the town of 
Winchester back to the level of the 
1950s or earlier. 

For the first time in the history of 
the Winchester Fire Department, 
the town has eliminated the call 
firefighting force. This in a time 
when the volunteer fire department 
is all but nonexistent. 

The town of Winchester has elimi- 
nated the “third first line pumper"’. 
There are nol enough firefighters on 
duty to man this piece of apparatus. 
This is the first time since the 1930s 
or the Great Depression that the 
town has not had three line pumpers 
on duty for fire protection. 

During the past decade the town of 
Winchester has seen a substantial 
growth in both residential and com- 
mercial property. During this time 
has your public safety kept pace 
ensuring, al least, the same level of 
protection and service? The answer 
is a resounding no. We have fallen 
behind in technology, training and 
manpower and our ability to protect 
our citizens at the same level of 
service before Proposition 2'. has 
been reduced. 

Firefighling is an inherently 
dangerous profession with a high 
risk factor, How many other people 
do you know that are dedicated 
enough to be running into a danger- 
ous area when everyone else is run- 
ning away from it, including the rats 
— bul at what risk? 

The town of Winchester has spent 
thousands of dollars and hundreds of 
hours lo train us, the firefighters, in 
the proper and safest ways in deal- 
ing with differenl types of emergen- 
cies. We are now expected Lo provide 
the same left, if not more, of 
emergency services with a reduc: 
tion in our workforce. How do you 
expect us to fulfill our ever-growing 
obligations to the publie with con- 
linued reductions in our budget? 

The fire service, like any other 
budgets, must grow and expand to

Baptist Church dedicates new organ

: Disaster often marks off eras of 
shistory. This may be because of the 
far-reaching and catastrophic 
effects and changes created by these 
adverse events. It may also be for 
the new beginnings that often suc- 
ceed disaster. 

Nearly two years ago, in Novem- 
ber 1987, disaster in the form of a 
severe fire struck the Baptist 
Church in Winchester. Following 
‘upon rebuilding, the church has 
entered upon a new beginning, As 
part of this, the church welcomed 
the public to an organ dedication and 
recital Sept. 24 and opencd nol only a 
new chapter in ils own music history 
but also the new musical season of 


the community. 

The organ, the third for this 
church, built by Casavant Freres of 
Canada, replaces the chureh’s for- 
mer Casavant organ, only twelve 
years old, whose console had been 
burned and pipes melted and 
scorched by the fire. The specifica- 
lions of this new instrument (19 
stops, 25 ranks, and 1280 pipes) indi- 
eate that if is an instrument of wide 
coloristic resources, which was 
demonstrated during last Sunday's 
recital. 

The recital was so structured, and 
the individual pieces registered, to 
show off the possibilities of the 
instrument. The program ranged 
from solid Baroque pieces (by Bach 
and Wesley father and son), to two 
energetic and full-voiced turn-of-the- 


century French works (by Lemmens 
and Dubois), to a sweet Romantic 
duet with piano (McCabe) and a 
light and gentle Allegretto (Fleury), 
to the marvelous splendor (or, from 
another point of view, the “bom- 
bast’’) of the Liszt Introduction and 
Fugue that concluded the program. 

This program, tastefully and art- 
fully construcled, was weil per- 
formed. The musicians were Caro- 
lyn Skelton, John Skelton, and Henry 
Hoskins. Ail three graduates of the 
New England Conservatory, all are 
professional organists with impress- 
ive resumes. All three are to be 
congratulated on fine performances. 

From comments overheard after 
the concert, it appears that, original- 
ly, not all favored the purchase of a 
pipe organ — a more expensive 


undertaking than an electronic 
organ. This recital should have 
proved adequately the magnificence 
of a true pipe organ, which the 
church must be commended for no 
abandoning. The actual sound of the 
instrument cannot here be commu- 
nicated. Words cannot reproduce 
musical sound. Bul a report can 
recommend, and this report does. 
Should the church graciously offer 
fulure recitals, the community can 
only be encouraged to attend. 

Looking forward to future com- 
munity concerts, notice has gone out 
for the “Trio Classique" concert on 
October 15 at 8 p.m. To be presented 
by members of the Longy School of 
Music, this concert is also recom- 
mended. Tickets are available al the 
Recreation Department.

Examples of waste like this take 
on special poignancy in light of the 
short-sighted decision of the town to 
tax vacanl, buildable residential 
land at confisealory rales. My fami- 
ly occupies a single-family home on 
a single lot of 10,000 s.f., so it is not 
my ox getting gored. What will be 
gored over the next decade, is the 
quality of life in Winchester, which 
is going to decline as many residents 
who own and maintain an extra lot 
for a garden or lawn, are forced to 
sell for development. Dismissing 
such a notion by saying ‘well if 
they're rich enough to live on a large 
parce] they can surely afford the 
extra tax’' is nonsense. Many of the 
homeowners affected are long-time 
residents whose income cannol easi- 
ly sustain the crushing burden of 
extra laxes on top of already high 
rates. 

In the end, as this sceanario plays 
itself out, Winehster will look much 
a densely developed Quincy or a 
Malden.

Exercise a must 
during pregnancy 


Physical activity and exercise are 
essential when a woman is pregnant. 
For the pregnant women and new 
mothers stretching and swaying to 
music al Winchester Hospital's pre- 
nalal and postpartum exercise clas- 
ses are just the ticket. Maybe that’s 
because their instructors know what 
it’s like to bend and stretch for two. 

“Even when I was pregnant with 
my third child, I taught these exer- 
cise classes twice a week," said 
Carol DiCecca, a Winchester Hospi- 
tal physical therapist. “1 hadn't 
exercised during my first two pre- 
gnancies but this time I found 1 
recovered from the delivery faster 
and easier. The classes really helped 
me bounce back quickly, Now my 
daughter is 13 months old and | can 
share my experiences with the 
class.’ 

Sponsored by the hospital's Reha- 
bilitation Services Department and 
Women's Health Service, the eight- 
week sessions are held Mondays and 
Thursdays from 5:45 to 6:45 p.m. in 
the Kingsbury Seminar Room at the 
Winchester Hospital. A $60 fee 
includes a one-time evaluation by a 
physical therapist who evaluates 
each participant's ability to exercise 
safely. 

After childbirth, participants 
often continue posture habits formed 
while pregnant so it's best to correct

bad habits early, explained Ms. 
DeCecca. During the evaluation, the 
therapist checks the position of the 
mother’s shoulders. head and spine 
and explains how to reduce stress on 
her back by pulling the pelvis back- 
ward, It’s just like the first session 
at a good health club when they 
defermine how flexible you are and 
set up a suitable program. 

“Around three months into the 
pregnancy, women who have been in 
a routine exercise program should 
begin an appropriate prenatal exer- 
cise program with their obstetri- 
cian's approval,” said Ms. DiCecca. 

“We keep it fun and pace it gently. 
Frequently our participants con- 
tinue up to the birth of their baby 
and then return for another session 
postpartum to help them get back 
into shape. 

“Just as important is the feedback 
the women in the class get from the 
others in the group and the instruc- 
tors,” she said. ‘‘We talk about 
nutrition, what to expect during pre- 
Gnancy and parenting. It helps to 
talk about your fears with others 
going through the same thing.” 

Classes begin with about 10 
minutes of easy warm-ups and work 
into stretching and toning exercises. 
When limber, they glide into low 
impact aerobics including light jog- 
ging, aerobic line dancing and gent- 
ly moving arms and legs in rhythm. 
More stretching begins a gradual 
cool down. Relaxation techniques 
conclude cach session. 

“We try to incorporate (he abdom- 
inal muscles, pelvis and pelvic floor 
by doing partial sit-ups, pelvic tilts 
and contraction and relaxation exer- 
cises,”’ Ms: DiCecca explained. 

“If you don't exercise, you lose 
muscle tene, energy and endurance 
for activities. Exercising helps you 
(o maintain a more positive self- 
image. It’s especially important to 
improve and maintain strength of 
postural muscles in the back and 
abdomen as wel] as pelvic floor 
muscles.

Albano speaks 


on Agent Orange 


Stale Senator Salvatore Albano 
(D-Somerville) recently announced 
the adoption of a resolution memor- 
ializing the Congress of the United 
State to enact legislation to provide 
disability and survivor benefits to 
Vietnam velerans who have suffered 
health effects from exposure lo the 
chemical ‘Agent Orange’. 

Senator Albano said ‘‘the 31,000 
Agent Orange disability claims 
denied by the Veteran's Administra- 
tion represent veterans whose needs 
are not being adequately addressed 
by the agency directly responsible 
for supporting them."’ Albano added 
“we must, as a nation, address the 
needs of our veterans who have been 
injured in the course of service to 
their country, to do otherwise is to 
ignore our responsibility to those 
who did not ignore theirs,” 


The resolution, filed by Albano 
and adopted by the State Senate, 
supports a bill filed in Congress by 
Senator John Kerry (D- 
Massachusetts) that would provide 
interim benefits to veterans who 
have health problems believed to be 
related to exposure lo the controver- 
sial defoliant. ‘The Veteran's Agent 
Orange Exposure and Vietnam Vet- 
eran’s Service Benefits Act of 1989”" 
would provide interim disability 
benefits for Vietnam veterans suf- 
fering {rom non-Hodgkin’s lympho- 
ma and soft-tissue sarcoma, and 
would provide survivor benefits to 
their spouses through April 15, 1992. 
The bill also provides Congress with 
expedited procedures to extend or 
make permanent those benefits. 


In addition to benefits, the bill 
requires the VA to gather, analyze 
and report clinical data from the 
health records of veterans examined 
or treated for disabilities related to 
exposure to dioxin or other toxic 
herbicides. Furthermore, the bill 
establishes other systems for 
gathering and analyzing data on a 
long term basis. 

A recent San Francisco federal 
court action has required the VA to 
review the 31,000 claims that have so 
far been denied — only five have 
been granted. ‘This type of track 
record insults not only the integrity 
of the system but also the integrity 
of our veterans” Albano said.

He founded M.J. Macdonald Asso- 
ciates in Washington in 1960, a firm 
which sought to bring federal fund- 
ing to the city of Boston and the state 
of Massachuselts for several deve- 
lopment programs, including that of 
the Faneuil Hall Marketplace. He 
also represented Adcole Corp. in 
Waltham and Marlborough and a 
number of other private firms in 
their contracts with the federal gov- 
ernment and the Department of 
Defense. He retired in 1985. 

He was past president of the 
Rindge Technical School Alumni 
Association and trustee of John W. 
Wood Scholarship for Rindge gradu- 
ates. Mr. Macdonald was the reci- 
pient of the Rindge Man of the Year 
award in 1981, a lifelong member of 
the Barry’s Corner Association in 
North Cambridge and a charter 
member of the 4th Degree St. Pious 
Assembly 

He was also a past Grand Knight 
of the Knights of Columbus, Med- 
ford, a charler member of the 
National Democratic Club, 
Washington, and an active member 
in the Mr. and Mrs. Club al St. 
Mary's in Winchester and in a num- 
ber of local civic organizations for 
more than 30 years.

Winchester Choir 
tours England 


During the summer, 32 singers 
from the Senior Choir of the First 
Congregational Church of Winches- 
ter traveled to Britain in celebration 
of Winchesler’s 350th and the 150th 
year of the founding of First Congre- 
gational Church. Dr. Robert A. 
White, Director of Music al the 
Church and faculty member of the 
College of Music, University of Low- 
ell arranged for the tour and 
directed the four performances. 

The 32 singers were further sup- 
plemented by friends and handbell 
ringers who accompanied the choir 
on the tour. Altogether 42 people 
enjoyed the richness of a tour which 
included such places as London, 
Oxford, Stratford on Avon, Warwick 
Castle, Coventry Cathedral, York, 
Chester, Eastern Wales, Gloucester, 
Bath, Salisbury, Stonehenge, and 
Winchester. 

A concert was scheduled for St. 
Michael’s at Northgate in Oxford. 
Following the concert there, Mr. 
Chad Rosenberger, son of Dr. and 
Mrs, Peter Rosenberger of Winches- 
ter and student at Oxford, led the 
troupe on a guided tour of the 
ancient city. 

An unexpected opportunity arose 
which enabled the choir to sing at 
Chester Cathedral. A most gracious 
Dean of the Cathedral was delighted 
to host a recital of a cappella sacred 
music which the choir had prepared 
for the tour. A sizable audience was 
present for the noon Lime event and 
visitors from many lands were pre- 
sent as well as local citizens. 

Tewksbury Abbey was the site of 
the third concert. The lovely 12th 
century structure provided an ideal 
setting for the unaccompanied sac- 
red motets of the Renaissance 


period. 

The climax of the tour came with 
the appearance of the choir at Eng- 
land's most famous cathedral, at 
Winchester. The choir was most gra- 
ciously received and announced dur- 
ing this noontime recital. Dr. White 
was interviewed and the choir was 
taped for broadcast on BBC. A large 
audience was present there in the 
middle of the day as the tourist 
season was by then in full swing. It 
was indeed a most auspicious occa- 
sion to perform the great sacred 
music spanning the i6th - 20th cen- 
tury in a Cathedra) which has virtu- 
ally been in constant use for over 
1000 years and has witnessed the 
coronalion of several of England’s 
Sovereigns. 


It appeared that the recilal by the 
Choir was most filling during this 
year of dual Town and Church his- 
torical celebrations. It was mean- 
ingful to re-cement some of the 
bonds which hold the two Towns 
together. Indeed the cornerstone of 
Winchester’s Church of the Epihany, 
laid in 1905, was taken from the 
Undercroft of England's Winchester 
Cathedral. During the Second World 
War, many people in Winchester, 
Ma. provided warm clothing and 
knitled goods during those terrible 
years of struggle. 

Although many individuals from 
Winchester have visiled England's 
Winchester, it was a signal honor to 
be able to sing the great sacred 
music literature at Winchester 
Cathedral as a group of people 
extending hands, voices, and hearts 
across the sea as a gesture of friend- 
ship and love to our sister Town. 

We look forward to the arrival of a 
Youth Orchestra from Winchester. 
England next August as a continua- 
tion of the spirit which binds these 
two Towns together.

If residents fail to pay their tax 
bills, the current practice is to place 
a lien on the property three years 
after the lax year, according to 
Maurer. He noted this involves noti- 
fication in {he newspaper and prepa- 
ration of documentation to be 
recorded with the Registry of Deeds. 

Maurer said Massachusetts law 
permits a shorter period of time for 
this process than the three years 
Winchester currently uses. 

According to Thomas, Winchester 
residents are usually pretty good 
about paying their bills. ‘“The per- 
cent of collections is fairly good in 
Winchester,” she said. This, she 
added, is due to ‘‘getting the bills out 
timely and enforcing the collection,”” 

The interest on tax bills is (4 
percent as set by the state. However, 
according to Thomas, water bills are 
town collected, Therefore, it is up to 
the selectmen to set the interest 
rate. That rate is also currently 14 
percent, but could be changed, she 
said. 

Maurer suggested the town could 
either conlinue with the current 
practice, accelerate the notification 
lo the minimum allowed by law, or a 
compromise between the two. 
Acceleraling the process would 


mean the Colleclor would be 
required 1o post the notification 14 
days after the demand notices are 
sent out. 

As far as water bills are con- 
cerned, Maurer suggested that poli- 
cy could also be amended. Water 
bills are currently due 30 duys after 
the bills are sent out, Maurer noted. 
Since the inception of the quarterly 
billing cycle, the town does not send 
out demand notices. Instead, 
arrears are shown in the following 
quarterly bill, Maurer said in a 
memo to selectmen. 


Maurer suggested that if a per- 
son’s account is in arrears after the 
second bill, the Department of Pubi- 
ic Works could shut off water ser- 
vice. Maurer noted thal a recom- 
mendation should be made by the 
Board of Health prior to deciding on 
that option. 


Selectmen were concerned that 
people looking for abatements were 
holding back on paying their bills. 

“An abatement does not defer 
payment of the water bill,” said 
Thomas. A bill should be paid before 
application for abatement is made, 
she said. 

“This is the first year we've had 
the quarterly bills,” she added. ‘I

WINTERING GERANIUMS 

In the mildest areas of the North 
American continent, zonal gera- 
niums can be left outdoors over the 
winter. But for the rest of us, the 
plants must be given special shelter. 

Hanging the plants upside down, 
bare root, is a wintering method that 
many insist is foolproof. And I’m 
sure this was, and is, true where an 
old-fashioned dirt-floor cold room or 
cellar area is available. Geraniums 
will survive the winter stored this 
way only in a fairly humid, cold but 
frost-free place. 

A little refinement on this method 
that makes it more sure is to loosely 
secure with a rubber band around 
the roots a plastic bag with a little 
damp peat moss in it. Make a few 
small slits in the bag to allow some 
air in. 

In my own experience, however, 
geraniums are easiest to over- 
winter as potted indoor plants. This 
was the standard wintering proce- 
dure years ago. It makes a lot of 
sense, too, since zonal geraniums 
make fine winter houseplants. I take 
cuttings from our zonal geraniums 
in August or early September, for 
youthful, smaller plants lo bring 
indoors. 

But the plants that have bloomed 
in pots or the open garden all sum- 
mer can be brought in, too, if you 
wish. Cut them back and clean them 
up, and carefully lift the pot and 
in-ground plants. I give our zonal 
geraniums two sprays spaced 10 
days apart, and a good inspection, 
before bringing them indoors. 


Whitefly can be a terrible problem 
on indoor geraniums not meticulous- 
ly cleaned before bringing them into 
the house. 

A problem that arises in many 
modern homes is finding the space 
to house a collection of geraniums. I 
save space initially by bringing in 
just one or two small cutting-grown 
plants of each zonal geranium varie- 
ty I want to save. Then in Februr- 
ary, I begin taking cuttings from 
these plants until I have enough to 
fill the spaces or pots designated for 
geraniums in the current year’s 
spring and summer garden. 

Geraniums do need full sunshine 
to stay in fine shape, and give some 
bloom, during the winter indoors. 
And my own house has few fully 
sunny windows, with stingy window- 
sills at that. 

To accommodate as many gera- 
niums and other bright-light house- 
plants as possible at these windows, 
1 installed sill extensions. These are 
just boards that come with brackets 
to hold them, and they’re available 
at hardware stores and home 
improvement centers. 

Another, similar solution to the 
space problem is to locate at sunny 
windows wherever possible book 
shelving, or some other piece of 
furniture that will serve as a sill 
extension. 

Sun porches of course are ideal, 
and fortunate indeed are plant and 
flower lovers whose homes are 
blessed with these ideal places for 
growing off-season plants. Zonal, 
scented, and ivy geraniums wilil stay 
in fine shape, and even give some 
bloom during the winter indoors in 
sites that provide adequate sunlight

These require more 
of a cool, dormant period in winter to 
set flower buds for the following 
spring and early summer. A green- 
house kept just frost-free, or a cool 
basement room are possible winter- 
ing quarters for these most flamboy- 
antly blooming of all geraniums. For 
a really fine show of late spring and 
early summer flowers, provide wint- 
er temperatures at or slightly below 
50 degrees Fahrenheil, and only 
enough water to keep the plants 
alive. 


CHRISTMAS CACTUS BLOOM 

Christmas cactus plants should be 
given some “time out’? now from 
fertilizing and regular watering, to 
harden new growth and set the pads 
up for good flower bud formation. 

If the plants have spent the sum- 
mer outdoors, set them in some 
shelter from rain on a porch, against 
a balcony wall or on the lower, 
shaded benches of a greenhouse. 
Give only enough water to keep the 
pads from shriveling. Christmas 
cactus plants can be left out until 
night temperatures begin dropping 
to around 45 degrees F. * 

A dryish soil, along with lengthen- 
ing nights and cooling temperatures, 
are the conditions that lead these 
forest cactus plants to their bloom- 
ing phase. Indoors, provide long 
uninterrupled nights, bright day- 
time light, cool night temperatures 
and soil kept dryish to set the plants 
up for bud formation. When buds 
begin to form, step up watering.

On Rosh Hashana, the Jewish 
new year beginning Sept. 29, it is 
believed that the Book of Life is 
opencd. 

The holiday is the beginning of 
the Ten Days of Awe, a period of 
contemplation, introspection and 
self-examination. This ends on 
Yom Kippur, Oct. 8, which is the 
Day of Alonement, the solemn 
day on which the divine judgment 
is sealed for the year. 

In some areas the Tashlich 
ceremony is celebrated, with 
small bits of bread tossed onto 
flowing waters. Just as the bread 
drifls away, so does God wash 
away past sins of those who ask 
his forgiveness. 

The Prophet Nehemiah is said 
to have introduced the Persian 
custom of eating sweels on this 
High Holy Day, proclaiming, 
“eat the fat and drink the 
sweet..." 

Feasting is part of the celebra- 
tion of the new year. Families 
come together and the dinner 
tables are laden with foods filled 
with honey, raisins, carrots and 
apples, which when served are 
symbolic of the hope of a better 
year. Apples are dipped into hon- 
ey and the following blessing is 
said, “May it be they will to 
renew unlo us a good and sweet 
year." 

The challah (egg bread) is 
baked in a special shape for his 
holiday. In many countries it is 
round, a symbol of life, happiness 
and good fortune without end. Or 
it can be topped with a ladder, 
symbolizing the ascent of God on 
high, as well as God's decree of 
who will ascend and who will 
descend, or a bird, as in Isaiah

Cholesterol should be

Current literature pertaining to 
physical fitness emphasizes the need 
to contro! cholesterol and fat in the 
daily diet. In the interest of main- 
taining good health, the Winchester 
Hospital Education Department 
under the direction of Susan E. Pow- 
ers, R.N., B.S., conducted two 
cholesterol screening clinics al the 
Jenks Center open to people of the 
fown. During the clinical sessions, 
the Boehringer Manneheim Diag- 
nostic instrument was used in the 
measurement of blood cholesterol 
by means of the Reflotron System, 
the instrument overwhelmingly pre- 
ferred for screening by health 
professionals. 

The 1989 Boehringer Mannheim 
Corporation of Indianapolis stales 
that cholestrol reading falls in one of 
three catagories as established by 
the U.S. government health experts: 
High Blood Cholestrol — 240 mg/dl 
and above; Borderline-High Blood 
Cholesterol — 200-239 mg/dl; and 
Desirable Blood Cholesterol — less 
than 200 mg/dl. However, they 
advise that one test is nol enough to 
confirm high blood cholesterol. 

“Factors that escalate your risk of 
heart disease according to the Boeh- 
ringer Diagnostics are: elevated 
cholesterol; high blood pressure; 
cigarette smoking; diabetes; vascu- 
lar disease; family history of coron- 
ary heart disease before age 55; 
obesity; and being male.” 

The Greater Boston Diabetes Soci- 
ely states that polyunsaturated fats 
may help to lower blood cholesterol! 
levels. Dr. Ng Nakasako, R.D., pro- 
vided a classification of fats and oils 
as follows: Polyunsaturated fats and 
oils containing no cholesterol) are: 
corn oil, safflower oil, sesame seed 
oil, soybean oil, cottonseed oil, and 
margarine with liquid oil listed as 
the first ingredient.

Saturated fats and oils high in 
cholesterol are: lard-based shorten- 
ings, butter and products made with 
dairy fats, beef, organ meats, palm 
oil, and coconut oil. 

Milk Group: Use skim milk and 
low fat dairy producls, skim and low 
fat milk cheeses, yogurt, and cat- 
lage cheese instead of the whole 
milk counterparts. 

Vegetable, Fruit, and Bread 
Groups: Vegetables, fruits, breads 
and cereals contain no cholesterol or 
saturated fal. They provide a good 
range of vitamins, minerals, and 
fiber. 

Meal Group: 1. Limit egg intake to 
no more than three egg yolks a 
week, including eggs used in cook- 
ing; 2. Select fish, chicken, turkey, 
and veal for meat meals often. Use 
moderate sized portions of lamb, 
pork, and ham less frequently; 3. 
Trim all visible fat from meat before 
cooking; 4. Limit fried foods and use 
cooking methods that help remove 
fai: baking, broiling, roasting, stew- 
ing, and boiling; 5. Limit fatty lunc- 
heon meat. Use sliced chicken, lean 
roast beef, turkey, peanut butter or 
tuna packed in water for 
sandwiches, 

Fat Group: Select margarines 
made from vegetable oils only. 

Robert E. Kowalski in his book 
entitled, “The Eight-Week Choles- 
terol Cure,’’ says, “Control of the 
blood cholesterol is a complicated 
problem. The right amount helps to 
build the membranes that form the 
walls of the body cells and aids in the 
synthesis of a number of the hody 
hormones vital to human func- 
tion...
